DENMARK, 300 YEARS POST JUBILEE.—by L. Petersen. 

Caused by the 300 years post jubilee, commemorative stamps to the value 
of 10, 15 and 2o ore came out. on December 1, 1924, a little unexpected as 
they were told to come on January 3, 1925. These stamps are printed in a 
rather "something different” way, each sheet containing four different stamps, 
viz: King Christian IV (1588-1648) to the left and to the right and the 
ruling King Christian X to the left and to the right, total 12 different 
stamps. Color: 10 ore fade green, 15 ore violet and 20 ore dark brown. 
The framing shows the value at top, 10 ORE 10 and the word DENMARK at 
l»ottom, one the side lines 1624, 1924 and the Kings monograms. 

To get a picture of the printing arrangement and the four different 
stamps it is necessary to have at least, blocks of four and these stamps 
must have a much greater value in blocks of four than other stamps. 

The use of official stamps in Denmark ceased on March 21, 1924, and 
these stamps are now obsolete. The last issue of them, 5 ore brown hardly 
came in use before the stamps went out of use and seems to be a little rarity 

Although Denmark 2 rbs. blue is called No. 1, the first stamp issued in 
Denmark was 4 rbs. brown as this stamp was issued March 21, 1H51 and 2 rbs. 
came later, on April 29, 1851. 

U. S. ENCASED POSTAGE STAMPS.—by Victor Trapani, Buffalo, N. Y. 

One of the most interesting series of “necessity money” ever issued were 
the encased postage stamps. They were invented by John Gault of New York 
and were .patented in 1862. The stamps consisting of the denominations of 1, 
3, 5, 10, 12, 24, 30 and 90 cents, were used by business houses. Regular United 
States postage stamps placed in fiat, circular brass cas<*s, with the faces 
protected by a thin sheet of mica, were used to form this peculiar sort of 
money. Some .firms issued nearly every one of the denominations mentioned 
above, while others Issued only one. The latter specimens are the rarest 
and command the highest premium. 

An interesting specimen of the encased stamp money is one of nine 
cents. There was no postage stamp of this denomination then, but it was 
produced by placing three tliree-cent stamps in an oblong copper case. This 
piece’s history is not known. Another interesting piece was a stamp, cut 
from a note of the first issue of the postage currency, that had been placed 
in a frame of silver. Both back and front were protected by mica. 
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THE PARIS EXHIBITIONS—POSTAGE STAMPS. 

The French Government, in recognizing the value of special postage 
stamps to proclaim the forthcoming International Exhibition of Decorative 
Arts, intends them to be of real advertising value. You will not have to go 
tn the exhibition, as you had to go to Wembley,- to buy them over the exhi¬ 
bition post office counter. Every French post office will be selling them, and 
every French citizen will be using them for months to come. Where but 
four to five millions of the Wembley stamps were sold, the Paris Exhibition 
clamps will spread the fame of the show on hundreds of millions of letters. 
The designs have been obtained in open competition, in which M. E. Becker 
secured three ‘of the four premiums awarded. The first of the stamps to 
appear is the one illustrated, for which he took the first prize of 4,000f. It 
shows an artist examining his work, an elaborately decorated vase. The 
second prize, 2,000f, went to M. Sicard for an allegory of Light and Liberty; 
the third, l,000f. to M. Becker for a rather intricate design showing two 
horns of abundance and masses of laurel wreath; and the fourth prize, 500f. 
to the same artist for a novel subject showing two artists chiselling the 
coq triomphant” from a louis d’or. The last, is interesting as presenting 
the chanticleer emblem of France, which that eminent philatelist, the late 
•VI. Arthur Maury, for many years urged the Government to adopt as the 
most appropriate emblem for French stamps. 

The great exhibition will no doubt attAct its multitudes, but philatelists 
will be concerned chieflly with the International Philatelic Exhibition in 
Paris, which will be held during the period of the larger affair. The Gov¬ 
ernment, which has obtained over 22,000,OOOf out of the sale of the sequestrat¬ 
ed Ferrari stamp collection, is taking a lively interest in the stamp exhibition. 
Ministers have accorded it their patronage, the beautiful Pavilion de Marsan 
has been placed at the disposal of the organizers, and the stamp exhibition 
is to have a special postage stamp all to itself. French collectors and dealers 
over-subscribed the guarantee fund asked for of lOO.OOOf as soon as the com 
mittee mentioned the figure required. 

The president of the organizing committee is M. Albert Coyette, who 
was secretary of the Paris Exhibitions of 1900 and 1913. A former president ~ 
of the Societe Francaise de Timbrologie, he has been collecting stamps since 
1872, and holds the positions of official philatelic expert to the French Cus¬ 
toms, and arbitrator on stamps to the Tribune of Commerce of the Seine. 
The secretary of the exhibition is M. M. Jurion, 2, Allee des Chalets, Ville- 
monble (Seine), from whom intending exhibitors may obtain the necessary 
entry forms. 

Many philatelists will want to show in Paris, but they have been anxious 
to learn if there would be any relaxing of the stringent Customs regulations 
which have made it risky to take valuable stamp collections in or through 
France since the w-ar. M. Coyette, who assured me at The Hague exhibition 
in September that this difficulty would be overcome, has been successful in 
overcoming it. The stamp exhibition will be declared for the period an 
“entrepot de Douane,” and all parcels and packets destined for the exhibition 
will only be opened there and not at the frontier. Official seals will be 
furnished to exhibitors to affix to their packets or cases to ensure their not 
being opened by the Customs officials en route. The official scheme of 
the competitive classes and rules of competition will be announced in due 
•course.—London Paper.

Another £26,OIK) was realized by the tenth and eleventh sales of the 
'Ferrari” stamp collection, bringing the grand total to date to the record 
figure of close upon £350,000. Other notable auctions of the year included 
the Waterhouse collection of U. S. A., which produced £13,000, and the 
Trivett collection of Great Britain, £ 1,300. The record price of the year for 
a single lot was £2,500, paid by Mr. Arthur Hind for a mint block of four of 
that greatest French rarity, the l franc vermilion, 1819, including a tete-bcche 
pair. 

In the stamp market the greatest activity has been in United States and 
modern British colonials, with some movement in New Europe Issues, which 
are slowly but surely recovering from the slump brought about by the col¬ 
lapse. of the exchanges in 1921-22. An attempt to create a corner in twentieth 
century Maltese stamps has resulted in some startling rises in the values 
of scarcer varieties, whilst the fact that a boycott does not necessarily 
bring about a reduction in price has been amply proved by the case of the 
St. Kitts-Novis Tercentenary series. Following the destruction of the re¬ 
mainders by the Crown agents, this set has advanced in price, by leaps and 
bounds, and now stands at about £10 wholesale, whereas twelve, months 
ago “the trade” would not look at them at 10 per cent over face. 

An outstanding feature of the philatelic year has been the growth of air- 
post collecting, with its strong appeal to the human imagination and un 
fathomed opportunities as a practically virgin field for exploitation Although 
an off-shoot of philately, it tends to become a cult apart, for the aerosemist 
concerns himself equally with postmarks, cachets, etiquettes, flown covers, 
and other miscellanea such as are beyond the ken of the Simon-pure 
philatelist.-—The Bazaar. 

On the 29th of July, last, the postal authorities issued a commemorative 
■set of stamps to celebrate the success of the Uruguayan football team at. 
ihe Olympic games held recently in France. There were 15,009 of each of 
the 2c, 5c and 12c values, but the Issue was completely exhausted by mid-day. 
The following day a further 20,090 were put on sale, and these also dis¬ 
appeared in less than twenty-four hours. 

Of this issue 300 specimens were, printed on yellow paper, which were 
distributed to “high officials, the football association. Olympic champions, 
and others.—Philatelic Magazine.

THE STORY OF A STAMP. 

The French are pre-eminently the greatest stamp collecting nation in 
•the world, and I have yet to come across an instance of greater keenness 
than that which came my way by this morning’s post. I had occasion to 
write som > days ago ?o the vjuai d’Orsay, and enclosed a stamped eddressed 
envelope. 

I had been to great pains to obtain the requsite 75 centime stamp, and 
the only one 1 was able to acquire at a dealer’s was a 75 special Ronsard 
commemorative issue. 

This particular issue in memory of the great poet was very restricted, 
and few were on sale at the post offices. But judge my surprise when I 
received today an answer to my inquiry in the identical envelope, to which, 
however, were attached a 50 centime Pateur stamp and an ordinary 25 
centime Semeuse. Some keen collector in the French Foreign Office had 
taken the trouble to steam off my Ronsard stamp and had evidently added it 
to his own collection.

The important collection of postage stamps ot the United States formed 
b> Sir Nicholas Waterhouse was sold in London A portion included the 
stamps of New York from July, 1845, and general issues, 1847, the total being 
£5.631. The highest price was $3,500 (Ward), paid for a block of eight 5c 
brown, 1847, of fine color, with margins all around; another block of four, 
fair margins, sold for £150 (Godden). A Providence, 1846, 5c black, pen 
cancelled brought £135 (Godden)—this stamp is affixed to a letter addressed 
to the firm ot Messrs. Firth Brothers, ot Sheffield, and was in their possession 
until recently. A strip of three 10c black, used, with a 5e brown, general 
issue, 1847, brought £175 (Perry); another pair of 10c black, £120 (Godden): 
and a complete reconstructed sheet of 40 stamps, including uncancelled, with 
many good copies, 5c black, New York, July, 1845, £350 (James).

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The latest stamp issue under the mandate of the League of Nations 
comes from the former German province ol Ruanda and Urundi, in Central 
Africa, now administered by Belgium. It takes the form of contemporary 
postage stamps of the Belgian Congo overprinted with the names of the two 
districts in Roman capitals. 

Turbulent Transjordan has been prot ided with a new set of postage 
stamps, albeit of a temporary character, consisting of types of the Hodja/. 
<19211 overprinted with a three-line inscription in Arabic characters signify¬ 
ing “Government of Eastern Arabia, 1312.”

“Who’s Who,” the Canadian Officially sealed, the 
philatelic Bibliographies of Canada, cuts of leading Canadian Stamp Col¬ 
lectors, the Advertising Cancellations of Canada, Canadian Air Mail Flights, 
Meter Cancellations, Montreal Locals, all find their rightful place in the 
Canadian Philatelic Year Book, but such would justify its publication if only 
for the fact that at last the vexed question of the official sanction of the first 
Canadian imperfs. (Dominion issues) is cleared up. The author sets forth 
in part a letter read at a meeting of the Winnipeg Stamp Club written by 
Pr. L. L. Reford to Dr. W. F. Dey wherein the writer sets forth in no un¬ 
certain terms his opinion of such imperforates, implying that no cause is 
worthy of its name, if based upon lies and deceit. 

The Canadian Philatelic Year Book is truly a Philatelic Gold Mine, well 
vvorth the fifty cents, its publication price. This enables the collector not only 
io get knowledge, which is power, but enables him to further the cause of 
philately by spending a second fifty cents and donating the second copy to 
the editor of his local publication with a polite request for a few comment* 
in his edition deluxe. 

We need more year books or annuals. It all helps build up Philately’s 
cause. 

MEMORIAL STAMPS TO BE READY APRIL 1. 

Anniversary of Norwegian Immigrants’ Arrival. 

One hundred years ago, dating from October 9 next, the first shipload 
of Norwegian immigrants arrived in New York City on the sloop Restaura- 
tionen. The event Is to be celebrated in the postal history of the United 
States by issuing two commemorative stamps which the postmaster general 
announces will probably be available for postage on April 1 and they will 
continue in use through the balance of the year. 

The designs for the stamps have just been approved by the postal 
authorities. They will be printed in two colors and will be about the size of 
the current airmail stamps. The values will be 2 and 5 cents. The former 
will be red and black in color, having for the chief design a picture of the 
Norse sloop with the words “Norse-American” and “Centennial.” The flve- 
cent stamp will have the same general design, but the borders will show 
the Norwegian flag on the left and the American flag on the right. Its color 
will be blue and black. 


A New York stamp collector has just negotiated for the purchase of two 
twelve-cent Canadian stamps at a cost of $4,000. The stamps are of the first 
Canadian Issue, and the fact that they are attached/' having been taken from 
the lower left hand corner of the sheet, and show the printing margin, greatly 
enhances their value. Only one other set of these stamps Is in existence.

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STAMPS OF THE AIR POST—250 ISSUED IN SIX YEARS. 

(Continued from last issue.) 

The second motif of the new Postal Union Jubilee stamps from Sweden 
depicts the dove of Peace with a letter in its beak, flying over a terrestrial 
globe that is being encircled by a mail train and a steamer. The full series 
of stamps embraces fifteen denominations, ranging from 5 ore to 5 kronen, 
all recess printed in large traverse rectangular format, and uniformly in¬ 
scribed in French, “Union Postale Universelle, 1874-1924. 

To the many ramous works of art reproduced as stamp designs has just 
been added the headless “Victory” statue of Samotlirace, which figures upon 
three particular postage stamps issued at Montevideo in honor of the return 
or the victorious Uruguayan football team from the Olympic Games. The 
stamps which are lithographed and inscribed “VRVGVAY MCMXXIV. JVEGOS 
OLIMPICOS,” were on sale for three days only, when tyyo printings, amount¬ 
ing to 35,000 copies were completely exhausted. 

Under the terms of the Tangier Agreement, the French postal agency in 
ihat city has ceased to employ the separate series of stamps bearing tlie 
distinguishing imprint “TANGIER,” but since August 1, 1924, has been sup¬ 
plied with those current in the other Moorish postoffices under French 
control. The remainders of the over-printed series have been returned to 
Paris for destruction. __ 

The first of a striking series of pictorial postage stamps that has been 
prepared for the Spanish colonies has at last made its debut in the Spanish 
Sahara. The vignette shows an Arab standing beside his camel on the 
edge of the desert, and there are twelve values, from 5 centimos to 10 pesetas 
These stamps supercede the individual stamp issues of La Aguera and Rio 
de Oro. 

Portugal is about to issue a charity postage stamp to be sold at a pre¬ 
mium in aid of a national war memorial. Of the face value 10 centavos, it 
shows an allegorical figure of Fame with panels on either side representing 
soldiers charging and workmen erecting a monument respectively. Aci'oss 
the top of the stamp is the inscription “Padroes de la Grande Guerra” 
(Comrades of the Great War), together with the dates “1914-1918.” 

Instead of the familiar registration label, the Liberian postoffice pro¬ 
vides special 10c. stamps for registered letters, bearing the name of each of 
the five chief postoffices of the negro Republic. The latest series reproduces 
various seascapes illustrating types of craft engaged in the West African 
trade—viz., sailing cutter (Buchanan), steam tug with barge (Greenville). 
t >alling brig (Harper), liner (Monrovia), catamaran (Robertsport). 

Austria’s annual issue of charity postage stamps is to be placed on sale 
during the present month in denominations 100, 300, 500, 600, and 1,000 
kronen, portraying the work of charitable institutions, on whose behalf they 
will be sold for four limes their nominal values. 

As foreshadowed in The Times some months ago, the French govern¬ 
ment has decreed the issue of a commemorative stamp in honor of the 
fourth centenary of the birth of the poet Pierre Ronsard. It consists of a 
single value, 75c., and is to make its debut almost immediately. The Ronsard 
stamp will i-emain in circulation, only until December 31, 1924, after which 
ic is to be demonetized. 

The government of New Zealand is said to be contemplating the issue 
ot stamps bearing the likeness of Lord Jellicoe, the governor-general, pro- 
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vided a precedent for this course can be found. In 1888 the Colony of New 
South Wales put forth a 6s postage stamp upon which appeared the coun¬ 
terfeit presentments of Lord Carrington, then governor, and of Captain 
Arthur Phillips, the first governor of Botany Bay. Although it is the un 
written law that the head of the sovereign alone shall appear upon the postal 
currency of the Empire, we have the historical example of the Mafeking Sieg* 
stamps that bore the likeness of Sir Robert Baden-Powell, and several other 
instances of commoners portrayed on stamps, including Nelson, Wolff and 
Captain Cook—Iondon Paper. 


A NATIONAL PHILATELIC LIBRARY. 

We presume it is known to most of our readers that the world’s finest 
philatelic library —the vast and valuable accumulation bequeathed to the 
nation by the late Earl of Crawford—is housed in the British Museum, London 
We make the remark because the •‘Australian Philatelist," by publishing the 
following, appears to be oblivious of the fact. 

"Has it struck our leading- collectors that there does not exist in any part 
o: the world a National Philatelic Library and that such an institution is a 
necessity? We are aware that a number of public libraries have included phi! 
ateiic publications in their catalogues, but not one that we are aware of 
possesses anything like a complete collection. When the late Earl Crawford’s 
philatelic library was open for sale, it is a pity that the whole of it was not 
acquired by the Royal Philatelic Society, London. The price to be paid was 
no doubt a large one, but an appeal at the time to the members may have 
enabled it to acquire the collection, and as we learned that it contained many 
duplicates of what the R. P. S. already had in its own library, the sale of these 
would have partly recouped the outlay. But extensive as the Crawford col¬ 
lection uas, it was said not to be complete, and we can well believe this, as 
even in Australia there have been publications which, we doubt, have ever 
traveled overseas. No one on this account could ever compile a philatelic 
literary catalogue that can be said to , embrace everything published. The 
only one who has ventured in this direction to an appreciable extent is Mr 
F Hugh Vallancey, London, but . like, say, Hand, he is only a buyer with the 
view of selling, and what may be offered in his catalogue today may be no 
longer procurable the next day.—Stamp Collecting. 


SPECIAL STAMPS FOR THE HOLY YEAR. 

The government has decided, at the request of the committee in charge o: 
arrangements for the Holy Year, to issue a special set of six commemorative 
postage stamps which will be on sale, and recognized as valid for ordinary 
postage, throughout the year. 

The stamps will be of the face value of 20, 30, 50 and 60 centesimi and of 
I and 6 lire, but will be sold at one and a half times their nominal value for 
the benefit of the general fund of the committee. The design will repre¬ 
sent the four major churches of Rome, St. John Lateran, St. Paul-outside- 
the- Walls, Santa Maria Maggiore and Sl Peter's, and the two scenes of the 
opening and closing of the Jubilee Door. This permission is contrary to the 
decree issued last year forbidding such methods of commemoration to which 
was due the refusal, only a few months ago, of the request of the Philatelic 
Society of Turin that an issue commemorative of the seventy-fifth anniversary 
of the death of King Charles Albert should be made.

NOTE: A precancel department to function properly requires continual co-oper- 
itlon from its readers. Precancels are being used extensively by cities of all sizes 
in the United States. Every collector in this country has an opportunity to be the 
first to notice some new issue that comes from his vicinity. We welcome and appre¬ 
ciate information as to these new series, as well as other notes of an instructive na¬ 
ture from more advanced collectors. When convenient, kindly submit samples of 
new series, so that the types may be accurately defined. 


Do you ever stop to consider that your home, city or state is quite an 
important unit, philately? We in the United 8tates, often forget that our 
state is just as important a governmental unit as the federal government. 
Wheft the thirteen colonies banded together and formed the United States 
of America they delegated certain powers to the federal government, but 
reserved most of the governing power to themselves as states. They permit¬ 
ted the federal government to handle those matters between states which 
were much alike. The federal government handled foreign affairs and was 
therefore able to appear much stronger than separate states would in their 
dealings. One of the important functions of this federal government was 
the maintenance of the post office department. It was business efficiency 
that prompted the states to have one system and one set of stamps for all 
of the states. 

But the development of precancels has made it. necessary for every city 
and town of any size to use precanceled stamps in order to speed up post 
office business. The name of the city and state appears on each of these 
precancels. Here we actually have a sort of state issue, and within the state 
the Issuance of the various cities.- 

Many precancei collectors arc forming large specialized collections of 
the precancels of their home state. They do this because they appreciate 
that their state, even though it is an integral p^rt of the United States is 
moro important than many European sovereignties. They are in close touch 
with the history and development of their state. Their state is composed ol 
many cities and towns, the activities of which are well known and very 
interesting to the collector. Furthermore, many of these precancels of the 
home state are easily obtained. The precancels tend to circulate within the 
state more or less and so it is often possible to pick up many nice without 
much cost. 

State specializing in precancels is great fun. We deal with the postal 
activities of our home state and its component parts, its cities and towns. 
We express our loyalty to our state through our precancel collection. 

The 1925 Standard Precancel Stamp Catalogue will be off the press by 
the time this issue reaches you. This publication is the old Bushnell Cata 
iogue which has been purchased by the Rotnem Stamp Company of 204 
Craigie Hall, Cambridge, Mass. The volume lists all known recognizable pre 
cancel varieties, which run upwards of one hundred and fifty thousand. The 
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work, although issued by the Rotnem Stamp Co. is different from other stand¬ 
ard works in that it is not the resultant of any individual or firm’s findings 
as to prices. It is the co-operative result of over twenty-five of the important 
specialists in this phase of United States collecting. The editor has only 
served as a clearing house and averager of the pricings which the state and 
special issue editors have presented. These men have been active col 
lectors for years, and they have presented prices and suggestions as a result 
of careful study.

The Crown Prince of Italy has recently been here on a three weeks' 
official visit, and shortly before his departure the Argentine government 
presented him with a very valuable collection of the stamps of this country. 

Since the issue of the 25c stamps for use on registered letters, all the 
values of the current set, from : 2 to 30 centavos, have appeared without a 
dot under the C. 

On the 2nd inst. the Argentine Philatelic Society officially Inaugurated 
heir new offices at Calle R Lad avia 1515, and the occasion was celebrated in 
,i. befitting manner, and a small exhibition of extremely rare stamps was 
dso held. This society, which is of very high standing, was founded about 
30 years ago by a group of distinguished philatelists, amongst whom were 
Marco del Pont, Berg,, Arata and Dobranich. The president is Dr. Ricardo 
Elicabe, who has recently been appointed a member of the Commission of 
Honor at the Christiania philatelic exhibition. 

The official organ of the society, the “Revista de la Soeiedad Filatelica 
Argentina,'’ has now been in existence for 28 years, has obtained various 
prizes, and lastly, at the London exhibition, 1923, it obtained the highest 
award amongst the philatelic journals published in a foreign language— 
Philatelic Magazine. 

The New Zealand stamp exhibition, which was held in Christchurch in 
November, was the largest of its kind ever held in Australia or New Zealand. 
Many leading collectors in the Commonwealth and Dominion and also in 
Great Britain sc ir exhibits, and the Christchurch Philatelic society, under 
whose auspices the exhibition was held, faced the difficulty of providing 
sufficient space in which to display the large number of collections. It! is 
stated at. Mr. H. L. White, one of the leading philatelists in New South 
Wales sent his large and valuable collection of Australian stamps across 
the Tasman by speeiai messenger. Mr. White wars the donor of the magnifi¬ 
cent collection of New South Wales, Queensland, Western Australian and 
Tasmanian stamps which is now the property of the State of New South 
Wales, and is housed in the Mitchell Library, Sydney.—Philatelic Magazine.

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STAMP COLLECTING AND MEDICINE— By Major J. E. M. Boyd, 
in Stamp Collecting. 

Many articles have been written as regards stamp collecting, on such 
subjects as tiews, Ships, .Animals and Portraits, but I do not remember 
having seen Medicine included in any of these, yet there is no doubt that 
one who has studied stamps in his youth has largely developed the first 
duty as a medical man, which is observation. 

A doctor who has no power of observation is not at ail likely to do well 
in practice, should he even qualify. 

I will not be so unkind as to suggest that examiners of students in 
medicine try to “catch them out,” but there is no doubt that they do test their 
powers of observation. I can well remember being asked to look at a case 
at one of the examinations for which I entered some years ago, but on no 
account was I allowed to go very close or ask any questions, I was required 
to observe and give an opinion. 

The patient had a badly swollen wrist, lying on a table by his side was 
a splint, usually associated with a fracture of the wrist bones; being a stamp 
collector I had developed certain powers of observation so suggested a frac¬ 
ture. *The examiner then called another man from behind a screen and 
asked me to examine him also—he had a fractured wrist—I was asked if 1 
would be very surprised to hear that this was the patient to whom the splint 
belonged; I agreed that this might be the case. 

I was then allowed to examine the first case closely and found it to be 
one of tubercular disease. The examiner told me lie only wished to see if 
I would notice the splint, so all was well. 

There is another old classical story—known to most medical students, 
told of a well known London doctor, who was always testing the powers of 
observation of his class at a certain Medical School. 

On one occasion he was lecturing on diabetes; he dipped his index finger 
into some fluid in a beaker and carried his hand to his mouth, lie then said, 
“I think, gentlemen, that if you will taste the fluid, you will agree with ine 
that it is sweet; the sweetness is due to the presence of sugar. 

The glass was handed round, and each member of the class dipped his 
index finger into the fluid and then put the finger into his mouth. The 
lecturer then said, "I hope you all agree that the fluid is sweet.” All mem 
hers agreed. He then said, “1 am glad you all agree, as I was only testing 
your powers of observation, for if you had observed carefully you would 
have seen that I placed my index finger into the fluid and my ring finger into 
my mouth.” 

History does not state whether any members of the class wore stamp 
collectors, but, at any rate, their powers of observation were weak. 

Now' to come back to the subject. ^ 

Many rulers are shown on stamps who have closely associated themselves 
with charities connected with hospitals, H. M. King Edward VII. with the 
Hospital Sunday Fund, K. M. Queen Alexandra with her “Rose Days,” H. M. 
King George V., the King of Philatelicts, and "Carmen Silvia,” the Queen 
of Roumania. 

Then we have the numerous “Rod Cross,” “Red Crescent,” and other 
charity stamps issued before, during and after the late war, some, as the 
1917 Bosnia, depicting wounded soldiers, thereby drawing attention to the 
maker of surgical dressings. 
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A typical messenger boy is shown, loitering along, on the Special De¬ 
livery stamp of Columbia, one is rarely seen behaving in the manner depicted 
on the Special Delivery stamp of the Philippine Islands, unless there is a dog 
fight in progress or a football match about to begin. 

Few buildings are shown relating to Medicine, but one may mention the 
Rosales Hospital (Salvador), Municipal Institute of Hygiene and Medical 
School, Lima (Peru), The Citadel, Cairo (Egypt), where there is a British 
Military Hospital. 

Views of sea coasts suggest sea bathing, a medicinal spring is shown 
on the stamps of Nevis, numerous ships suggest long voyages for convales¬ 
cence, and many causes of unpleasant and acute death are indicated by guns, 
swords and rocks. 

Doctors have had their portraits on stamps; of these the recent French 
issue, showing the head of Pasteur, is best known. Anyone who has spent 
much time in India will realize what a boon to mankind his "Anti-rabies" 
treatment has proved. 

Animals, as the ox and sheep, many birds and fish, especially the cod 
fish, indicate food and medicine. 

Kedah gives us a picture of rice, which suggests beri-beri. Malarial fever 
is thought of when looking at views of swamps. Heatstroke, frost-bite and 
death from exposure are suggested by designs of the sun and snowy 
mountains. 

Trees and plants indicate food, drink and medicine. 

Air Mail stamps denote rapid means of transit; the writer has already 
had experience, in Iraq, of men wounded in action being transferred to 
hospital by air. ~ ( 

The "Don Quixote” issue of Spain suggests mental disease; some stamps, 
as the 5j- St. Vincent, are pleasing to the senses, whereas the Bolshevik issue 
of Hungary acts as an emetic. 

Accuracy in weighing drugs is suggested by the scales held by Justice 
on the well engraved newspaper stamps of America. 

From these short notes it would appear that Medicine has not been en 
tirely forgotten by the designers of stamps. 


The government of the Republic of San Salvador recently authorized the 
issue of 150,000 5c stamps with the portrait of Jose Simeon Canas, initiator 
of the abolition of slavery in Central America, but in their decree they made 
the following curious stipulation: "Of these 150,000 stamps 100,000 will be 
placed in circulation and the remaining 50,000 will be kept in a bank selected 
by the minister of the interior, in two equal lots, to be sold by auction: the 
first lot on 31st December, 1933, and the second, the 31st December, 1943 
The proceeds of these sales will be distributed by the government amongst 
various charitable institutions.—Philatelic Magazine. 


To celebrate the first Hungarian Philatelic Congress, a special flight 
took place on September 25 from Budapest to Esjtergom. An official post 
card was issued, and the following special markings occur on each flown 
item: Cachet in black depicting an aeroplane as used on the service to 
Vienna, but with "Budapest-Eszpergom” below, “Legipostival erkezett” in 
black in one line, and the special postmark of the "Philatelic Day.”—Postage 
Stamp. 
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UNITED STATES STAMPS.—By Sir Nicholas E. Waterhouse. K. B. E., 

(Read before the Royal Philatelic.) 

There may, of course, be many countries whose stamps provide as fas 
cinating a field for specialization as those of the United States of America, 
but, though for many years I have been a general collector, I have always 
found the stamps of that country appealed to me more than the whole of the 
rest of my collection. 

In the first place, there is much to be said from the artistic point of 
view. Other countries, especially in their early issues, have certainly^pro 
duced stamps that are most pleasing in design, execution and color, and 
perhaps in these respects the first Id and 2d stamps of Great Britain may 
still claim to hold the field against all comers. 

I think, however, that most collectors will admit* that, for artistic 
quality and general excellence of production, the whole series of the issues 
of the United States of America stands in a class of its own, while certain 
individual items, such as the 24c of 1857 and the 5c of 1861, have evoked 
unqualified admiration even outside the ranks of collectors. 

Then, again, the study of the stamps of the United States of America 
covers every branch of philately. To form a collection of the general issues, 
complfte with premieres gravures, special printings and errors, is a feat that 
but few, if any, have achieved, and, with the postmaster stamps, carrien- 
and locals, the task is colossal even for the multi millionaire. 

The fact, however, that some of the very scarce minor varieties, re 
entries, and special printings may still be "picked up” acts as a strong in 
centive to those who consider the financial aspect of their hobby, and, with 
a certain amount of luck, renders it possible for collectors of moderate 
means to make a showing that compares favorably with that of the philatelist 
to whom money is no object. 

As an example, I would specially mention the first 3c stamp imperl 
These not many years ago could be acquired at a very few shillings a 
hundred, and even now are priced'at no exalted figure. With the study and 
plating of this stamp, however, numerous shifts and other collectable varieties 
have been discovered, some examples of which fetch from $5 to $50 each. 

The lc blue, of the same series, both imperf. and pert., though always 
a much scarcer stamp .that the 3c, is even more remarkable in this respect. 

As to the collection of stamps on original covers, and of scarce postmarks, 
the United States of America, with its official and semi-official carrier sys¬ 
tems, its steamboat and railway cancellations, to say nothing of its postal 
disorganization during the Civil War, affords an almost unlimited field for 
the enthusiast in this branch of philately. 


In comparison with the catalogue of 1924, Yvert's new catalogue for 
1925 shows a very appreciable all-round advance in prices of air stamps, 
with the exception of a very few sets, mostly of Central European countries. 
If the figures were analyzed, I think that as a group the percentage of 
increase would be found to be greater than that of any other specialized 
section of collecting.—Postage Stamp.

THE PHILATELIC WEST 


CANADIAN SPECIAL AIR DELIVERY STAMPS, 1924. 

The first regular air mail service in Canada with government authoriza¬ 
tion commented on Septemberl, 1924. This was inaugurated to carry mail 
by aeroplane from the Rouyn Goldfields in Northern Quebec to railhead and 
vice versa by the machines of the Laureniide Air Service, Limited. 

As the Canadian government did not feel that they should assume re¬ 
sponsibility, it was decided not to issue these stamps as government stamps, 
but official approval was accorded to the Laurentide Air Service, Limited, t^i 
issue air mail stamps valued at 25c. each. The postoffice department at Ot¬ 
tawa would not permit anything on the lace of the stamp to denote its value, 
as such a course might have signified that these stamps could have beet 
used as a medium of exchange in a similar manner to other government 
postage stamps. 

The air delivery stamps are issued in booklets containing eight stamps, 
on the cover of which appears fhe following: — 

IMPORTANT. 

Letters, parcels, packages, and all other articles intended for SPECIAL AIR 
DELIVERY to be marked plainly on address side— 

“BY AIR MAIL,” 

and carry regular postage. Special Air Delivery stamps to be placed on the 
back or reverse ONLY of letters, parcels, packages, etc. The sender as 
sumes all risk. 

LAURENTIDE AIR SERVICE, LIMITED, 
operating Canada’s First Air Mail Service. 

As the Laurentide Air Service, Limited, are of the opinion that the 
present stamp is not as artistic as it might have been, they intend discon¬ 
tinuing this issue when the present supply is exhausted, and are replacing 
it with an issue in red with the wording “Canada 1924” engraved on the 
- rising sun. 

According to art official of the Laurentide Air Service, Ltd., the first 
issue of these special air delivery stamps—colored green—comprised 2,000 
copies.—Postage Stamp. 

INTERESTING COLLECTION OF STAMPS IN MODERN PHOTOGRAVURE. 

Collectors of philatelic bibliographical items will find a sixteen-page pho¬ 
togravure section in Part 43 of Cassell’s “Children’s Book of Knowledge,” 
exhibiting several hundred “Strange and Beautiful Stamps of Many Lands,” 
together with some photographs of the making of watermarked paper for 
postage stamps. On page 3399 of the same part is a short article on “The 
Fascinating Hobby of Stamp Collecting.” 

Apart from the obvious interest of the propaganda value of an attractively 
set-out variety of stamps in a work which will find a permanent place in home 
education, it offers some technical interest in that it is the first application 
in this country of the modern rapid photogravure processes to the illustration 
of stamps: Unfortunately the process is one which can only be used profit¬ 
ably here on very long runs, to which philatelic journals do not) attain. Od 
the continent, especially in Germany and Austria, the process has been ex¬ 
tensively used and developed, and the cost is much lower, and so it has been 
tried for stamp illustration in those countries.—Fortnightly.

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A FEW NOTES ON RECRUITING

The lecture he treated me to was interesting; the sort schoolmasters 
often enfold about their pupils. I had done an evil thing, a thoughtless, 
stupid thing. I had set a young man off along the road to ruin and de¬ 
ception. I was informed that, when his then wrathful parent could not 
afford to keep his son, he would go to recognized money lenders. I warned 
him to be careful as they were rather complicated in their business methods. 
He assured me, somewhat- icily, that he was old enough to be my father, 
which, his appearance duly considered, was indeed truth, and, further, that 

those d- silly and confounded stamps would be placed on the back of 

the fire and burned. When I saw the young fellow a few days later I told 
him he had made an awful ass of himself, and a bigger one of me and, I said, 
as I took my five shillings, “never borrow again old chap; beg, it is so much 
simpler and less complicating for all concerned. 1 know this is extreme 
digression but it shows how far stamps will carry an enthusiastic collector 
who ia anxious to spread the hobby amongst laymen. 

I recollect that in the days before the war I started a young man with 
4 collection and gave him an old Lincoln album, for which he chose to pay 
me, bringing to the house on Sunday morning a very weighty and healthy 
looking rabbit which promptly ran amock in the garden and caused a hilari 
ous fifteen minutes before it was finally captured. I told him at once that 
( had outgrown rabbit keeping and had no desire whatsoever to resume it. 
but he assured me “never to mind” as it was intended for the table and 
there and then, with the utmost serenity and ease, he gave it a sharp clout 
at the back of the neck and thus made things easier for the cook. A more 
clever lad I have never met. He took to stamp collecting like the proverbial 
duck takes to water, and his collection almost rivalled mine at that time. 
Then came the war and his collection was packed away and forgotten. One 
evening his father came to sec me and said his son had died from the 
effects of fever somewhere out in the East and had willed his collection to 
me. I protested very strongly against this as the collection was worth a sum 
running into three figures. The old gentleman had felt the effects of the 
war and his business was in a bad way so that in the end I arranged to 
accept the issues of one country and to sell the remainder and hand over 
to him the amount it realized. 

The. manner in which some people repay one’s kindnesses is rather 
curious. I started a middle-aged man to collect. He went on and amassed 
about as big a collection of rubbish as could well be imagined and then started 
to break it up and commenced dealing in stamps. He was considerably hurt 
and aggrieved because I would not buy from him and furthermore openly 
accused me of warning everybody against tradiug with him. This, of 
course, was absolutely absurd considering he received replies to his ad 
vertisements from all parts of the globe, but, to add to these inflictions, he 
appeared at my place at all sorts of times of the day and night seeking 

advice. Finally I decided the time bad come to put an end to the nuisance 

and I told him a "fairy tale.” A certain stamp he had was a variety of the 

normal worth a lot of money (N. B.—l knew i* was out on approval with a 

friend of mine), and if he would take to Mr. “Soandeo" that, worthy would 
give him its full value. After days of anxiety, lest it should be sold for the 
2d. he had priced it at, he came and told me he had sent it as directed. I 
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never heard, and I hope I never shall, what Mr. "Soandso” told him about 
that stamp—that he was a fool not to sell it for the 2d., I suppose. One very 
good result was that I heard no more of that gentleman. I daresay he con¬ 
sidered my opinions absurd or perhaps a "mistake” like that was past for¬ 
giveness. 

There is one method I cannot agree with. It is the priggish and mean 
trick of getting someone interested in our hobby with a view of clearing off 
a lot of unwanted and useless stamps. I had to sit by and witness an 
example of this sort at one visit I made—and may it never happen again. My 
heart fairly ached to see a young enthusiast parting with good money for 
what he thought was better holding but really was only fit for the fire. 

If you cannot start a person collecting without a better motive than that 
of personal gain then for heaven’s sake, keep your hobby to yourself. There 
is no cleaner or finer hobby than philately and when you launch another 
upon its narrow little lane of commencement do so with the idea of making 
a friend for life and not with the principal object of taking all he has in 
the way of cash and then pitching him off the track into a ditch thinking 
that he will find his feet and the way again. 

The first impression, they say, is the most important and lasting, there¬ 
fore if you would make other collectors, put yourself last, for surely the joys 
of philately are too many and too perfect to keep to one’s self. If you are 
on a good thing in collecting stamps give the other man a chance to share 
it but—give him a fair start—it will repay you over and over again.—Stamp 
Collectors’ Fortnightly. 


THE TRIVETT POSTAGE STAMPS. 

A London company is selling the exceptionally fine collection of postage 
stamps of Great Britain formed by Mr. L. O. Trivett. The collection is a 
kind of epitome of the postal history of the country, long ante-dating the 
inception of the adhesive postage stamp of 1840. The collection is especially 
important also in regard to the various essays, color trial proofs, expert 
mental suggestions, and so forth which preceded the adoption of the beau¬ 
tiful design of the Queen’s head by Wyon. Of special interest are the 
Chalmiers, Slevier and Roper essays, and the autograph letters from Sir 
Rowland Hill. The famous Id. black of 1840 is represented by a fine col¬ 
lection. Another important lot is the 9d. Plate V., which was the gift of 
King George V. to the Great War Fund Sale and is accompanied by his auto¬ 
graph. A well illustrated sale catalogue has been issued of this remarkable 
collection. 

internationalThmIately. 

There have been stamps which have been a menace to international 
peace, and many writers have entertained themselves, if not their readers, 
with accounts which sometimes have almost amounted to an apotheosis of 
the postage stamp because of the fact. But far greater service can be render¬ 
ed the hobby by discussing, not its war-making properties, but its claims ae 
a powerful factor for the maintenance of peace between nations. Let us 
put this in front of the depressers who daily delude themselves that there 
is no longer any hope for the future. The truth is, the world will not be 
happy until every one of its responsible inhabitants abides by the preoepfs 
governing the ideal state of philately. Cheerful content and lasting fellowship 
are but two of many of these.—Stamp Collecting. 
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THE WASHINGTON PORTRAITS,— 9y Rev. C. 3. Morton. 

Philatelists owe many of their early U. S. portraits to the skill of Gilbert 
►Stuart (1755-182$), the first portrait painter of his day. 

In early lii'e he left the shores of America to come to England as a pupil 
of Benjamin West, aud set up a studio, attaining considerable success as a 
portrait painter. Consumed with a keen desire to paint the Father of his 
country, he returned to America in 1792, when his cherished desire was re¬ 
alized. The sight of the great man so unnerved him that Stuart himself 
tells us that it was not until several interviews that he felt himself at home 
with his sitter to give the necessary concentration to his work. He painted 
the first portrait in November, 1794, but this he appears to have destroyed 
as not being an adequate picture of Washington. 

The second portrait, completed in 1795, showing the right-hand side of 
the face and known as the Gibbs Washington, is reproduced on our postage 
stamps. Gilbert Stuart has left no record of its painting, as like many artists 
he disliked putting pen to paper, and any notes he had to make were jotted 
on scraps of paper. Fortunately many years after his death, when time had 
set great value on his works, he tound a biographer in George C. Mason, 
who patiently collected the available information. Stuart’s portrait of 
Washington caused a great sensation, and he was asked for numerous copies, 
many ot which he executed. 

“Did George Washington sit tor all these pictures which you have paint¬ 
ed?” a lady once asked him. 

“Madam,” Stuart replied, “if he had, the question of Independence 
would have been a secondary consideration.” 

The artist took immense pains with all his details and asked Washington 
tor a portion of the lace similar to that on his cravat and cuffs which he was 
wearing, in order that he might study it at leisure. Washington toid him to 
keep it, as it might come in useful, little thinking that years after it would be 
cut up into square inches to satisfy the souvenir-hunters. 

The third portrait shows the left-hand aide of the face and is known us 
the Athenaeum bead, and this head also appears on the postage stamps. 
From it many engravings were taken, the best known being those of Joseph 
Andrews, Hallswell (1796) .and W. Ridley (London 1500)- 

Stuart painted two sets of portraits of the Svc first presidents ot the U. 
8. A. One set was in the library in Washington when it was burnt, three 
portraits being destroyed and the other two badly damaged. The other set 
was owned by Mr. Jefferson Coolidge of Boston. 

Gilbert Stuart had a fund of good stories with which to amuse his sitters, 
and they played the part of the amateur photographer’s “little bird.” 

He always endeavored to put his sitters at their ease, and once having 
a celebrated doctor before him who hod over-dressed for the occasion, the. 
hour slipped by, without Stuart touching his paim brush. At last the doctor’s 
patience was exhausted and he remarked that Stuart’s stories were amusing 
but he had come to be painted. 

“Then sir,” said Stuart, “for goodness sake, disarrange that fixed-up 
costume.” 

Off came the doctor’s cravat, his hand ruffled his hair and throwing 
himself back into the chair, the portrait commenced.

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BELGIAN STAMPS—A 75TH ANNIVERSARY ISSUE. 

At the end of October the Belgian postoffice will issue a special set of 
stamps commemorative of the 75th anniversary of the introduction of the 
adhesive postage stamp into Belgium. The actual date of the three-quarter 
centenary fell upon July 2, 2921, but the appearance of the stamps has been 
retarded by unforeseen difficulties in connection with their production. They 
have been printed in London after a design of Professor G. Montenez, show 
ing side by side portrait vignettes of King Leopold I and the present King 
Albert, the former being adapted from that which adorned the first Belgian 
postage stamps of 1849. Their values range from 10 centimes to 10 franca. 
At first it was intended that these commemorative stamps should be put on 
sale on the occasion of the International Philatelic Exhibition held at Bins 
seis in May last, but the first proofs were not entirely satisfactory, with the 
result that certain modifications had to be mask; on the dies before the 
printing plates could be laid down. 

Belgium was one of the first European nations to recognize the practical 
utility of the postage stamp, and the fourth to adopt this aid to communica¬ 
tion. The postal reforms introduced in England by Rowland Hill betweei: 
the »years 1837-10 were closely followed by Leopold 1 of Belgium, but is was 
noc until nine years later that the provision of adhesive stamps was au 
Thorized by a Royal Decree dated June 17, 1849. The government delegated 
the work to two brothers, Jacques and Louis Weiner, members of a famous 
family of engravers, who, at the instigation of the minister of public works, 
established a private printing office in Brussels lor the purpose of carrying 
out the stamp printing contract. Jacques Weiner, who had studied the 
procf-.se of stamp engraving at the London atelier of Perkins, Bacon & Co., 
himself engraved the master die with the head of Leopold I. On July 1, 1849, 
then, the first Belgian postage stamps were given to the world, in denomina 
rions of 10 centimes sepia (for a radius up to 20 kilometers) and 20 centimes 
blue, for longer distances. Within ten years the current quotations for 
these two specimens have risen from Is. fid. to 17s. fid. in the case of the 
10c., and from la. to 7s. fid. for the 20c. A modified version of the same de¬ 
sign with the head displayed in a medallion was employed tor the new 40 
centimes stamp, which was added to the series in the following October, and 
subsequently the two original denominations appeared In the same type. 

The Belgian postage stamps of Leopold IPs reign are for the most part, 
unattractive and lacking in philatelic interest. They were surface printed 
at the newly established state printing works at Maliues from the designs 
of native artists and engravers. The King Albert issues are notable for the 
fact that they include the special issvie of the war period, including the Red 
Cross series, printed and issued at Antwerp during the siege, as well as 
the pictorial set of 1915 created by the exiled Belgian government at Havre, 
and including views of the Cloth Hall. Ypres, the University of Louvain, and 
King Albert at Fumes. Of ill-starred memory are the German postage stamps 
bearing the fateful imprint “Belgien,” for use under the imperial governor- 
generaiship. By way of a Roland for an Oliver, we have, however, the Lib 
eration stamps of 1919, portraying King Albert en casque, with the dates 
3914*18.

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SAYS 8TAMP CHASING KEEPS BOYS STEADY. 

The importance of encouraging boys to collect stamps was emphasized 
yesterday at a convention of stamp collectors here. 

“I don't know of a better way to keep boys off the streets,” declared 
James K. Doughty of Lamar, Col., who says he started looking for only 
stamps soon after the first stamp was printed in the United States. 

“Stamp collecting is an instructive pastime,” he declared. “One learns 
urt, geography, history and becomes studious, alert, steadfast in purpose 
and patient. Especially patient. I have waited five years to get a certain 
stamp. Also it trains one to be methodical.” 

He described stamp collecting as a disease rather than a hobby. “It 
attacks the young and sticks by them until death,” he said. 

Mr. Doughty has a collection of 30,000 stamps, 15,000 of them foreign, 
which he values at $15,000. 

Twenty collectors attended a dinner held at the University club. Most 
of them were men over 60 years old. George Boltwood, of Grand Rapids., 
said he had been collecting stamps for 50 years, and Thomas D. Perry, also 
of Grand Rapids, said he has been a "stamp nut” for 40 years, of Sweden.

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WHAT IS WRONG WITH THE PRECANCEL?—By Carl O. Selander. 

Preface.-—A great deal of agitation is being carried on in the philatelic 
press of late relative to the precancel. Some of it is justified and some not 
and there are certain phases that the writer will look into at this time. Pre¬ 
cancel collecting is destined for a great future; in fact I look for it to become 
the most popular branch of U. S. collecting. In my official capacity I have 
been amazed at the popularity already attained by this branch of U. S. col 
lecting. To a large extent the collecting of precaacels will supersede the 
old general foreign collector for obvious reasons; the ease of securing 
the stamps and the small outlay of cash required to carry it on. With a 
future like this certain practices now in vogue should be looked into and 
remedied that the game be. put on a stable basis. 

What is a precancel?—A precancel stamp is any U. S. postage stamp 
that has the name of the city of issue printed across its face. Its object 
is to facilitate the handling of certain classes of mail which the larger 
jostoffices handle in volume. To secure the privilege of using precancelled 
stamps on mail matter a firm must apply to the postmaster for an application 
blank. On this blank it is required to tell how much mail matter of the 
various classes will be sent each month and approximate amount of postage 
required. With this data the postmaster can tell if it would be advantageous 
to his office if this firm used precancelled stamps; if affirmative a permit 
tor their use will be issued. The firm then purchases a supply of the stamps 
and when fhelr mail is given in at the post office it is immediately ready to 
sort into the various route bags, no cancelling of the stamps being neees 
•'ary by the clerks. 

What the law says.—The regulations the law puts around the precan 
celling of U. S. stamps is explicit. It says that the name of the city should 
come first, followed by the state; both enclosed horizontally by parallel bars 
of certain length and thickness. When the stamp is cancelled the im 
pression is to be put right side up on the stamp. Therefore any other can 
cellation is illegal; the inverts, ups, downs, doubles, etc., have no standing 
in the law. This being the case why should the collector recognize these 
minor varieties? I say he should not do so, if we all followed this? policy 
the market for the minor variety will be gone and the making of them will 
close. This minor variety situation is becoming the bugaboo of the pre 
cancel game and unless it is eradicated the harm it will do will in time 
become irreparable through the lose of confidence the piling up of these 
varieties will cause in the average collector. 

The precancelling.—No stamp can be recognized as a genuine precancel 
unless the precancelling was done in th> v office of issue from the official 
plates or hand stamps. A custom, not sanctioned by law, has grown up in 
certain offices whereby certain permit holders are allowed to precancel the 
stamps themselves. Mail order houses receive large amounts in stamps which 
they largely use up on their mail matter. They receive handstamps and are 
allowed to precancel their stamps with them. The handatamp is what is 
wrong with the prccancel.

Through the courtesy of Mr. Geo J. Remsburg, Porterville, Calif., I have 
come into possession ol the following interestings items, which f am sure 
others will enjoy. 

‘•In Judge Win. M. Paxton’s ‘Annals of Platte County, Mo.', page 82, 1 
find the following: For years Mexican silver and American half dollars 
were the chief circulating medium. From 1845 to 1849 I was buying hemp 
for the Louisville Mfg. Co., and dealt chiefly in silver half dollars In 1847 
German gold was abundant. For several years I purchased one-third of the 
crop and paad for it chiefly in subsidiary silver. Bank notes were at a dis 
•count Merchants often sent silver to St. Louis by steamboats. There 
were no banks then, and there were no robbers. I made hundreds of horse 
back trips from Parkviile to Platte City and Weston, with saddle bag* 
weighted with silver. The foreign gold soon disappeared

COINS OF PERIOD OF ROMANS ARE DUG UP. 

London.—Interest in excavation of Roman remains seems to be receiving 
new impetus in many parts of England and work being carried on at Porfisead 
on the Somerset seaboard is yielding highly important results. 

These excavations had their beginning after a ploughman casually turned 
up a small quantity of coins which upon examination were found to be of 
Roman origin. The work has notv been taken in hand, by an archaelogist, R. 
E. Godwin, who reports the recovery of no fewer than 4,000 coins. 

"I have already found 4,000 bronze coins,” said Mr. Godwin "and stray 
ones are being added from day to day. They are in excellent preservation 
and date from A. I). 22 to A. D. 400 (21 years before the Komar, conquest of 
Britain to just before the final evacuation.) 

"They belong to practically every period of the Koman Empire, and it 
is remarkable that apparently no two are exactly alike. The field in which 
1 am working was used by the ancient Britons as a camp, and this was after 
wards taken over by the Romans."—Sent by Clarke. 

250 -YE ARS-OLO FRENCH NOTE IN 3d. PICTURE. 

A 50-livre French note, 25* years old. has been discovered by am Oxford' 
shopkeeper, Mr. W. E. White. 

Having bought a number ot pictures for a smalt sum. he hung one of 
them, a picture of a cat, in his shop, and priced ft at 3d.

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INDIAN RELICS LOCATED BY RICHARDSON COUNTY, NEB., FARMER. 

A few years ago, his son plowed out some interesting relics, which 
have been exhibited at the First National bank in Falls City recently. The 
account of these' relics induced the state historical society to send a rep¬ 
resentative to the farm. E. E. Blackman, curator of the museum and Ivan 
E. Jones of the historical society staff, viewed the surrounding area and 
stopped at the First National bank to see the specimens. 

The entire Missouri river front is strewn with the ruins of Indian 
villages, camp sites and burial mounds. There are three distinct classes of ' 
ruins on the eastern border of Nebraska. Which of the three this find may 
belong to can be determined only by a minute study of the house site and 
the burial. Time did not permit of this study at this time and only a guess 
can be advanced. The locality and the few artifacts examined indicate an 
Otoe temporary home site, sometime after the revolutionary war days and 
before the civil war days. 

It it probable that, a village site ruin is in that vicinity, as a number 
of mounds are reported by Leonard Ramer who lives near and is quite famil 
iar with the surrounding country. Mr. Ramer loaned the museum two very 
fine chopped arrow points which are distinctively Otoe in shape and individ¬ 
uality of workmanship. It is impossible to learn much in a single visit 
without the personal direction and guidance of some local student. There 
is doubtless many local evidences in this vicinity. It is reported that there 
is a cave near which still shows Indian pictographs that have never been 
photographed. These should be guarded against destruction and preserved 
for future study, said Mr. Blackman. 

Mr. Smith has promised to prepare an authentic history of "Arago.” He 
has also promised to secure some of the implements and relics of this early 
colony for the museum.—Lincoln paper. 


DIME NOVELS. 

Isn't it just like the highbrows to discover a wealth of hidden merit in 
socalled lowbrow stuff fifty years after it was written and published? That 
has been the fate of the original dime novels, which w r ere printed by the 
millions in this country during the years 1860 to 3 880 by the publishing 
house of Erastus Beadle. 

A collection of about 1,500 of these cheap publications has been donated 
to the New York Public Library. In a description of them we find this 
paragraph: “The collection is literally saturated with the pioneer spirit 
of America. It portrays the struggles, exploits, trials, dangers, feats, hard¬ 
ships and daily lives of the American pioneers from the days of the PuritanB 
to the death of Custer, and breathes the spirit, which, for two and a half 
centuries, shaped the conquest and development of the continent north of the 
Rio Grande. It is literature intensely nationalistic and patriotic in character; 
obviously designed to stimulate adventure, self-reliance and achievement; to 
exalt the feats of the pioneer men and women who settled the country; 
to recite the conditions under which those early figures did their work.” 

And to think that boys were spanked for reading these stories! 

At this late day we are told that the Beadle books present a more ac¬ 
curate and vivid picture of the appearance, manner, speech, habits and 
methods of the pioneer western characters than do the more formal historians. 
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vVe also read that "manliness and womanliness among the readers wert? 
cultivated by these little books, not by homilies, but by example.” 

I have had a delightful half-hour glancing over the titles of some of these 
famous old best sellers: “Deadwood Dick’s Dream;” “The Sea Bandit, or the 
Queen of the Isle;” "Buckshot Ben, the Man-Hunter of Idaho;" "Daredeath 
Dick, the King of the Cowboys;” "Peacock Pete, the Lively Lad from- Lead- 
ville; "Big Horn Ike, the Hill Tramp;” “Flush Fred, the Mississippi Sport;” 

" Buccaneer Bess, the Lioness of the Sea.” 

Among the titles issued by Beadle was Mrs. Victor’s "Maunm Guinea," 
which was preferred by President Lincoln, as a portrayal of slavery, over Mrs. 
Stowe's "Uncle Tom’s Cabin.” Another celebrated title was “Seth Jones,” 
n story of the New York Wilderness in 1785. More than 150,000 copies of this 
book had been sold in America before 1865, and it had been translated into 
seven foreign languages. 

Beadle was also a publisher ot song books. 

The New York Library regards these songs as extremely valuable, since, 
it says, the song literature discloses, in striking manner, the prevailing 
thoughts and manners of society. 

The titles of the songs, popular about fifty yc-ars ago, indicate that the 
people of that day stood for some pretty raw sentiments. For instance: 
‘When Brown Comes Rolling Home,” “Pull Down the Blidd." "Grease the 
Griddle, Birdie, Darling,” "She Was Clerk in a Candy Store," "Sec That My 
Nose is Kept Red,” "Go it White You’re Young," “Bright, Bright Wine," “I 
Fancy I’ve Seen You Before,” aud “Please, Father, Don’t Drink Any More.” 

Modern popular songs have boon purged ot alcoholism. In its place we 
have such sentiments as “Yes, We Have No Bananas’ and He May Be 
Your Man, But He Comes to See Me.” 

A peculiar fact about the Beadle publications is that they are now so. 
rare. Their very cheapness caused people to place no value on them. 

The 1,500 copies which comprise the library collection were assembled 
by Dr. Frank P. O’Brien, of New York, at great expense of time and money.. 

Book collectors usually give their attention to first editions ot the recog¬ 
nized masters of literature. Dr. O’Brien gave book collecting a new twist, 
and performed a unique public service.—Sent by Moore of Ohio.

Among the coins found in the excavation of an old Roman site at Folke¬ 
stone a coin is said to have been found "bearing the date 50 B. C.” It is 
remarkable how perfectly they estimated the distance of the Christian era. 
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NOTES ON U. S. COINS. 

On the iiyst gold coins ot our country there was no statement of the 
•value, the size of the pieces being deemed sufficient to assure a true ap 
preciation of the\r correct value. The silver dollar and the half-dollar had 
their values, ONE DOLLAR OR UNIT and FIFTY CENTS OR HALF 
DOLLAR, milled on their edges, so inconspicuously, however, and often so 
illegibly that they were ot but little value as ready aids to the eye in pet 
reiving quickly the values of the pieces. 

But in 1804 the value of the quarter-dollar was indicated by 25 C on the 
reverse beneath the eagle, and the practice then begun has had a steady 
development, uutil now the value fully written out is found on all the coins, 
as it was of course from the fust on the cent and half-ceat. In 1807 the 
values 50 C and 5 D were placed on the half-dollar and half-eagle, respec 
tively; in 1838 the value of the eagle was given as TEN D.; on the half-dollar 
of 1830-7 the unusual form 50 CENTS occurs, which was changed to HALF 
DOL. the following year. The practice of gradually expanding the abbrevi 
a ted form went ou until the full expressions TRADE DOLLAR and TWENTY 
DOLLARS were Introduced in 1873, and all new designs prepared thereafter 
have the statement of value written in full. 

New denominations have from time to time been added to thy series of 
United States coins with the view' of rendering them more serviceable to 
the retail trade of the country. These experiments began in 1849 with the 
addition of the double eagle and dollar to the gold series, and was followed 
by the addition of a three-ccnt silver piece in 1851, and a thrce-dollar gold 
piece in 1854; in 1884 a bronze two-cent piece was added and in the following 
year a Uiekel three-cents, then the still retained nickel five-cent piece in 
1866, and so ou until the addition of the Trade Itollar in 1S73 brought the 
number of denominations actually issued In that year up to seventeen. Thai 
many of these denominations were soon found to be useless and ome of 
them very inconvenient is only what could be expected. Some of them, as 
the gold dollar, the half-dime, and the three-ccnt piece, were too small; the 
three-unit pieces belong to a duodecimal system and did not fit readily Into a 
deeimal system, while the large number of the series made it almost im¬ 
possible to avoid having two denominations of nearly the same size, winch 
was the case with the silver dime and the nickel ihreecent piece, where 
the similarity of color of the two metals aided their frequent confusion. The 
process of elimination soon began, and in 1889 the series was reduced to 
the present practical proportions. 

At two periods since the nation began to coiu money there ha. a risen 
a* stringency of small coins, which made it necessary for business firms to 
supply their wants by tho issue of copper tokens redeemable in legal money 
‘by the firms which issued them. The first period to witness such an Issue 
came in 1837, when many business houses had prepared for their use copper 
tokens of the size of the large copper cent. The types of these tokens then, 
as usually, were of two principal classes, the one strongly political with de¬ 
vices and inscriptions giving vivid expression to the partisan slogans ol the 
day; while tho other simply bore the advertisement of the merchant who 
issued them. Again, in 1863. the dearth ot small coins gave rise to an enor¬ 
mous issue of such tokens, at that time again in the module of tho current 
one-cent piece. These pieces are commonly an own as “Civil r Tokens ' 
and "Merchants’ Cards ” the former bearing types of a political character 
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and the latter, as in 1837, having simply the names of business firms and 
advertisements. 

Thousands of business houses throughout the Northern States resorted 
to the use of copper tokens issued in their own names; on the other hand, 
many of the so-called “Civil War Tokens” possessed a general character and 
were evidently produced in quantities and sold wherever there was a demand 
for them. 

With the half-eagle and half-dollar of 1807 Mr. Reich began a tendency 
toward similarity of types for the different metals. The bust of Liberty on 
his half-dollar is in general very similar to the one on his half-eagle. On the 
reverse of the half-dollar the eagle’s wings are inverted, which makes a 
marked difference, but otherwise the two representations are very similar. 
And from that date on, the original principle of differentiating the types of 
the coins of the various metals was lost sight of and similarity became 
virtually the rule. For example, there is too strong a likeness between the 
bust on the cent of 1808 and the one on the half-eagle of 1834>-and likewise 
when the coinage of the eagle was resumed in 1838, after an interruption last¬ 
ing from 1804, the bust placed upon it was merely a refinement of the one 
on the cent and half-cent. Other close resemblances among the types on 
coins of different metals, where reason and general practice would suggest 
that there should be sharp differences, might be pointed out, but examples 
enough have been given to illustrate the unfortunate tendency. 

In 1840 the silver dollar, which had not been coined since 1803, or per 
haps 1804, was restored, and Christian Gobrecht produced for it the figure 
of Liberty seated to right, which was on all the silver coins until 1878. 
This moderately graceful figure was a refreshing innovation and somewhat 
of an improvement on what had gone before. But conservativeness pre¬ 
vented the adoption of the powerful flying eagle which Mr. Gobrecht en¬ 
graved for the reverse of his dollar and which is seen in the pattern that was 
made in 1836. On this pattern he represented the bird in flight amid a cluster 
of twenty-six stars of varying magnitude, the number being equal to the 
number of States of the Union. 

But though it was not accepted as a suitable device for the reverse of 
the silver dollar, such a representation of the eagle was regarded favorably 
by many. Patterns for a new design of the larger copper cent were pre- 
- pared in 1855 with an eagle in flight fot the obverse. In 1856 another pattern 
of a cent with a flying eagle, the piece being of smaller size, only twelve- 
sixteenths of an inch in diameter or five-sixteenths smaller than the old 
coppers; and in the following year, 1857, the “flying eagle” cent was regu¬ 
larly issued. The new piece weighed only 72 grains, while the cent authorized 
in 1792 weighed 264 grains, which was reduced to 168 grains in 1795. The 
law which authorized the cent of reduced size also prescribed that it should 
consist of 88 per cent copper and 12 per cent nickel, a composition that was 
so light in color that the pieces are often called popularly the “white cent." 
This design of the flying eagle, the choice of which was made by the 
Director of the Mint with the approval of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
as prescribed by law. was retained only for the years 1857 and 1858, when 
it was replaced with the Indian-head cent, the familiar type in use until 1909.

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“ARROWS”—By Gerard Fowke. 

Every collector of Indian relics is constantly beseiged with two questions: 

• How did the Indians make their arrowheads,” and “Where did they get their 
hint?” To answer the last question first people cannot go out of their doors 
without stubbing their toes on the stone. It occurs in most every locality, 
where there is limestone rock. It is especially abundant along the Tennessee 
river. The question is of the same nature as that so frequently asked in 
regard to the shell mounds found along nearly every mile of the Tennessee: 

• Where did ihey get the shells?” Well, where would anyone find mussel (not 
muscle”) as periwinkle shells except in the streams nearby? One might think 
The questioners believed they grew on trees or were dug out of the ground. 

Similarly, people will see flint nodules or strata in limestqne bluffs, or 
scattered profusely over the ground, and still will want to be informed as to 
where the Indians got it. 

The stone, commonly called flint, vanes greatly in quantity, color and 
texture, tlzougli the composition is practically the same in all forms; it is a 
' ariety of silica, which is found in purest form in quartz crystals. The 
differences noted are due to different ways in which it is formed, the various 
impurities which it contains and the presence of small quantities of iron and 
other foreign minerals. 

In its purest form, flint was to the Indians what steel is to tis. It is the 
hardest substance he knew of and is capable of being brought to a fairly keen 
edge or sharp point so of it he made his cutting and piercing implements. 

A common error is to call worked flint pieces “arrowheads” while it was 
the best thing they could get for projectile points, it was used more for knives, 
spear heads, daggers, skinning tools and digging tools, than it was for arrow¬ 
heads. The last are only the smallest objects of this class, with sharp points 
and cutting edges often with barbes or tangs, usually slender, and seldom 
as much as two inches long. Large pieces could not be shot by means of a 
bow with sufficient force to puncture the skin of a large animal or penetrate 
its flesh. Sharp implements larger than the arrows were set in handles and 
used as we use a butcher knife. Blunt or thick pieces could be used to tip 
spears, and set in the ends of a heavy stick and used to dig with in cultivat¬ 
ing crops. 

Most of the flint found in this region is of coarse and uneven texture 
and could not be converted into sharp or delicate tools, but for regular pur¬ 
poses it was very suitable. Sometimes, in a large block of the natural stone 
there will be formed portions as close grained and as susceptible for fine 
chipping as a piece of agate. 

As to conversion of the “raw material” into articles for use, there are 
two prevalent ideas in regard to the way in which it was done; both of them 
entirely wrong. 

The first is that they were cut by means of some substance much harder 
than the flint, as a man would whittle a piece of wood with a knife. It never 
occurs to an advocate of this idea that if an Indian or anybody else had a 
piece of metal with which he could “cut” flint, he would not bother with 
the flint, if a man wants to drive a nail and has a hammer in his hand he 
will drive the nail with the hammer he will not use the hammer to break a 
stone into convenient shape for driving it with. 

The second erroneous idea is that the Indian heated the flint—“red hot- 
some people claim and let a drop of water fall on it, with the result that a 
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flake flew off. Then he heated it again and let another drop of water Tall on 
it; and so continued until it was in the shape he wanted it. Many persons 
will assert that some “old man who lived among the Indians,” has told them 
this was the way it was done, but no one has ever yet said that he individu¬ 
ally saw an arrow* made this way, he was always “told so.” Anyone who 
has ever observed the behavior of a piece of flint or of any other kind of stone, 
when heated and suddenly cooled with water, will know that such a method 
of sharpening is impossible. 

The details of the finishing vary according to the character of the stone, 
and the purpose for which the finished implement is intended but in a general 
way the process is like this: 

Whatever- sort of implement the Indian may ‘need, his first step is to 
find a piece of flint suitable for his purpose, sometimes he will test a num¬ 
ber of pieces which he may pick up before he finds one that he can use. This 
test, if applied is merely to strike off a piece to see how it breaks. If it is 
refractory, he throws it away and hunts another. Finally with a stone ham¬ 
mer—any hard round stone will do he strikes off a flake, if he can use the 
flake, well and good; if not he tries again. Sometimes none of the flakes 
suit him, in this case he keeps on trimming down the core until it is as near 
the desired shape as he can make it in this way. The next step, whether 
with flake or core, is to fit a piece of buckskin or some other protecting 
substance on his left hand to keep the slivers from cutting it for freshly 
broken flint cuts like glass. He holds the flint firmly against the ball of his 
thumb with his fingers and with a piece of hard w r ood, preferably bone, or 
best of all staghorn, which he holds against the edge of the flint, he gives it 
a quick strong pressure, and a chip off from the side or face next to his 
thumb. Moving the tool along as much as necessary he presses off another 
flake in the same manner. The closer together the points of application, the 
smoother the edge of the flint will be. By spacing widely, the “saw tooth” 
edge is produced. The artisan frequently turns the flint over end for end 
in order to make it symmetrical, of course not many flints are finely finished; 
like most white men, the Indian when he got tired of working would say 
Aw that’s good enough,” and be satisfied. 

Much flint, however, can not be finely wrought no matter how skillful 
the worker, any more than a fine piece of woodwork can be made from 
knotty or cross-grained lumber. That is why so many rough pieces are found. 

It must have been easy for the Indian to make them; otherwise we would 
not find so many, Apparently it was easier to make a new one than to find 
one that was lost.—From Courtland, Ala., Times. Sent by Sanderson.

COIN NOTES 

ANCIENT PEWTER FULL OF COINS. 

George E., familiarly known as "Old Farmer" Lawton, is a retired busi 
ness man who for the past few years has been living the dream life in the 
village of Plymouth, Ill., and incidentally looking after his farm interests just 
outside the city limits. He was passing through a wooded pasture, mingling 
with nature and mixing up with the happy birds and squirrels when he saw 
something that glistened under the roots of a large oak tree near a small 
brook where the heavy rains had washed out the soil. Securing a pick, “Old 
Farmer," who had spent forty years in Colorado, soon had the object un 
earthed. It proved to be an ancient pewter teapot of a design in use a 
century ago. 

The teapot contained $91 in American gold in twenties, tens, fives and 
dollars. These bore dates from 1832 to 1856. There were ten dollars in 
silver quarters and fifty-cent pieces, dated from 1823 to 1856, and a half dozen 
ef the old large American copper cent pieces, dated from 1828 to 1861. There 
were also a few English copper pieces, some bearing dates back into the 
seventeen hundreds and an English silver crown, dated 1847. The most 
interesting piece is about the size of an American ten-dollar gold piece, evi¬ 
dently brass or bronze, and is a souvenir of the coronation of Queen Victoria, 
showing a picture of the queen encircled by the letters in her name. On the 
reverse side, appears a gallant knight on horseback and the words “To 
Hanover 1837.” 

As no coin is dated later than 1856, the pot must have been buried about 
shat time The majority of the early pioneers who settled in this western 
central Illinois, known as the “Military Tract," in 1835 to 1840 were a class 
of sturdy and fairly well-todo immigrants with large families who migrated 
irom eastern states in wagons, the husbands being allotted farms by our gov¬ 
ernment in recognition of their loyal services in the Black Hawk war and 
War of 1812. 

Local histories show there was very little money in circulation in these 
parts until the railroad made its appearance in 1856. Up to then farmers 
raised their own necessities of life, hatiling any surplus 26 miles to the 
Mississippi river. '

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FIREARMS AND WEAPONS —By Goo. J. Remsbwrg, Portorville, Calif. 

A. M. Branch of Atchison, Kas., has a powder horn made from the horn 
of a buffalo which was killed in western Kansas in 1872 by A. J. Gooding, 
who now lives in Colorado. The powder horn has been in Mr. Branch’s 
possession for forty-four years. 

The Kansas City Star Magazine recently printed a fine picture and 
brief sketch of Judge Jules E. Guinotte of the probate court of Jackson 
county, Missouri, in which reference is made to Judge Guinotte’s historic 
rifle, “Hawken,” which he has preserved and prized for years. 

The Vincennes fortress, just outside the walls of Parjs, which withstood 
countless sieges and served as a prison for political offenders under Lous XIV 
and other Bourbons, has been converted into a war museum where all avail 
able arms and weapons in the history of wars will be assembled. It was 
here that the “Man With the Iron Mask” is reputed to have been shut up 
and against the walls of Vincennes that the Duke of Enghein was executed 
in the dead of night by order of Napoleon. The French parliament, just 
before its dissolution, appropriated a sum of two million francs for the 
restoration of. the old fortress for museum purposes. 

An old French cannon, one that was brought to this country by the French 
during the Revolutionary War, has been ressurrected from the rubbish pile, 
cleaned up and mounted at Fort Leavenworth, Kas. The cannon is a bronze 
piece. 

It is said that when Frank Lloyd was producing his screen version of 
'The Sea Hawk” at the United Studios in Hollywood, the place was a veritable 
museum of arms and weapons such as were used during the period repre¬ 
sented in Sabatiai’s famous novel. There were hundreds of guns of various 
{ypes used by the Moorish, Spanish and English people of those times. 

West Harris McKean, an old time California gold prospector, who lives 
in Placerita canyon, about forty miles from Los Angeles, has a collection of 
pistols and knives, among which is Ynocente’s Valenzuela’s revolver, a Hop- 
kins-Allen bulldog .44, and also the long slim, single-action army Colt with 
which Deputy U. S. Marshall Will Smith of Maricopa county, California, shot 
and killed Valenzuela. He also has a rusted remnant of a Colt cap fire 
revolver, with the chambers stilt loaded and a bayonet that were plowed up 
on his ranch. 

Capt. R. G. Pugnet, commander of the French line steamship, Jacques 
Cartier, which recently arrived in Los Angeles harbor, has a fine collection 
of rifles, pistols, swords, foils and knives on board his vessel, besides many 
specimens of his own handicraft in charcoal and crayon drawings, a piano 
made by himself on shipboard and a violin, also the work of his own skill 
with knife and chisel. Captain Pugnet is one of the highest ranking officers 
in the French merchant marine. He is an aviator with several German 
planes to his credit in the world war. He is a big game hunter with a 
record of many kills in the various big game countries, including the desert 
wastes of Thibet. He Is also a champion fencer in his native France. 

At an old settlers’ picnic at Bridgeport, Kas., recently Gal Taylor of 
dalina exhibited his old buffalo gun, wnh which he killed 103 buffalos in 
a hunt during the fall of 1863. 

Samuel Houston Bryant, an old-timer, of 1260 Jane street, Belvldere 
Gardens, Los Angeles, has the pistol which he took away from the noted 
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California bandit, Vasquez, when, as a constable, he assisted in the capture 
of Vasquez. 

C. O. Conn of Atchison, Kas., while on a visit at Sedalia, Mo., recently, 
secured a flint lock rifle that belonged to his great great grandfather. It was 
used in the Revolutionary War. A powder horn and bullet mould accompanies 
the gun. 

SOUVENIR OF WAR OFFERED FOR HONORS IN “OLD COIN CONTEST.” 

Crofton, Neb., July 27.—All who are contending in the coin contest in 
northeast Nebraska have been eliminated to date by Loyd West of this 
place, who has an old English coin dating back to the time of Queen Elizabeth. 

Mr. West obtained the coiif, dated 1569, during the world war when he 
served as a telephone lineriian with the Headquarters detachment of the 
Second Field Artillery brigade in the Second American division. His at 
tention was directed to the old coin in the possession of a German prisoner 
and he easily secured it in exchange for three sacks of tobacco which was 
almost priceless to the German prisoners. 

Compared with other coins this one is unique in that it looks like silver 
but has no ring when dropped. It is very thin and very little of the lettering 
can be deciphered, except the date which stands out clearly. Looking much 
like the engravings of her in the old history text books, is a reproduction of 
Queen Elizabeth on one side of the coin, and the word “Elizabeth” can be 
discerned on the edge of the coin.—Omaha Bee 

INDIAN HAS COLLECTION OF PREHISTORIC RELICS. 

Winnebago, Neb., Sept. 28.—Oliver LaMere, Indian curio dealer here, 
nas collected a number of relics of prehistoric times, as well as many 
specimens of native Indian handicraft, both ancient and modem. 

Among his collection is a heavy stone war club, a stone hoe with an 
‘eye” for inserting the handle and many other specimens of the handicraft 
of primitive man. 

He also has some petrified bones, apparently the pedal bones of one of 
the great saurians. The joints are very short, not more than four inches 
long, each weighing about five pounds. They were found on the farm 
<■- Lewis Armell, near here, and are in a perfect state of preservation. 

LaMere will take his collection to Chicago this fall for exhibition and sale. 


RELIC OF QUANTRILL’S RAID. 

Workmen, excavating on Massachusetts street in Lawrence, Kas., for the 
new home of the Lawrence Journal-World, uncovered what is apparently 
a relic of Quantrill’s raid. The workmen came upon a filled in cellar at 
the bottom of which w r ere ashes and bottles showing the effects of heat. 
Blown in some small bottles that w ere removed from the excavation were 
ihe words "Block & Brandon, Leavenworth City, Kansas Territory'.” 

Block and Brandon were early brew'ers of Leavenworth. 


ANIMAL FOSSILS FOUND BY INDIANA FARMERS. 

Discoveries of plant and animal fossils near Bass Lake, Ind., are credited 
by Edward S. Swaybey, Knox, Ind., representing the Museum of Natural 
History at New York, with being the most important finds in a generation. 
Giant mammals, bullrushes and other fossilized specimens have been un¬ 
earthed there by farmers in digging ditches and wells.

Which brings to mind that Harris’ masterly personal story “My Life and 
Loves” was too much for the censors in this country, who destroyed some¬ 
thing like a thousand or two thousand copies. Hints are that Harris got 
some into the country anyway, and that though single copies are worth $50.00. 
they are worth it. 

The famous Pocket Series Library of the Haldeman-Julius Press is to be 
enhanced by another magazine—Haldeman-Julius Monthly. This will be a 
Voltaireian Magazine in spirit—preaching Toleration in all things. 

No more worth while book of folks has appeared in twenty years than 
“Things I Know” by LeQueux. This man has no equal. He has known 
princes and beggars, thieves, and prostitutes and divines, and he writes of 
all of them in a way that has no match. LeQueux is the paramount writer of 
people, as well as of detective fiction, where he is as far above the multitude 
as the Tower of the Woolworth ranges above its surroundings.

“PETRIFIED THUNDER.” 

Have you any "petrified thunder” in your collection? “Petrified thunder” 
is the latest one of nature’s expressions to be on view for New Yorkers. 
Technically these thunderbolts are known as fulgurites but no one seemed to 
feel intimate with them by that title. A fulgurite is a glass which is often 
produced when lightning strikes a mass of rock or bed of dry sand and melts 
the material. In other words, it is glass made by nature in the same way men 
make glass in foundries. The fulgurites here in the Natural History Museum 
come from all sorts of places—Mount Ararat, the Desert of Sahara. Michigan, 
Illinois and Mehemamehiva. 


$2,000 DOORKEY OF 15TH CENTURY. 

Archaeologists who have examined the massive doorkey of Healing 
Church, near Grimsby, state that it is one of the finest specimens of fifteenth 
century workmanship in existence. 

They have advised the rector, the Rev. J. C. Catlin, to insure is for $2,000. 

The ancient register of the church, which dates back to 1260, and is in a 
good state of preservation, which was missing for many years, has recently 
been discovered and restored to the church.—Sent by Clarke, England, 


NEW POLISH COINS MINTED IN THE U. S. 

Not only the map of Europe but her currencies were altered by the 
world war. New coins have been created. The Polish zloty is now the 
first of these new units to be manufactured at the United States Mint. 
Enough silver and alloys will be supplied by four American corporations to 
make twelve million one-zloty coins and half as many two-zloty coins. The 
zloty will have a par value of 19.3 cents, like the French franc. Regular 
conditions seems are coming back in Europe. 


COLLECTION OF STILLS. 

M. B. Runkle has on display at 508 South Main street, in Los Angeles, 
a collection of 250 different moonshine making devices that he has secured 
from officers who confiscated them in their raid3. In the collection are large 
stills, small stills, round stills, square stills, wide stills, narrow stills, long 
stills, short stills and still more stills, made of every conceivable kind of a 
vessel from a tea kettle to a Ford gasoline tank. It is one of the most 
unique private collections in the country. 

OLD CURIOSITIES. 

Is there anything that is not collected by someone? For 50 guineas 
10,000 beer-bottle labels, carefully preserved in 15 albums, are offered by a 
secondhand bookseller. They comprise fine clean specimens from nearly 
every brewery in the world, of beautiful design and artistic merit. A noted 
collector has spent nearly 50 years in traveling and getting them together. 
Many of the breweries represented have been closed down, and the brands 
are obsolete. 


ARROW IN GOAT SKULL. 

The skull of a mountain goat, with an Indian arrow imbedded in the 
crown, was found on a hill near here by William Greenough, a Red Lodge, 
Montana, hunter. The skull was a very old one, and the arrow was of a 
type used by the Crow Indians about 75 fo 100 years ago. 
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SEVERAL METHODS OF ALTERING PAPER MONEY. 

Few Persons Observant Enough to Tell Whose Portrait is on Dollar Bill; 

Numbers Often Changed. 

“There is more altering of paper money done than there is actual counter 
teiting,” said Mr. George H. Blake of Jersey City, chairman of the executive 
committe of the New'York Numismatic club. 

Mr. Blake probably knows more about United States currency, present, 
past and future, than does any other person in the United States. His 
particular hobby is the paper currency of this country and so unquestioned is 
the authority of his knowledge that the Federal Reserve Bank has referred 
to him for information in doubtful cases. 

“The work of the money alterer 5s made simple by the fact that the 
average man is unfamiliar with money in denominations higher than twenty 
dollar bills. As long as the 'feel’ of the money is right, and it bears the 
proper figure he does not inquire more closely. I wonder how many people 
could tell offhand what portrait appears on a two dollar bill. So the money 
alterer trades upon this lack of observation to erase the figures by means ot 
a sharp instrument and to skillfully draw in a higher figure. Alterers have 
even been known to cut figures from foreign or Confederate currency and 
paste them on to American paper bills. * 

“There is a movement on foot now to standardize the portraits appearing 
on bills of different denominations. Thus the government would be enabled 
to redeem at five dollars a bill bearing a Lincoln portrait and at ten dollars a 
bill bearing a portrait of Jackson, regardless of the figure appearing on the 
bill. Sine 3 it is practically impossible to alter a portrait without detection, 
this would do away with this illegal practice.” 

Mr. Blake knows every issue of money ever issued by the United States 
from the very beginning of the government. 

“It is astonishing, the ignorance of past issues displayed by bank elerk.- 
and officials. The reason for this is simple. A new issue of paper money is 
ordinarily made only every twenty-five years. Such a change would come 
once or at racst twice within the banking career of any individual. Thus the 
teller is familiar only with the new issue and that which was retired during 
his service.” 

Mr. Blake showed us a specimen of the new five dollar bill, a limited num¬ 
ber of which was issued a few days ago. He also showed us a whole sheet 
of ten dollar bills, just as they were in the mint before the perforations join 
ing them were cut. 

“The new issue of United States currency,” Mr. Blake tells us, "will in 
dude one and five dollar silver certificates and bills in denominations up to 
one hundred dollars in legal tender.” 

Mr. Blake is the author of a book entitled The United States Paper 
Money and expects to make a new and enlarged edition as soon as the new 
issue is put into circulation.—From Pennsylvania Register.

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THE CHARM OF OLD PEWTER—HOW TO GET THE BEST EFFECT. 

Pewter has a fascination all its own, for the possession of one piece leads 
one to search for more, since it is only in masses that pewter has any deco¬ 
rative quality. A fine piece of copper will adapt itself to an artistic room, 
but one piece of pewter, no matter how fine, will throw out of line a 
quantity of other equally desirable articles, and at the same time not be 
particularly effective itself. 

Porringers are perhaps the most attractive things in a collection; they 
Delong so completely to another age. 

The collector of old pewter will do well to study specimens, for pewter 
is not cheap. 

The soft lustre of real pewter is unequalled, and it should never be put 
through the “buffing” process, for that gives it the appearance of “new tin.” 

The position pewter should hold in a room wants thinking out very 
carefully, as it does not harmonize with every background; but given the 
right one it holds out great decorative possibilities if arranged to show 
the simplicity of outline.

C. Thomas, for many years a partner in Drexel & Co. and J. P. Morgan & 
Go. Gabriel Wells of New York was the purchaser.

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AN INTERESTING BIT OF DATA BROUGHT TO LIGHT 

For several months past the Peabody Museum at Yale has been, busily 
occupied moving into its new quarters. Collections that have been stored 
since the old museum was torn down to make room tor a more modern 
building have been unpacked and the specimens arranged in their new 
quarters. Among the most interesting of these collections is the Curtis 
collection of Stratford which contains about 350 pieces from the Sacrificial 
S'ire Pit at Milford. Prom Samuel Orcutt’s history of Stratford we learn 
that "la the autumn of 1883 Mr. L. B. Beers and Mr. Robert W. Curtis, of 
Stratford, were bunting for Indian relics on the banks, near the mouth of the 
ftousatonic river, when coming to a place of clear loam ground Mr. Beers 
picked up a small piece of soapstone pot or dish and Mr. Curtis soon found 
mother stone that had the appearance of being worked out, but on exnmina 
fion it was thrown away as of no value. The hunt being continued Mr. Curtis 
found a broken piece of spear head and directly Mr. Beers picked up a poll 
or head of a stone axe and called for the piece that had been thrown away, 
which being secured iitted to the head of the axe. perfectly. The idea then 
time to Mr. Curtis that Indians would be likely to bury in light loamy 
• urtb. and that this place would be favorable in this respect, and proposed, 
to his fellow laborer to dig up the ground, and there upon went to work with 
his cane. Soon be struck something hard and dug it-out with his hands and 
found it to be a large spear head. After working a little time longer Mr. 
Beers proposed to look elsewhere, but Mr. Curtis continued the work, and: 
soon found a small nest of implements, all broken, apparently by lire heat,. 
On further digging at this time the articles found were pieces of two axes,, 
two chisels and a few pieces of other implements. 

The search has been continued at intervals to the present time, and the 
result is the following, all the articles being in. small pieces in consequence 
of fire beat: 

One. axe 10% inches long. 6 inches wide, nicety worked t one axe t%- 
inches long. 1% inches wide, approaching round in form: one axe g inches 
long.-5 Inches wide, nearly entire and nicety worked: one axe 4% inches 
long by 2% inches wide; one pestle 13% inches long, nicely worked;, one 
pestle 12 Inches long, rough; one ft inches long, rough; 18 pieces of other 
pestles; lft celts from 3% to it Inches in length, some of them veo’ fine 
grain stone, some of the coarse; one soapstone dish 11 inches long, ft 
inches wide, 4 inches deep, nearly complete and ornamented with notches 
on the edge, the shape is triangular, oval; one soapstone food dish 12 inches 
long. 7 inches wide, 3 inches deep; five rubbing stones; one drill 2% inches 
in length, very delicate; one coarse, triangular, cone shared stone about, 
four pounds in weight, use unknown; 7o pieces of different sizes comprising 
knives, spear and arrow heads: 1,000 pieces of small implements broke 
beyond description. 

The supposition is that th*xse implements were from time- to time thrown 
into sacrificial fires as offerings In worship and afterwards buried with quan¬ 
tities of hickory nuts which were found as charred ashes in great numbers.'* 
Pages 60-87, Vol. 1. . 

From Orcutt’s worlds one would suppose that the Sacrificial Fire Pit was 
ioeated in Stratford but lucidly from carefully written notes preserved with 
the Curtis collection the exact spot can still be pointed out. Mr, Curtis says 
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The Sacrificial Fire Pit was located in Merwin’s oabbagfe patch, Laurel 
Beach, Milford, Conn/' , . ... 

The'spot is well, known to collectors. For the past three yeays two 
museums and three private collectors have had men at work on the twenty- 
tour acre, shell heap located close, by. . „ .

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INDIAN 8URIAL GROUND STOREHOUSE OF RELICS. 

Were the queer, bottle-shaped caverns, which have just been discovered 
in a gravel bed along Grand river, Mayes county, once used as grain store¬ 
houses by prehistoric Indians or are they tombs that hide the ashes of a tribe 
which cremated its dead? 

This is the question that is puzvding scientists who have examined 
fragments of bones and pottery taken to Norman by Dr. Charles N. Gould of 
the Oklahoma geological survey, after a tour of the area. 

The ancient caches were brought to light when workmen began, to 
excavate the gravel bed for road material. 

Investigations were made by Dr. Gould and Grant Foreman, of Muskogee, 
who is an authority on early Indian affairs in eastern Oklahoma.. They 
iotmd that the holes were four or five feet in diameter and six. to eighfc feet 
leep. All had been filled with loose dirt and gravel, and in. the bottom, of 
•ach were fragments of pottery and bone 

Eight of the original holes are visible around the edge of the grave! 
xcavations, and it is estimated that mere than 50 had been dug im the 
/.ravel bed which covers a little more than an acre. 

In addition to the pottery and bones, al* the excavations contained 
thareoal and charred wood. In one wa.s found at dbuble-bitte-i; dint hoe 
or axe. which was identified by J. B. Thoburn, secretary of the ©kla&mna 
historical society, as the type used by tin Caddonean, tribes. 

Pottery fragments, when pieced together, indicate that the vessels were 
f.om 15 to 20 inches in diameter, with well-designed handles, ©ne theory, 
i? that the Indians used these pots to hold the ashes: of their d»ad. 

The bones are pointed «o as indications that animals were placed there 

tooc j f 0r the departed soul on its journey to the happy burning ground. 
Although a thorough search was made, no human bones were found. 

Caches, similar in proportion to these holes, were mentioned by Vtash- 
ington Irving after his journey' across the plains. They were used lot storing 
provisions and grain, and he tells of first seeing them on the hill back of 
.Salt Springs, east of Grand river, about two miles iron#, the spot of 
Gould’s excavations. 

Further investigations will be made to determine the origin or the holes, 

Gould announced. 1 

The specimens on display at Norman include 20 bones of elk, deer and 
buffalo, three fragments ot mussle shell, 20 fragments of pottery including 
!0U1 handles and one piece of a pot 13 inches in diameter, three flint, 
implements. 

In one of the holes a small fragment of iron was found, probably the 
remains of an iron pot. This indicates that the excavations were once 
used as grain store places, and later us»m! as garbage dumps tor the camps. 
Stent by E. T. Stevenson.

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COLLECTING COINS. 

Human beings are born collectors. From our earliest childhood days we 
evince an ardent interest in the collecting of some coveted object or other. In 
i<ome the desire tor collectings may be stimulated by a love of the beautiful, 
vhereupon they will not unlikely take a keen interest in collcting beautiful 
objects such as period furniture.or fine pottery and glassware. In others 
it may spring from what the writer is sometimes wont to define as intellectual 
curiosity. In such an instance collecting derives a lot of its interest from 
the very fact of its educational value. For example, there is the collecting 
of coins. The study of coins or, as the subject is technically termed, numis¬ 
matics has considerably enriched cur antiquarian, historical and chronological 
knowledge. Indeed, much of our knowledge of Greek and Roman history and 
biography, and many of our ideas of the appearance of men and buildings 
are due to the evidence afforded by contemporary coinage. It. must not be 
thought by this, though, that the study of coins appeals solely to the intellect; 
it can appeal to the aesthetic mind, too. Many coins, such as those. of 
Syracuse, are of hi^t artistic merit. To preclude the possibility of contro¬ 
versy it must be admitted that tnere is also high intellectual recreation in 
the collecting of many objects d’art inasmuch as these objects very often 
reflect in their decorative character the trend of historic events. This is 
particularly evidenced in the instance of Chinese porcelain of the Great 
Ming period, A. I). 1368—1613, in which the collector discovers “irrefutable 
signs of the element of vigor introduced into the country during the Yuan 
peribd by the Mongols, whose influence was then beginning to be felt and 
portrayed in Chinese art ” Rut, it is felt, this historic value leans more to 
the side of the artistic charm than the sociological. 

About the collecting of coins then* is a fascination that may not be 
apparent at first to the collector in the first stage of his career; it is 
perhaps when he considers the coins for the wealth of light they shed 
on the wonderful progress ol man down the path of evolution that the 
lull force of the fascination of collecting dawns upon him. Jn th< opinion 
of the writer all that Is necessary to leel some* of this force is a visit lo 
a notable firm of numismatists. 


£340 FOR A BURNS MS. 

While record sums were being given at. London tor Rembrandt etchings 
stirring events were happening at Sotheby’s, and a fine autograph manuscript 
in the hand of Burns of his famous poem “Holy Willie’s Prayer” realized 
£340 (Spencer). One of the longest letters of William Penn, of Pennsyl¬ 
vania, July 22, >1686, in which he states, “1 aim at Americanizing my family,” 
brought £3.10 (Maggs); and fourteen folio leaves of R. L. Stevenson’s man¬ 
uscript ol “The Waif Woman” £150 (Spencer). The Burns letter mentioning 
that the poet had been ordered “to lly to sea bathing” fetched £90, and a 
collection of Joseph Conrad’s books -fifty-six in all—^-belonging to the 
author’s literary agent, the late Mr. James Pinker, and inscribed or anno¬ 
tated by the author, totaled £878. A beautiful French fifteenth century 
illuminated Book of Hours on 179 vellum leaves, with five exquisite minia¬ 
tures, reached £760 (Quaritch), and a Persian manuscript, “Sadi: Bustan,” 
£100 (Salim).

300,000 HALF DOLLARS TO BE COINED. ' 

The bill providing for an appropriation for the 150th anniversary Cele¬ 
bration of the Battle v of. Concord and Eexingtpn .p^s . passed in the senate 
January 5. The bill also proyides for the coinage of 300,000 special 50-cent 
pieces commemorating the*occasion as well as a special issue of stamp§. 

Coining began today* at the Phila. mint of the Stone Mountain half dollar's, 
commemorating the valor of the soldiers’' of the confederacy and' the'chrving 
of the colossal memorial on the Georgia- mountain. " ' - 

The new coins, made from designs submitted by Gutzon Borglum, sculp¬ 
tor, are the size of the standard half dollar and will be turned over to the 
Stone Mountain Confederate Memorial association at Atlanta in exchange 
for their’par value in 'current coinage.'- The- afct of congress authorizing 
the issuance of the coins provides for a ma-ximtirru coinage of 5,000,000' pieces. 

The obverse side of the new half dollar bears- the familiar “In God'We 
Trust” across the top in an arc. Beneath this are thirteen stars in two 
groups of four each and one of five. The-‘feature of the obverse' sidt* em¬ 
braces'the figures of Gendrals Robert E. Le’A'and •“‘•‘Stonewall” JacksoB'.fboih 
mounted. Lee is gazing into the distance-ln a cBre ! «i6h- toward which 
Jackson is pointing. To the lower left of the mounted hre the wwrds 

“Stone Mountain,” with the, year of coinage. 

The reverse sid e v topped with the words “United States of America'’ 
and “E. Pluribus Unurn” directly beneath, has in the right cehter the'figure 
of an eagle sitting on the summit of a mountain. To the’left’appears the 
words “Memorial to the Valor of the Soldiers of the South':’’ ' v ''' 
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INDIAN RELICS FOUNO NEAR PORTERVILLE, CALIF. 

When a small mound in a field on the mountain ranch ot Jerry Becker, 
near Springville, a soda spring resort, just east ot Porterville, Call!., was 
being leveled recently it was found to contain the remains ot Indians. 
Among the relief unearthed was a steatite or soapstone pot and portions ot 
several granite mortars. Mr. Becker notified the archaeological authorities 
at Berkeley, who will make further investigations. In the same vicinity is a 
mountain known as Battle Mountain, on which the last battle between 
white men and Indians was fought in that section. Many relics have been 
found on this mountain and in a cave near by where, many of the Indians 
were buri* <1 after the fight. 

FRANKLIN DRAWING SELLS FOR 38.0OQfr. 

Fragonard’s bistre wash-drawing, "Le CcuronnemeOt de Franklin” (The 
Clowning of Franklin), which was taken from the engraving which the 
artist made for Franklin when be came to France to ask for help for 
America, was sold yesterday at Paris for 38,OOOfr., or plus costs and taxes, 
46,000fr.‘ 

The drawing, which belonged to the collection of M. Jean Ferrier, ol 
Aix-en-Provence, was knocked oft by MM. Desvouges and Pape to M. Marius 
Pauline, the well-known expert, it measures \1 centimetres in height, and 
35% in width, and at the price for which it was sold is considered cheap. 

THE FIRST FARTHINGS. 

The word "farthing,” K. It. (Maidenhead), comes from the fact that 
early coins were broken into four to make a “fourthing"— that is, a thing 
in four parts. The silver penny was minted with a deep cross. Broken in 
half, each half represented a halfpenny, literally; and, broken in tour, the 
four pieces were farthings.

BIG DEMAND FOR BATTLE STAMPS. 

Philatelists in all parts of the country are deluging local postoffice as 
thorities with small and large bundles of envelopes accompanied by requests 
that the three varieties of stamps to b_e issued commemorating the battle of 
Lexington and Concord be placed on the envelopes and cancelled locally as 
soon as possible after midnight April 3. 

The desire for “first” cancellations is evident in all the letters received. 
Ir. all cases money orders, small and large, accompany the requests. The 
smallest is one accompanied by a money order Worth 18 cents, but there are 
several running higher than §30. The latter are thought to be from com¬ 
mercial dealers in rare stamps. The Lexington-Concord issue comes under 
the “rare” heading because the issue is distinctly limited and is to be soki 
only at Boston, Cambridge, Washington, Lexington, Concord and Concord 
Junction. 

Ingenuity Displayed. 

Much ingenuity is seen in the requests. The demand for hand-cancelled 
stamps—which seems to hold a higher value than those machine-cancelled 
is universal. Hand-cancelling is not the custom at the local office, however, 
and some of the philatelists seem to know it. Therefore they have arranged 
(he writing on the envelopes in such a manner that the stamps cannot be 
placed where t-hey can be cancelled by machine and hand-cancelling imw 
be resorted to. The local authorities intend to comply with all such re¬ 
quests and it is expected a special clerk will be assigned to carry out the 
demands of the philatelists, starting his work at 12:01 Saturday morning, 
when the stamps will be placed officially on sale for the first time. 

The stamps are to be issued in three denominations, 1-cent, 2-cent and 
5-cent, described as follows: 

They are rectangular in shape, about 1 7-16 by 13-16 inches in size. The 
subject of the 1-cent stamp is “Washington at Cambridge,” and represents 
Washington taking command of the American army. The title appears in 
small ’white letters under the central design. Beneath this, on a ribbon scroll, 
appear the w r ords “Lexington-Concord,” and at the bottom of the stamp are 
the words “One cent.” In a straight line, at the top of the stamp, appear 
the words “United States Postage” in white Roman letters, and in both lower 
corners, within circles, is the white numeral “one.” Above the circles are the 
years “1775,’ at the left, and “1925” at the right, and in panels arranged at 
the right and left of the central design is inclosed with a straight-line border 
and is printed in green ink. 

Battle Represented. 

The subject of the 2-cent stamp is “Birth of Liberty,” and represents 
the battles of Lexington and Concord. The title appears in small white 
letters under the central design. The surrounding design is the same as tb« 
1-cent stamp except that the numeral “2” appears in the circles and the 
words “Two cents” appear at the bottom of the stamp. This stamp is printed 
in red ink. 

The subject of the 5-cent stamp is “The Minute Man,” and this title ap¬ 
pears in small dark letters under the central design, which stands between 
two columns. To the right and left of the columns are two tablets bearing 
the inscription: “By (he rude bridge that arched the flood, their flag to 
April’s breeze unfurled, here once the embattled farmers stood, and fired the 
shot heard round the world.” The surrounding design is the same as in the

other denominations except that the numeral "5” appears in the circles and 
the words “Five cents-.’’ appear at the bottom of the stamp. This stamp is 
printed in blue ink. 

The. first shipment of the new increased-rate stamped envelopes arrived 
at the local postoffice yesterday. They will be placed on sale April 15. The 
envelopes bear 1 Vc-cent stamps and come in the usual sizes. The stamp, 
printed in the usual manner, is in brown sepia tone with white figures. It is 
circular and bears a cameo of Washington.—Sent by Allen.

NEW STAMPS OF TERCENTENARY DANISH ISSUE. 

Three hundred years ago. on December 24, 1624, the Danish postal 
service was founded by an Ordinance of King Christian IV. This event has 
been marked by the issue of commemorative postage stamps, which have 
just come to band in three denominations, viz., 10 ore green, 15 ore A’iolet and 
:’0 ore brown, all bearing :he dates “1624-1924.” A curious feature of the 
i>anish postal tercentenary series is that it comprises actually four varieties 
of each stamp, since alternate specimens upon the same sheet bear the re¬ 
spective likenesses of Kings Christian IV. and Christian X. (the reigning 
sovereign), and these again occur in two types with the head lacing in oppo¬ 
site directions. Collectors will, therefore, be compelled to collect them in 
unsevered blocks of four in order that they may show all the varieties. 


One sheet of one hundred United States stamps of the one cent denom¬ 
ination surcharged "CANAL ZONK” were found last Saturday with the sur¬ 
charge inverted at the Cristobal Post Office. These stamps were surcharged 
at the American Bank Note Company. The sheet was at the stamp window 
foi sale and according to the story a messenger purchased five and used 
some, then someone called his attention to the inverted surcharge and he 
went back for more and it was then that they found a block of twenty five 
and several others loose that bad not been sold yet. 
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“DO PEOPLE COLLECT STAMPS?” 

In the midst of cross-words, wireless, dancing and other twentieth century 
pastimes, how have the good old hobbies such as stamp collecting, fared?

The scope, even to a 
millionaire, is illimitable. 

And then there is the fascination. There is no one knows more, history, 
geography and general knowledge than your true stamp collector. 


CINCINNATI IN 1927 

The Cincinnati Collectors Club at their regular meeting held at the Cin¬ 
cinnati 'Automobile Club, Tuesday, April 7, 1925, with thirty members and 
six visitors present. 

A novel feature in the way of each member presenting a leaf from his 
album was carried out with great success. Some very fine things were 
shown. Prizes were given for the best ,six displays, mounting alone count 
ing. The prizes were won by C. D. Millar, Ernst Rudolph, Miss Helen Hus 
sey, Dr. L. G. Tedesche, Dr. Leon Peaslee and the young son of Mr. Peaslee. 

At the regular meeting it was voted that the Cincinnati Collectors Club 
would donate $10 to the Convention Committee of S.P.A., to help defray ex 
penses of the convention to be held in Baltimore, August 10-12. It was also 
agreed that the Convention of 1927 should be held in Cincinnati and an in¬ 
vitation will be extended the committee at Baltimore. 

The charter of the local club was closed and four new applications 
were taken for the S.P.A.. The nomination of officers will be held at the 
next regular meeting.—A. E. Hussey. 


MR. N. R. HOOVER 

Has the distinction of having launched the largest Precancel Auc¬ 
tion of Stamps ever attempted. It was his first Auction and was so suc¬ 
cessful he has decided, in conjunction with his brother, W. B. Hoover, to 
put out the second Precancel Auction very shortly. Anyone wanting a copy 
of the Second Catalogue should write him at 128 West 36th Street, New 
York City. 

Mr. Hoover also has the distinction of advocating an Association of 
Precancel collectors who will subscribe to an agreement not to influence 
irregularities in Precancels. His scheme is that all such will adopt some 
printed method of identification to show on stationery and in ads, that will 
distinguish those who want to keep clean the Precancel branch of Philately. 

He is one of main boosters of S. P. A. Is one of best societies for young 
stamp collectors. 
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Some interesting results in prices were secured by the Hoover Brothers 
in their first Precancel Mail Auction which they sprang on the precancel fans 
during January and on which prices have just been published. 

In the first place the Hoovers announced in their prospectus that went 
vith the list that it was the largest precancel auction ever put out. There 
were 532 lots ranging from high price earlies to the low valued current issues. 
There were no Glastonburys in it but the exceedingly rare sixteen cent 
Easton, Pa., aeroplane in a beautiful block of four was there. 

The lots ranged in catalog value from $100.00 down to those of $1.00 
or leas. 

Odd as it may seem, the most popular stuff was of the late issues, 
Hardings, thirteen centers, Victories, etc. There were more bids for Manns 
ville, N Y , Harding than any other item. Springfield, Mo., fourteen center 
had eight bidders. Sheridan. Wyo„ Victory was much sought after. So was 
St. Augustine, Fla.. No. 1. 

The number ones of till cities were much wanted and brought excellent 
figures. 

Such items as Sacramento, Calif., No. 6. Boston, Mass., No. 97, Milwaukee, 
Wis., No. fit A. Bangor, Me., Nos. lid. llga. 126d. 139, and Ridgeley, Md., No. 9b, 
brought close to catalog prices. 

There must be a shortage of New York City Harding electros if one may 
judge from the bids on this. 

One of the peculiar things about this sale was the way bidders kept 
away from certain early issues. Certain early Chicagos like Nos. 131, 131n, 
139, 141, or Indianapolis, Nos. 1, 3, 10 and 10a, had few bidders. It is true 
some of these were described as off center, etc. (Hoover was careful to give 
a minute description ot each lot) but compared with the way the later issues 
went, the earlies seems not be as popular or as much needed as those that 
came out within the past ten years. 

The highest price paid in comparison with the catalog value was for 
Eagle Pass, Texas, No. 5, which went way over catalog. About the cheapest 
lot sold was Plymouth, N. H., No. 74, catalog 50c that went for 15c. 

Altogether the performance was creditable. N. R. Hoover, who of late 
lias been trying to standardize precancels by getting together an organization 
o: men who want to protect the hobby from fakirs, deserves the thanks of the 
precancel followers in having established the fact that they can be exchanged 
on a monetary basis just as regular postage is. it will tend to give en¬ 
couragement to men who, in a desire to fill up certain spaces, have hereto- 
spent money to do it and have wondered whether they were foolish. They 
know now that precancels have actually “arrived’’ and can be transferred for 
more than a mere exchange. 

The Hoover Brothers, N R. and W. Ik, announce that they are at work 
on another precancel mail auction, to be made up of sets, the most popular 
way of selling them, they say. to judge from their first sale. Anyone wanting 
a copy should write them at 128 West 36th Street, New Y"ork City. 

NEW GERMAN STAMPS. 

German stamps bearing a picture of an eagle are to be replaced grad¬ 
ually with those having portraits of notable people (says a Berlin message). 

A new five-marks stamp will be issued shortly with a landscape picture, 
and new air-post stamps will have pictures of the airshop ZR3. 
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STAMPS HONOR BYRON—DEATH IS COMMEMORATED— 
GRATITUDE OF GREEKS. 

Commemorating the death of George Noel Gordon, Lord Byron, who 
died while fighting for Grecian'independence in 1824, the Greek government 
has just issued two postage stamps depicting the English poet and peer. One 
of the stamps is of the value ol SO lepta, and is of pale blue, bearing the 
portrait of Byron. The other, of violet and black, is of the two drachma 
denomination, and depicts the scene of Byron’s meeting with Prince Mavro 
cordatos, then governor general of Western Greece, when the former landed 
to assist in the campaign against th'> Turks. 

Although Byron died a victim of disease, and did not live to lead the 
Grecian troops into battle, nor see the successful completion of the cam¬ 
paign, he is given much credit for its success. He died on April 19, 1824. 

The stamps are printed in London, and samples have been received in 
Fresno by Robin Lampson of the Fellowship Stamp agency. 


$63,500 FROM A HOBBY. 

The sale Iras been concluded of the famous collection of American 
stamps which delonged to Sir Nicholas Waterhouse, the total amount realized 
being $6S,500.- 

Sir Nicholas, who is a partner in the firm of Price, Waterhouse & Go., 
chartered accountants, told a Teffurter: “Some of the stamps that sold tor 
£30 and £40 each I bought for Is. My best bargain was a block of six 
10-cent United States stamps of 1851, which I bought at an auction in 
England in 1903 for $4.50. They sold for $1,425.00. 

“I collected stamps when a boy and kept at it in later life. ’ 

CONFEDERATE STAMPS STOLEN FROM TEXAS. 

Austin, Tex., March 7.—Discovery that vandals had ransacked the records 
in the office of the Texas secretary of state and removed stamps from val¬ 
uable papers has brought to light the theft of another valuable stamp from 
the office of the state land office. 

It was a Confederate stamp, said to be the only one of its kind in ex¬ 
istence, valued by collectors between $10,000 and $15,000. Reports that it 
laid been sold in New York City tor $500 could not be confirmed here. The 
stamp was issued by the postmaster at Hallsville, Tex., during the Civil War 
—Sent by H. N. Gilkison. 


MORE LENIN STAMPS. 

Following the Lenin “Mourning stamps” issued a few months ago, Rus¬ 
sia has .just issued a new set of stamps commemorating the first anniversary 
of Lenin’s death. The stamps show the Lenin Mausoleum near the Kremlin 
at Moscow, and there will be four different denominations 7, 14, 20 and 40 
kopecks. 

Eventually the stamps will be issued properly perforated, but owing to 
iaek of time the first supplies were put on sale without perforation. 

* * The pre-war nominal value of a kopek was three-eights of a peuny.

There is room for many kinds of stamp lovers, even for the boys who pick 
them out of rubbish boxes. Sometimes a philatelist begins in that way. but 
it is natural for every hobby to be progressive. No one came along to tell me 
that my first collection was practically worthless and yet I know now that it 
was so. Some of our advanced philatelists might encourage the boys instead 
of looking on their efforts as a waste of time. Of course when we are asked 
to purchase an album we have to look for faults but we should not be in a 
hurry to condemn the early gropings of a boy. The boy is learning and if he 
goes on will certainly improve, especially if his elders point out the best be¬ 
fore speaking of the worst specimens. “You are doing well but can do better 
is far more encouraging than finding fault with the whole because there are 
some which should be thrown away. The “word in season” that is good is 
not abuse. Possibly some of the boys with poor albums .may be stamp lovers 
and not stamp maniacs. Only in flowers can we get near to perfection, for 
after all stamps are artificial and must necessarily be faulty. What I want 
to say is that we should not be too hasty in picking out faults of one kind 
when we are paying high prices for faulty' stamps known to be eirois. 

“The new issues that are coming in great numbers present a remarkable 
range for additions to the album. Of the printing of stamps there is no 
end. and the ordinary postal requirements of the nations now ensure a great 
variety of novelties each year, and the issues that have a sentimental side 
as w'ell as a postalic reason for existence come in prodigal numbers at times. 
With commemorative, celebration, and just ordinary new issues, we have our 
hands full, and the swelling tide of new things makes it easier each year 
to gather a great number of varieties at small expense. More forcefully 
at present than ever before is the truth of the paraphrase brought home that 
the world is the stamp collector’s oyster. The knowledge of history, political 
changes, and current events that may be gained through the study of the 
newcomers is surprisingly embracive.”—Stamp Collecting. 
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RADIO STAMPS ISSUED. 

“Verification” stamps are now being issued by broadcasting stations to 
radio fans who have succeeded in “tuning in” the stations. Each station 
has its own stamp. In general, the stamps are engraved showing a large bald 
eagle standing between two aeriel towers. On the bottom is (Hinted the 
call letter of the station in different color. The wording “Verification of 
reception” appear on the lower part ol the stamp, and each waveband has 
stamps of different colors. The letters EKKO at the top corner identity the 
genuine. 

Stamp albums to hold stamps are being supplied fans by file stations. 

A stamp of each station in the U. S. alone should make quite an inter¬ 
esting collection. 

STAMP BRINGS 51,000 Fr. 

A blue 81 Roumanian-Moldavian stamp of 1858 issue was sold recently 
in France tor 51,000 francs. Stamp collectors in France have been unusually 
active in the last few years. One of the notable auction sales, that ot the 
Renotiere collection, brought a total of nearly 19,000,000 francs. Sent by 
Wordon Marson. 

, BIG PRICES FOR STAMPS. 

The three November days sale of the Ferrari stamp collection realized 
2,084,610 francs. Mr. 'Hind, the Americ an collector, gave 200,000 for 39 lots 
c-1 Indian stamps, containing 10,000 stamps. Mr. Stern, another American 
gave 51,000 francs for a single Roumanian-Moravian stamp of the 1858 issue. 

NEW GERMAN STAMPS. 

Berlin.—German stamps hereafter are to bear the portraits of noted 
Germans. The first to be honored is Heinrich V'on Stephan, former post 
master-general, who did much fifty years ago to hasten the establishment of 
the universal postal union. 

SPECIAL POSTAGE STAMP. 

Washington.—The issuance of a special postal stamp to commemorate 
the forthcoming Fort Vancouver centennial was proposed in a bill introduced 
today by Senator Jones of Washington. 

Philately in 1924 was filled with incident. International stamp exhibi¬ 
tions and congresses in several countries, sensational auctions, and some 
notable "finds” of old stamps in romantic circumstances have all contributed 
to keep the hobby of kings prominent in the public eye. New issues of 
postage stamps have seldom been more abundant nor yet so fraught with 
human interest as in the year of grace 1924. As a result, philately has 
achieved a degree of publicity unprecedented in and collecting pursuit. 

Numerous and well-displayed exhibits at Wembley familiarized thou¬ 
sands of visitors with the charm and variety of the stamps that link the 
British Empire. At*the exhibition post offices the first British commemorative 
stamps were sold in their millions; in tact, they were undoubtedly the most 
novel and popular form of souvenir. Who shall say how many persons were 
prompted to a renewed interest in the hobby of their youth through the 
agency of the Wembley stamps?—Th< Bazaar.

New issues of postage stamps represent, not infrequently, milestones 
upon the path of progress. The philatelic year has produced many such 
that serve to illustrate the passing show. Outstanding events of 1924 per¬ 
petuated in stamps include the death of Lenin, Italian annexation of Fiume, 
the deposing of the ex-Sultan of Turkey, and the investiture of King Hussein 
as Caliph, the Olympic Games, Postal Union jubilee, Byron Centenary. 
Jubaland concession, tercentenary of the Huguenot-Walloon colonization of 
America, and last, but by no means least, the British Empire Exhibition at 
Wembley. 

Approximately 1,250 new postage stamps have been uttered by the nations 
of the world during the past 12 months, a reduction of just over 500 upon the 
previous year’s “record,” and the lowest output since 1914. Happily there 
ire prospects that this welcome decline in the annual production of new issues 
is likely to be maintained, now that the majority of the territorial change* 
arising out of the war have been given effect. 

The British Empire’s contribution to the grand total amounts to only 
217 specimens, as compared with 397 last year, and 513 in 1922, w hich is ac¬ 
counted for by the fact that substitution of the Script watermark and the 
revised color scheme for the lower values ot British colonial stamps have 
Leon practically completed. At home the transfer of the government stamp 
printing contract to Messrs. Waterlow and Sons, Ltd., was marked by the 
adoption of a thinner paper having a new 7 pattern watermark with the letters 
G R. in Egyptian capitals, instead of in monogram as heretofore. 

The Wembley Exhibition furnished a fitting opportunity for the creation 
of the first commemorative postage stamps of Great Britain, which, despite 
captious critics, may be regarded as in every way worthy of the occasion. 
Something like ten millions of the Wembley stamps were sold by the Exhi¬ 
bition post offices, and provided a most effective form of publicity, as w r ell 
as a popular souvenir. 

In the British Dominions the most notable new stamps of the year w>ere 
those which marked the transfer to the Crown of the Colony of Southern 
Rhodesia, the mandatory series for Nauru with vignette of a phosphate 
steamer, new values for the protected state of Brunei showing a view 7 of the 
“Venice of the East,” and the definitive issue for Ascension Island. The 
balance is chiefly made up from new 7 px-intings of existing types upon Script 
CA. watermarked paper, changes of color, and postage due labels. 

The increasing application of postage stamps to purposes of national 
commemoration is reflected in the issue of no fewer than 201 stamps of this 
category. Of these the most notorious were the Lenin memorial series, and 
the most curious the stamps celebrating the victory of the Uruguayan foot¬ 
ball team at the eighth Olympiad. Homage w r as paid to literary genius 
through the media of special stamp issues upon three separate occasions— 
viz., the Byron Centenary (Greece), fourth centenary of Pierre de Ronsard 
(France), and the tercentenary of Louiz de Camoens (Portugal). The two 
Byron stamps reproduced respectively the well-known portrait by Phillips, 
and the landing at Missolonghi, after the Greek artist, Th. Vryzakis. A 
somewhat idealized likeness of the leader of the Pleiads crowned with laurels 
finds place upon the 75 centimes stamp of France issued in his honor, while 
th® Camoens series of Portugal constitutes a pictorial life of the Portuguese

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FORE.GN PRECANCELLED STAMPS. 

According to the Berliner Brief mar ken-Zietung, Belgium adopted the idea 
of piecancelled stamps as early, as 1879, though its execution was postponed 
unti 1894. There the cancellation is effected by means of a hand roller on 
which the cancelling mark is repeated five times and which is run over the 
stamps in the sheet. 

The cancelling mark consists of a single lined rectangular frame with 
the name of the city and the year of use. The following varieties, are 
enumerated in the B. B. Z. and in Der Philatelist:

Thqse dates are the earliest, and later ones are to be found. The stamps 
■ on which they are found are the 1 and 2 centimes only. Should any other 
values be found with the precancellation mark, that would not indicate that 
such were used as precancelled stamps, but merely the fact that some postal 
clerk having access to the roller had applied it to other stamps to please 
h-mself or his triends; all other values being rigidly excluded from this kind 
of postal use. 

Counting the two values and the dates with the several city names there 
may be now some 1,000 to 1,200 varieties. 

It may yet be noted that not less than 1,000 of these stamps are to be 
old at one time, though it is claimed that this rule is not always strictly ad 
hered to. and that in some of the smaller offices lets of 500 have been sold. 

In Luxemberg precanceiled stamps were first used in 1900, namely, the 
1. 2, 5 and 10 centimes then current. They were, as in Belgium, surcharged bj 
means ot a hand roller. Not less than 200 were sold at one time, and they 
'.ad to be used on parcels of which at least 50 had to be mailed at once. 
Publishers only nad special privileges. 

Later, the 4 and 6 centimes values were also surcharged, and the sur¬ 
charging was done on a printing press. There is but one name to be found, 
which appears in two forms though, Luxembourg-Vi He and Luxembourg. To 
this the year is added, either in full or in the last two figures only, tho 
whole being enclosed in a single lined rectangular frame, similarly as the 
Belgian precancels, or the name and date are without the frame. 

It is supposed that there are about 60 varieties in all, mis-prints not 
counted. 

Parcels returned to the sender have the regular cancellation applied to 
• the stamps in addition to the precancellation. In some instances they are 
•cancelled with the word REBUT in a rectangular frame. This may be of 
Belgian origin, as in Belgium this mark is used for that purpose, thought not 
.exclusively. 
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THE BACKS OF STAMPS. 

Who would think of looking on the back of a stamp for anything at all 
interesting? Y'et, on some stamps there are odd things printed on the back. 

Who, for example, would expect to find a Latin prayer on the back of a 
.- lamp? Yet on the 1895 issue of Portugal, which was issued to celebrate the 
seven hundredth anniversary of the birth of St. Anthony of Padua, there is 
.-uch a prayer on the back of every stamp. The most curious stamp picture 
of this series shows the saint preaching to the fishes. 

Then, again, a glance at the back of some stamps will reveal the fact 
that they have been printed on strange materials. Particularly in this case 
with the stamps of Latvia, one of the new nations formed from the old 
Russian empire. The first issue was printed on the backs of maps taken from 
the general staff of the German army after the war, and on each stamp 
may be found a tiny portion of one ol these maps, with towns, rivers, roads,, 
etc., all marked. After the maps had been used up, cigarette paper was used 
for one issue, and blue ruled exercise paper for the next. Later on, some 
Bolshevik bank-notes were captured, and Red Cross stamps, showing a nurse 
and wounded soldier, were printed on these, the bank-note design appearing 
ir blue on the back of the stamp. 

At about the same time Iithuania, another new state, once a part of the 
Russian empire, was similarly short of printing paper and used up some 
greyish paper on which her war-time bread-tickets had till then been printed. 

During revolutionary warfare in Mexico in 1915, paper became so scarce 
that the government printed stamps on the backs of postoffice forms, so that 

< aoh stamp shows part of the printed form. 

Several schemes have been put forward at various times for printing ad¬ 
vertisements on the backs of stamps. Early British stamps may be found 
with words printed on the backs in various colors, hut these were only 

< xperimental. New Zealand, however, actually put such a scheme into 
operation, and stamps of the 1882 issue may be found with advertisements for 
pills, soap and other commodities; some of these tiny advertisements are 
illustrated. 

The stamps ol Sweden of 1886, or thereabouts, have a picture of a 
little blue born on the back, which takes the place of a watermark. 
The later stamps of Spain bear a series" of letters and numbers, differ- 

< nt on each stamp, for postoffice checking purposes, and while most of these 
are in blue certain values also have them in red. and these should be looked 
lor, as they constitute separate varieties for the collector. A similar “con¬ 
n-oil” inscription appears on the back of the large Charity stamps of Fiume 
issued in 1919, where the words “POSTA DI FIUME,, are repeated three times. 

There is also an issue of Russian stamps with an inscription on the 
back of each stamp stating that they may be used as money.—The Boy’s World.

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THE MILLER U. S. COLLECTION. 

The most nearly perfect and complete collection of United States stamps 
in existence, the product of years of effort on the part of a Milwaukee phil¬ 
atelist, Benjamin K. Miller, Milwaukee Club, will soon be placed on perma¬ 
nent exhibition in the New York public library. 

Mr. Miller has just returned from taking the stamps to New York and 
closing the business negotiations by means of which the New York library 
becomes, the possessor of the valued collection. Forty-seven volumes, 14 by 
17 inches, and containing 50 pages each, contain the collection. The cost 
of the stamps, not including the time and energy spent in collecting them, 
is approximately $140,000. The appreciation in value of many stamps in 
the collection, during the years that Mr. Miller has been gathering them, 
adds another $25,000 to the value. It is probable that the value of the col¬ 
lection, representing the intrinsic worth of the rare specimens, together 
with the time and energy devoted to completing the collection is in neighbor¬ 
hood of a quarter of a million dollars. 

Perhaps the most expensive stamp in the collection is what philatelists 
know as a “bicolored invert’' 30 cent used stamp of 1869 which cost Mr. 
Miller $1,750. The catalogue price of an unused specimen of this issue is 
$4,000, and the actual amount required to gain possession of one of these 
treasures would be considerably in advance of the catalogue figure. 

Interesting sidelights upon the business and game were recounted by 
Mr. Miller in connection with his comments on the great collection which 
the New York public library has acquired: — 

“Many odd things have happened in the history of the government’s 
issuance of stamps. In 1861 when the war of the Rebellion broke, there 
were many United States stamps in the post-offices of the south. The Con¬ 
federate postmaster-general ordered all of them sent back to Washington 
and most of them were sent back, but a new issue of federal stamps was 
decided upon. 

“It had been customary for designs to be made, submitted to the post, 
master-general and O. K’d by him more or less automatically as a matter 
<of course. In this instance, however, the postmaster-general made some 
changes in the designs. Some of the stamps had been made from the 
plates in anticipation of their approval and were sold and went into use. 
How this came about is the great mystery of the stamp world. There are 
eight different stamps in this first or August issue of 1861 and they run up to 
$1,000 and more each. The catalogue price on a set of eight is $5,000 but 
the price one must pay to acquire a set is nearer $10,000. There are only 
inree or four sets in existence. 

"In 1893 a memorial set of stamps was issued, called the Columbian set. 
There were no unperforated stamps in this issue. For years there has been 
a rumor among stamp collectors that a set of unperforated stamps of this 
issue in pairs, was in existence. The story was to the effect that Postmaster 
General Wanamaker had purchased and paid for a set of these unperforated 
stamps and taken then! to Henry Hilton, a wealthy merchant of New York. 
. for Hilton’s son. It was considered, in the absence of any proof that such 
an unusual set existed, that the rumor was rumor and nothing else, but 
two or three years ago the set actually showed up and I got them. 

“Three or four years ago the government got out the first airplane mail 
.stamp, a 24-cent stamp commemorating the first use of the airplane as a 
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mail carrier. The stamps are put out in sheets of 100. A small Washington 
dealer conceived a desire to buy a sheet of this issue and preserve it. He 
took his $21 and bought a sheet. 

"The stamp was of two colors with a red border and in the center a 
very tiny airplane in blue. The making of the stamp requires the use of 
two places. When the dealer took the new stamps out to look at them he 
discovered that the airplane was upside down; that the plate had been in¬ 
verted accidentally on this one sheet.. 

"Packing his grip he went to Philadelphia, where he. sold the sheet to a 
large dealer for $15,000--$150 a stamp. The Philadelphia dealer sold the 
sheet to Col. Green, the son of Hetty Green, for $20,000, or $200 a stamp. Col. 
Green, being a true son of his mother, took out what he wanted and returned 
the rest to the dealer to be disposed of at $250 a stamp. They went so fast 
that he raised the price to $500 and now this stamp is catalogued at $750 
and you can’t get one for less than $1,000. I got in early and bought one 
for $250 and commission.”—Milwaukee Journal. g 

Any collector who has acquired as many as a thousand varieties of 
postage stamps is likely to find when he looks them over that many of them 
are so torn or creased or so heavily cancelled or otherwise damaged as to 
be almost valueless. It is then time for him to consider discarding such 
poor stamps as fast as he can find better copies to take their places. 

It should be kept in mind that when the American standard catalogue 
list a certain stamp at ten cents it means that the value of the stamp to a 
collector is ten cents and no more even if the stamp is in good condition. 
If it is torn or badly defaced with cancelling ink, or if the perforations are 
too close or too much of the stamp itself has been cut away, it is worth 
much less. 

Every collector of course saves his duplicates to exchange them for other 
varieties. But it is a good plan for the amateur before he makes any 
"swaps” to examine all the stamps in his album to see which of them are in 
good condition. He should sort out all his duplicates, put all of one kind 
together, choose the specimen of each kind that is in the best condition 
and compare them one by one with similar stamps already in the album. He 
will be astonished to see how many duplicates he can find that are in better 
condition than the similar specimens in his album! By keeping only the best 
he improves both the value and the appearance of his collection. If another' 
collector has duplicates that you already have, but that are in better con¬ 
dition than yours, exchange some of your own duplicates for his better 
specimens. If you follow this plan, your album will by and by contain only 
such adhesives as are nearly perfect, which is the goal of the experienced.— 
Youth's Companion. 

After the 1.-11 of Rome during the military activities of 1849 Giuseppe 
Garibaldi, the Italian patriot, left the city at the head of four thousand 
volunteers with the idea of joining the defenders at Venice.

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PHILATELISTS OF THIS CONTINENT ARE PREPARING FOR 
MONTREAL SHOW NEXT OCTOBER. 

Dr. J. Brace Chittenden, secretary of the Collectors’ Club, announced that 
Allred F. Lichtenstein, a governor of the club, had been selected on the 
board of judges of the International Stamp Exhibition in Paris May 2 to 12. 
Mr. Lichtenstein is one of America’s leading philatelists. His Switzerland 
collection, including all the early cantonal issues, has taken several medals. 
He will take part of the collection to Paris for exhibition, but as he will be a 
judge, it will not be entered in the competitions. 

Mr. Lichtenstein returned from a short European trip last week. He 
said that great interest is being taken in the coming Paris event, which will 
be in the Pavilion de Marsan of the Louvre. Most of the leading European 
philatelists are planning to send then finest collections to the exhibit. Great 
Britain will be represented on the jury of award by Fred J. Melville, Colonel 
C. S. E. Napier and George Hamilton-Smith. 

Secretary Chittenden also announced that American philatelists will be 
represented strongly at the Canadian International Exhibition in Montreal 
next October. Among those preparing to attend and send exhibitions for 
competition are Mr. Lichtenstein, Charles J. Phillips, Dr. J. Brace Chittenden, 
Theodore E. Steinway and Charles M. Arns. Mr. Lichtenstein will show hi- 
Canadian and British Columbia stamps and perhaps his Cape of Good Hopes, 
which Ps the finest in the United States. Mr. Ams will show a specialized 
collection of Gambia. Dr. Chittenden will show his Austrian stamps, Mr. 
Steinway will show his splHidid lot of early New South Wales, bearing the 
Sydney view, and Mr. Phillips will show a general collection, including 
several British Colonies. 

^ THE ROMANCE OF POSTMARKS. 

Beyond a casual glance at the name of the town and the date, few people 
trouble about the postmarks on their letters. 

As early as the time of Henry VIII it was usual for senders to write on 
the outside of their letters the date when they were dispatched, and there 
were many complaints of delay. Sir Brian Tuke, Master of the Posts in 1533, 
defended himself by referring to dilatory correspondents who dated their 
letters a day or two before they were actually posted. 

In 1590 postmasters countered with a scheme of their own, which not 
only checked the senders, but enabled a close record to be kept on messengers 
who conveyed the letters along the various stages into which long journeys 
had then to be divided. A letter would be marked with the time and date at 
Dover, Canterbury, and all lowns through which it had to pass on its way to 
London. 

The first real stamp did not come into use until 1660, when by Act of 
Parliament a postoffice tvas set up and leased to Henry Bishopp at an annual 
rent of £21,500. Bishopp was accused of various abuses, and in his defence 
he stated that one of the things he had invented to avoid delay was a stamp 
which impressed on the letter the day and the month of delivery. 

The first postmark was circular in form, and contained in the upper half 
the first two letters of the name of the month, and in the lower a number 
for the day, as OC and 24, representing October 24th. 

A postmark introduced in 1786 consisted of two concentric circles, the 
cuter circle containing the year and the month, and the Inner one having 
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a single large figure for the day. In 1795 a further alteration was found 
necessary in order to keep a check on sorters, and the outer circle was given 
a double rim for use on letters sorted in the afternoon. From 1800 to 1822 
the “1” was left out of the date. 

The stamp containing the word "Free,” often to be met with on eighteenth 
century letters, has an interesting history. It refers to the privilege possessed 
at one time by members of Parliament and Peers of “franking” or sending 
their letters free. 

Never was a privilege 'more flagrantly abused. Members did not hesitate 
to frank the letters of their friends, and even of many of their constituents, 
as well as their own, so that by 1776 the loss to the revenue amounted to 
nearly £120,000 a year. By 1837, shortly before the privilege was abolished, 
the loss amounted to a million pounds a year. Several measures had been 
tried to put an end to the. abuse, but they were easily evaded. 

Th first penny post was introduced as far back as 1678. It was a purely 
local post, started by William Dockwra, in London, and it had a curious tri¬ 
angular postmark. Along the sides on the triangle was written "Penny Post 
Paid,” and it is distinguished by having the two “n’s” of “Penny” joined 
together. Dockwra’s undertaking was merged in 1685 in the General Post 
Office, and here the progress of language seems to have slipped backwards, 
for the later stamp was writen “Peny Post Payd.” 

Stamp collectors with Victorian stamps may possibly be puzzled at the 
thick numbering which usually appears on their surface. When the later 
j enny post was introduced in 1840 it was decided to have a double check on 
the origin of the letter, as sometimes the ordinary stamps were illegible. 
Therefore, every postoffice in the kingdom was given a number, which it used 
as an obliterator for the postage stamp. 

The obliterator is often quite distinct from the office stamp, and is 
familiar nowadays as a series of w r avy lines. Its function is simply to render 
the postage stamp unfit for further use. 


GETTING UNDER WAY. 

The Publicity Committee for the International Stamp Exhibition has 
been chosen and the first press report has been sent out and we can expect 
to see the result of their work in evidence in the public press from now up 
to the time of ihe exhibition. 

The fourth floor of the Grand Central Palace, Lexington avenue and 
46th street. New York City, with 30,000 square feet of space, has been 
rented for an eight-day period in October, 1936. 

No definite program has as yet been decided upon. A tentative pro¬ 
gram has been drafted and published and is thought to be in advance of 
anything that has hitherto been attempted. Copies of this draft program 
have been sent to leading philatelic societies .throughout the world and sug¬ 
gestions to improve it asked from them. It is hoped that the final complete 
program will be ready by next October. 

We note with approval that arrangements are being made to give special 
attention to junior collectors.—From Stamp Dealing.

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NEW POSTAGE STAMP8 WILL HONOR NORWEGIAN SETTLERS 

Two new postage stamps, of the two cent and five cent denominations, 
are to be issued by the United States postoffice department about April 1. 
They are to commemorate the hundredth anniversary, on October 9. of the 
landing of the first shipload ol' Norwegian immigrants in the United States. 
The stamps will be printed in two colors, red and black for the two cent 
denomination, and blue and black for the five cent denomination. They will 
have a picture of the Norwegian ship, “Restaurationen,” in which the im¬ 
migrants came to this country. In addition, the five cent stamp will show the 
American and Norwegian flags along its border. 

The new ‘‘Norwegian’ stamps are not by any means the first commemo¬ 
rative stamps to be issued by the United States postal authorities, but they 
are the first United States stamps to honor any particular foreign nation. 
They are not the first American stamps to bear a foreign flag either. In 
1919 a three cent Victory stamp was issued to commemorate the victory 
and the close of the great war, and this stamp showed the Goddess of 
Victory surrounded by the flags of the Allies. 

Several times, however, foreign nations have been honored indirectly by 
issues of American stamps, notably in the case of the Huguenot-Walloon 
Tercentenary issue of three values in 1924, which honored the first Dutch 
settlers in America. Neither the Dutch, nor Netherlands, nor Holland were 
mentioned on the stamps. The Pilgrim Tercentenary issue of three values 
in 1920 honored the first English settlers in America—though we never 
particularly think of them as being English. Other issues commemorating 
famous events or persons are as follows: 

The Columbian issue of 1893, celebrating the four hundredth anniversary 
of the landing of Columbus, with 16 stamps in the series, ranging in de¬ 
nomination from one cent to five dollars. 

The Trans-Mississippi issue of 1S9S, at the time of the Omaha exposition, 
in honor of the great and rapid development of the West. The issue con¬ 
sisted of nine values, from one cent to two dollars. 

The Pan-American issue of 1901, in celebration of the rapid advance of 
navigation and transportation in America. The issue was of six values, 
Irom one cent to 10 cents. 

The Louisiana Purchase issue of 1904, celebrating the hundredth anni¬ 
versary of the purchase of the Middle West from France. The issue was of 
live values, from one to 10 cents. 

The Jamestown Exposition issue of 1907, commemorating the founding of 
Jamestown in 1607 by Captain John Smith. Pocahontas, as well as Smith, 
is honored on one of the stamps, the issue being made up of three values, 
one, two and five cents. 

The Lincoln Memorial issue of 1909, consisting of one value, two cents, 
hut issued in three distinct varieties. 

The Alaska-Yukon issue of 1909, for the Seattle exposition. One denom¬ 
ination only in this issue, the two cent. 

The Hudson-Fulton issue of 1909, celebrating the first steamship, “The 
Clermont,” built by Fulton, 100 years before. 

The Panama-Pacific issue of 1912-15, in honor of the completion of the 
Panama canal. These stamps were issued for the Panama-Pacific expo¬ 
sition in San Francisco in 1915, and consist of four values, the one cent 
green, showing Balboa, discovering the Pacific; the two cent carmine, giving 
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a view of the canal, the five cent blue portraying the Golden Gate and the 
ten cent orange showing the discovery of the San Francisco bay. 

The Harding Memorial issue of 1923, to commemorate the death of 
President Harding. This was the first, instance of a special issue to com¬ 
memorate the death of a president. Only one value, the two cent black, was 
issued, but it consists of three varieties. One billion, six hundred million of 
these “black beauties” were issued, making it the most common com¬ 
memorative stamp.

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WHAT IS WRONG WITH THE PRECANCEL? —By Carl O. SelaTider. 

(Continued from last issue.) 

The handstamp.— To illustrate my point I will tell of a concrete case of 
ihe misuse of the handstamp. There is a certain small town in Iowa where 
there is only one permit holder, an individual who also poses as a philatelist. 
This individual is a florist and as far as I have been able to find out he has 
no more need for a permit than I have. Since issue the Harding has been 
a most popular precancel with collectors. This individual has a handstamp 
and has done his own precancelling. To date he has used four different kinds 
of type and four different colors of inks, black, red, blue and purple. The 
precancelling has been done in almost every conceivable position, such as 
normal invert, double normal, double invert, up, down, double up, double 
down, tete beche and with any one of these in combination in blocks. In 
turning out all these varieties intentionally, as was done, this individual has 
violated the law and his permit should be revoked. Collectors should not 
recognize any variety from this town, Forrest City, Iowa. 

It is a felony tG fraudulently precancel the stamps of the United States; 
having done so and you traffic in them you are using the U. S. mails to 
defraud, a penitentiary ^offense. It is too easy to have a handstamp made 
and fraudulently precancel stamps. To test this statement out the writer 
sent by mail a 2c Harding stamp, precancelled Denver with electro; to a 
firm in Denver manufasturing rubber stamps and in a few days had a rubber 
stamp the exact replica of the electro. There are some legitimately hand- 
stamped precancels of Denver and they command a good price; what a temp¬ 
tation the ease of duplicating them must be to the unscrupulous. 

I recently took twenty handstamp Hardings out of my collection, all var¬ 
ieties that I considered legitimate. These I submitted to the postmasters of 
the offices they purported to come from and found that eleven of them were 
plain fakes, frauds foisted on the philatelic public by unscrupulous collectors 
and dealers. 

What can we do? If we will all co-operate much can be done towards the 
eliminating of the minor variety and the handstamp lakes. 1 would suggest 
that all collectors collect only the legitimately sanctioned by law electro pre- 
cancel in the normal position. When you have secured the experience to 
pick out the legitimate errors begin to collect them and you have nothing to 
lose. 

The matter of the handstamp is not so simple. My remedy here is a 
drastic one but one that.I believe will eventually eliminate the handstamp 
entirely. Go through your collection and pick out the handstamps, submit 
them to the postmaster of the supposed office of issue. If they are genuine 
they will be returned to you, if not they will be sent to the third assistant 
postmaster general and you will be requested to give such data as you can as 
to where they came from, etc. If all collectors will do this I believe that 
such a mass of evidence would pile up as to the nuisance of the handstamp 
and the faking that has been done with fraudulent handstamps that the 
government would be forced for its own protection to entirely discontinue 
the handstamp as a means of precancelling stamps. With the handstamp 
removed there would be but one other method of precancelling stamps as 
provided by law, namely the electro. This printing must be done by printers 
designated by the respective postmasters and with the precancelling out ol 
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the hands of all but designated printers the minor varieties will be eliminated 
and confidence restored to the collecting of the precancel. 

Within the past year the bureau of engraving and printing has under¬ 
taken the precancelling of stamps ir. quantity tor the larger postoffices. It. 
is to be hoped that eventually the bureau will do the precancelling of all 
stamps required lor all offices, then the minor variety and fraud will be 
eliminated and full confidence restored. It would be fine propaganda for 
philately if all interested in precancel collecting would write the third assist¬ 
ant postmaster general protesting against further use of the handstamp and 
recommending that all further precancelling be done by the bureau. 

What has happened to the stamps of Jamaica? Up until about a year 
ago there seemed to be plenty of postage of this English Colony offered in 
auctions. Since then collectors seem to be holding Jamaica stamps back, 
is there a reason for it? Is someon 1 ' trying to corner this country? 

Of the early issues if a collector wants to accumulate Nos. 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 
tj, 12, 14 and 15, there seems to be plenty of them but oddly enough, although 
relatively low priced. Nos. 7, S, 9, 10, 11 and 13, of the early issues don't 
come out in any profusion. 

The errors of the “Servlet” series are reasonably common. Brown of 
Boston had several up in his last auction and they brought just fair prices. 
V.ozian had a few of the errors ir. the War Stamps in his February sale and 
ihere was small call for them. These errors seem to be common and col¬ 
lectors wont bite on them. 

One of the curious things about Jamaica is the way C. A. watermarks 
don't come out. They seem to be more scarce than the C. C. 

Something is happening with Jamaica in certain issues. These certain 
ones arc getting scarce—Marcus Daly. 

Triangular stamps have been popular with collectors ever since the 
lamous Cape of Good Hope series appeared But because stamps ot that 
shape are somewhat clumsy to handle, postal officials have been less en¬ 
thusiastic about them, and only a few triangular stamps have been issued. 
That adds interest to the announcement that. Nyassa has put forth a series 
of triangular postage-due stamps. Values, colors and designs are % centavo, 
green, and 1 centavo, gray, giraffe; 2 centavos, lake, and 3 centavos, orange, 
zebra; 5 centavos, sepia, 6 centavos, brown, and 10 centavos, purple, fifteenth- 
century ship; 20 centavos, lake, and 50 centavos, gray-black, portrait of 
Vasco da Gama. Portuguese navigator.

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DUTCH CHRISTMAS ISSUE. 

The smiling lace of a Dutch child, watched over by two guardian angels, 
typifies the spirit of Christmas upon some special cliarity-cum-postage stamps 
that were being sold by the postoffices in Holland last Christmas. They 
were obtainable in three varieties, viz., 2c and 2%c blue-green, and 2%c 
sepia-brown, 10c and 2%c carmine and remained in use until January 15, 
1925. The design, by G. Rueter, common to all values, is reproduced by an 
off-set process giving a mezzotint effect. 

The turbulent state of the country has imposed severe strain upon the 
resources of the Red Cross organization in Albania. In order to provide ad¬ 
ditional funds for carrying on its work a set of four provisional charity 
stamps was issued last month in the form of contemporary postage types, 
roughly overprinted with the device of a Geneva cross and surcharged with 
a premium of 5 qint upon the denominations 5, 10, 25 and 50 qint. These 
are about to be replaced by a Red Cross stamp of special design, which, 
however, will not be available for postage. 

Picturesque views in and around the ancient city of Danzig are repro¬ 
duced in line-engraving upon some additional high value postage stamps of 
the Free Port to hand. The 3 gulden blue and black shows the port of 
Zoppot, the 5 gulden claret and black St. Mary's church, while the 10 gulden 
brown‘and black depicts the Municipal Palace in the Langemarkt. 

Esthonia presents a vignette of the national theater upon her latest 
postage stamps of 30 marfca lilac and 70 marka rose. 

A new stamp portrait of Prince Louis appears upon a 25c postage stamp 
of the Principality of Monaco, printed in rose. 

The color of the current 6d postage and revenue stamp of Trinidad and 
Tobago has been changed from purple and magenta to red on green to obviate 
confusion with the 5s value, the colors of which resemble the former com¬ 
bination. A 12c stamp has been included in the current series of Ceylon to 
meet the revised rate of postage to the United Kingdom, and is carmine in 
color. In accordance with the provisions of the Balfour agreement, inscrip¬ 
tions and figures upon a definitive set of postage due stamps for the Pales- 
tinean State are rendered in English, Hebrew and Arabic. Surface printed 
in London on script C.A. water-marked paper, this series comprises 1 millieme 
bromn, 2m yellow, 4m green, 8m carmine, 13m ultramarine, 5 piastres mauve. 

63.000 DIFFERENT VARIETIES OF POSTAGE STAMPS IN THE WORLD. 

There are now 63,000 different varieties ol postage stamps extant in the 
world, of which 23,000 are credited to Europe and 40,000 to the other con¬ 
tinents, according to the publishers of one ot the best known stamp cata¬ 
logues of Germany. Within the past two years 4,000 new stamps were issued 
by the various governments of the wdrld. 

This enormous increase is postage stamp production has made collectors 
despair of ever obtaining anything like a complete collection of existing 
stamps, and the special collection has given place to the general collection. 

Before the inflation period one saw many rare old American stamps in 
German dealers’ windows. These have now disappeared almost entirely lor 
American dealers and stamp collecting visitors bought them when the 
German mark was cheap. — Newark Sunday Call.

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DENMARK’S TERCENTENARY.—By Fred J. Melville. 

There does not appear io be much scope tor new notions in stamp-print¬ 
ing, but Denmark has just elaborated a plan of which South-West Af rica sowed 
the seed in inscribing its stamps alternately on the sheet in English and 
in Dutch. Thus one can get pairs of the South-West Africa stamps with the 
two varieties “se tenant,” to use a terra in general use among stamp colectors 
everywhere. Now Denmark has developed this idea so that four different, 
stamps are repeated in blocks throughout each sheet. Three stamp denom¬ 
inations have just been issued to mark the tercentenary of the establishment 
of the Danish postal system, but this novelty of arrangement results in the 
production of twelve quite different stamps. 

The Danish painter, Axel P. Jensen, has been responsible lor the designs, 
which show alternately portraits-of King Christian IV., who signed the first 
postal law on December 2i, 1 <521, and the present ruler, King Christian X. As 
one stamp shows the old mouarch, the next stamp in the horizontal row shows 
the present King; they are looking cowards each other on a horizontal pair. 
But in the next row the order of the portraits and their direction are reversed. 
The ilustration of a block of four ot the ten ore green stamp shows the- four 
varieties which occur in each of the three values. If Denmark had not been 
a country with a steady and first-class philatelic reputation, collectors would 
be wroth at the prospects of having to acquire four sets of these stamps 
instead of one. But happily the set is a small one, of the three low values 
10 ore green, 15 ore violet, and £0 ore brown. 

The sheets are of 100 stamps, so that the group of four is repeated 
throughout the sheet twenty-five times. The jig-saw puzzle arrangement has 
been carried out correctly throughout, but I hesitate to think what possibili¬ 
ties for errors and combinations this notion would hold in stamp-printing 
establishments less particular and careful than the famous Thiele fir^i of 
Copenhagen, who have printed the Danish stamps for seventy-three years. 

There are traces ot postal organization in Denmark as early as, 1555 
{Christian 11.), but the first definite establishment was created under the 
ordinance ot 1621. It ordered the appointment of a postmaster for Copen¬ 
hagen, whose duties required him to attend at the Exchange an hour in the 
morning and another in the afternoon, but at other hours to stay within doors, 
having hung up outside his house the sign of a white horse and a blue 
horseman. The Burgomaster and Council of Copenhagen, together with one 
merchant each from the Icelandic, East. Indies, the Cloth and the Silk com¬ 
panies, were detailed to. inspect the postmaster (who was to be sober and 
diligent) and his employees and post houses. 

Although thus early with postal arrangements, Denmark did not modernize 
her postal organization on the English plan until 1851. Soon afterwards the 
Danish government turned down the original proposal of its postmaster, 
Joseph Michaelsen, for the formation of a postal union of the world; indeed, 
the government not only considered the idea impracticable, but felt itself 
•'inconvenienced” by the proposal and relegated Michaelsen to the postmaster- 
ship of a little village, which led him to resign within three years. It was 
only toward the end of a long life (he died in IMS. aged 82) that.Michaelsen 
received the recognition of his country as the first proposer of the Universal 
Fostal Union, which has this year celebrated tbe seventy-fifth anniversary 
of its foundation. 

The death is reported from Brussels of one of the pioneer stamp-dealers. 
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Louis Haneiau, at the age of. 88 Most of the pioneer dealers of the sixties 
lived to good old age, notably Gibbons, Lincoln, and Mount Brown in this 
country, Scott in America, Mahe in France, and Moens in Belgium. Haneiau 
claimed to have been collecting in 1852 when he was 17, and his collection 
then numbered about fifty different stamps. He told J. B. Moens, who kept a 
bcokshop in the Galerie Border, that he was looking out for stamps, and 
Moens promised to help him in his search. Moens, seeking to gather stamps 
for his friend, got interested himself, and Haneiau only got his duplicates. 
Moens put some duplicates in his shop window, and so started on his stamp¬ 
dealing career. 

Haneiau and Moens were lifelong friends and co-workers. We have 
precise records of them from 1862, in which year the literature of stamp 
collecting had its rise. Moens published his little green ‘'Manuel” for col¬ 
lections in that year, and this grew to a huge tour-volume catalogue by 1892. 
The journal “Le Timbre Poste,” founded by Moens and Haneiau in 1863, ran 
•until 1899, when Moens retired. A large number of books were produced 
under.the name of Moens as well as the catalogues and the journal, and it is 
not generally known that the extensive writings which appeared under the 
name of Moens were actually the work of his brother-in-law, Louis Haneiau. 

Still a remarkable, vigorous old gentleman at the recent Brussels exhi¬ 
bition, t Haneiau declared that death seemed to have overlooked him. lie was 
knocked over by a cyclist in September, and suffered serious internal and 
head injuries; his fine, constitution appeared to be overcoming even these 
set-backs, when an operation xfras found necessary, and was performed last 
month, but he only survived a fortnight. — London Paper. 

EARLY POSTAL SERVICE. 

The-history of the postal service goes back as far as the sixth century 
B. C. and may be called the hand-maid of civilization. We can tiace it from 
the dispatch bearer of the Assyrian and Roman times to the airplane service 
of the present day. In the Book of Esther in the Bible you will find how 
letters were sent thousands of years ago. There it tells of how King 
Ahasuerus, learning from Queen Esther that Hainan had ordered the death 
of all the Jews in the land, commanded Mordecai to call together the scribes 
and send letters to every province of the kingdom forbidding the massacre. 
This is th-- verse that describes the sending of the messengers: 

“And he wrote in the King Ahasuerus’ name, and sealed it with the 
king’s ring: and sent letters by posts on horseback, and riders on mules, 
camels and young dromedaries.” 

The Romans, too, sent their letters by mounted messengers, or “couriers" 
as they were called. The courier carried the message about twenty miles 
when he would come to a “posta” where another messenger was stationed 
with a fresh horse. He, in turn, would b<> relieved by still another courier 
when he reached the next post. Thus relay after relay the letter was sped 
on as fast as man and horse could carry it until at last it arrived at its 
destined “posta,” meaning station or stopping place, and it is from that word 
that we obtain the word “post” as found in postoffice, postcard and many 
similar words.

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SCHOOL BOY HOBBIES. 

The hobbies of school boys may range anywhere from radio to cranberry 
growing, from music to collecting stamps, a recent investigation by members 
of the journalism class of Washington, Cedar Rapids, Iowa, high school re¬ 
vealed. 

Herbert Hampton began saving postage stamps in 1920. Now he has 
more than 1,000 different kinds, not counting hundreds of duplicates. He 
knows many stamp collectors in Cedar Rapids and trades with them at 
every opportunity. 

Herbert gives many reasons why he has chosen this hobby. First, the 
collector learns to concentrate on work which is pleasing, yet exacting. 
Second, he acquires ideas, valuable in business. Third, when he has pasted a 
thousand or more stamps in an album, he has learned something of the art 
of classification. 

Learns Geography. 

The average person can perhaps name and locate twenty-five countries 
without reference to a geography. A stamp collector must become familiar 
with 800 countries, including those as obscure as Malta, Soudan and the 
Caroline Islands. 

Moreover, Herbert points out, an active stamp collector learns about 
various sizes of perforations, colors of paper and its watermarks, the sizes 
and designs of the stamps, and other details not ordinarily noted about “a 
common everyday postage stamp.” 

With these features to recommend it, stamp collecting, Herbert believes, 
should prove an interesting hobby for girls as well as for boys. 


NEW ISSUE NOTES— By F. H. Hawley. 

United States—Lexington-Concord Sesqui Centennial Issue. We have 
received information to the effect that on or about April 4, 1925, the postoffice 
department will have ready for issue the above series. The values as re¬ 
ported are: lc green, depicting Washington at Concord taking command 
under the famous elm. 2c carmine, showing the battle of Lexington. 5c blue 
showing the minute men at Concord. It is reported that this issue will not 
be extensive, because of the large size, i. e. probably tfie same size as the 
Huguenot-Walloon issue. 

Norse-American Commemorative Issue. In view of the fact that the 
Lexington-Concord series must be ready for issue on or about April 4, this 
issue will probably be printed sometime in May instead of on April 1 as 
expected. This issue will consist of two values i. e. the 2c and 5c colors of 
which are not known at the present time. 

We have received from Mr. Mount of the Philatelic Agency the informa¬ 
tion that on April 4, 1925, the new MtC stamp bearing the portrait of Nathan 
Hale and the l%c Harding stamp in imperf. form will be placed on sale. 
and at the same time the 4, 5, and 6c stamps of the present issue, printed 
by the rotary press will also go on sale. 

The new l%c Harding stamp perf. 11, perf. 10, and perf. 10 vertically 
(coil form) as well as the l%c envelopes sizes 5, 8 and 13 were placed on 
sale March 19, 1925. 

Angola—The following new stamps are reported as having been issued 
in this country, 12c blue green, 5E yellow brown, 10E rose, 20E blue green, 
type the same as the 1913 issue. 
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Belgium— The 50c bistre brown, surface printed type of 1921 has been 
reported as issued. 

Danzig — The 2 gulden pictorial stamp type A21, has been re-issued in 
carmine and black. 

Ecuador — It has been reported that all stamps overprinted “Casa de 
Correos” were withdrawn from use on January 1, 1925. Does this mean that 
ail the posoffices in this country have been rebuilt? 

India (Official stamps) —In order tc use yp the large supply of the high 
rupee values, the following stamps have been surcharged: Issue of 1909 
type A 43, IK on 15R olive gray and ultramarine, lit on 25 It ultramarine and 
brown orange, 2R on 10 R carmine and green. Issue of 1912-13 type A 56, 
JR on 15R olive green and ultramarine, 1R on 25R ultramarine and brown 
orange. 

It is reported that the 15R and 25R official stamps will go out of use 
as soon as the above surcharged supply is used lip, due to the fact that there 
is very little use for these two values. 

Mozambique — The 80c pink of-the 1922 issue has been surcharged “Vasco 
da Gama 1924” in two lines, the overprint is in green. 

Roumania — The 6 lei, rose red in the design of type A54, has been re¬ 
ported as issued 

Russia— Some more new stamps from this country, they are the- 7k blue, 
14k grey green, 20k carmine, 40k brown orange, printed oblong from line 
engraved plates, design showing a view of Lenin Mausoleum at Moscow,, 
wmkd. petal and key pattern imperf. , 

Siam — This country has just issued a set. of stamps for Air Mail use, 
values are 3 satangs brown, 5 satangs green, 15 satangs carmine and the 
25 satangs indigo, printed oblong, perl. 14, design showing an eagle in flight, 
engraved and printed by Messrs. Waterlow & Sons Ltd. of London, England. 

REALIZES NICE PROFIT FROM OLD STAMPS. 

Postage stamp collecting lias its surprises and romances and both played 
an interesting part in an auction sale conducted recently in New York. Among 
the United States stamps was a choice lot of issues of the year 1857. which 
were purchased at face value 67 years ago in a little Michigan postoffice by 
feu© of the pioneer settler’s who is now more than 80 years of age. Among 
them was a fine unused block of four of the 5 cents, brown, which cost th* 
owner 20 cents. A collector at the sale paid $490 for them and for a block 
of Jour of the 90 cents, of the same year, $510 was paid. A block of four 
of the. 10 cents, the second type variety, brought $56.50, and an unused 
pair of the 24 cents sold for $33.50. 

The stamps had been pasted down flat in an old book, something that 
advanced philatelists would not think of doing today, thereby erasing most 
of the gum on the back of the stamps, and to specialized philatelists original 
gum means as much morr* financial value. If the original gum had been re¬ 
tained they would doubtless have brought slightly higher prices, but as it 
was, some of them sold for more than standard catalogue values and netted 
the owner a handsome profit on his early purchases.- -Sent by Boers.

The chink .of coin on coin is being heard through the land again as it 
has not been heard for many a long day, for the treasury has inaugurated 
a policy of putting silver dollars into circulation — and gold, too, if people 
want it. 'The silver dollar—often called the cartwheel, because it is the larg 
est of American coins—has been pretty much out of use since the World War 
nut the treasury is attempting to re-popularize it for several excellent reasons 

Before the war there was plenty of gold and silver coin in circulation m 
the United States, especially on the Pacific Coae" and in the southwest. The 
people preferred it to paper money. Indeed, persons traveling to the Pacific 
boast from Washington or other eastern money tenters armed with crisp, 
new paper currency sometimes had difficulty in getting their money accepted 
because of its unfamiliar appearance. Many a man has been suspected of 
presenting counterfeit money in such circumstances. 

Paper money wears out quickly and must be replaced. Forty-eight 
million new dollar bills have to be manufactured and placed in circulation 
every month, the cost of manufacture running into millions a year. Each 
dollar bill lasts only from six to eight months: the higher denominations last¬ 
ing slightly longer. 

1 he demand has been so great that money is rushed into circulation too 
quickly. It is a curious fact that paper money like wine, must be aged to 
be at its best. There is something in connection with the process of manu¬ 
facture which makes it desirable for new' notes to rest for a few months in 
storage, l>ing Hat, uncreased and unhandled. If this is permitted, they take 
cm a more durable quality and two or three months are added to their wearing 
life. But the demand for new money has been so great and insistent that the 
treasury has been unable to season its money. It must be rushed into circu¬ 
lation as soon as it comes from the presses. The treasury is trying to obtain 
from congress an appropriation sufficient to permit of manufacture of a larger 
volume ot notes so seasoning will be possible, an economy ultimately resulting. 

A silver dollar wears well. Gold coins abrade rather easily, gold dust 
rubbing off and diminishing its value. Not so wdth the harder silver dollar. 
It is good lor years of wear. Besides, the government makes a profit on 
them. Naturally, the treasury hopes that to increase the use of silver dollars 
and save paper dollars means an ultimate saving to the taxpayer. The treas¬ 
ury now is making a campaign to add at least 80,000,000 silver dollars to the 
circulation and can do so if the public will assist. 
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that the public will be bt-nefitting itself by aiding the- treasury will be 
realized when it is considered that old, dirty paper money is a. spreader of 
disease. Money of any kind travels strange pathways.. Some- people wonder 
'rhy we can not have as clean paper money as England,. where at bank note 
never is re-issued; upon its return to the I in nit of England, it. is (destroyed and 
a new note issued in its place.

The long reign of paper money in a number c*is’ Europeans countries* ife- 
coming to an end with the re-appearance of the raetal coinage which. vs#c- 
ious governments have introduced lately. France fed the way with a ( oem 
franc, and a little later introduced smaller coins efi nickel.. 

Germany some time ago issued 1, 2 and 3- reiateu mark pieces in sllw, 
a- well as pfennigs in nickel, while Austria several months ago bcgjnu the 
coinage of 1 shilling pieces of silver, as well a>s nickel coins of various 
denominations. 

Kussia, too, has put silver coins into use, and has placed an o*;d$Mr for a 
new coinage with the Royal Mint in London, tie first of which wfiDH soon be 
completed and sent to Moscow for distribution to the principal banks. 

The Free State of Danzig and Czechoslovakia are also plaum-iiog issues 
of metal coins soon. 

To appease large numbers of citizens who crave decoration®, abolished 
with the abolishment of the republic, it. has been decided to create a medaf 
lor the federated republic of Austria. There will be ten different classes.

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BOULDER, COLORADO, MUSEUM ONE OF BEST IN COUNTRY. 

The University of Colo, has one of the best museums in the Tinned 
States, according to curator of the museum. It has one of the best collections 
on the prehistoric Indians of the southwest, the largest collection of Rocky 
Mountain fossils, and the largest collection ol Rock Mountain molluscs. There 
are 275,000 pieces in the mollusc collection. 

Collecting of pieces for the museum began in the '90’s. When Curator 
Henderson came, he found a few fossils in the attic of Hale Science. He 
served the university as collector for seven years without pay. In 1902 he 
was made curator with regular pay. 

This summer the curator expects to get a collection oi molluscs and 
fossils from Puget Sound. 

At the museum is one oi the finest collections of fossils in the country. 
When some of tile larger oil companies want certain fossils identified, they 
senfl them to the university. From time to time, they have been sending 
specimens and explanations, and frequently, they send field men to spend 
several days at the museum studying the different species on display. 

Many seemingly increditable discoveries of fossils have been unearthed 
in this vicinity. When the cold winds and stinging blizzards sweep down, 
on Boulder, it is hard to understand how palm and fig leaves once grew here 
in abundance — in a climate similar to the around the Gulf coast. 

Q.n Lovers’ Hill, near Boulder, the curator of the museum, discovered: 
part of a mammoth’s tusk that, complete, was probably ten feet long. Using 
the proportions of the elephant of today, the fossil bones would suggest 
that the mammoth had been at least thirteen feet high — two feet higher 
than Jumbo, the largest elephant. 

Colorado had some tremendously large reptiles, some of them being 
twenty to thirty feet long. Not only reptiles and mammoths, but all sorts 
of strange and monstrous animals roamed through our lands. 

Probably the most unusual and unique of the fossil collection is the slab 
of stone in which is embedded the perfect skeletons of six fish. Prof. 
Henderson thinks the bay in which they lived dried up, and they were 
covered over by freshets of mud, which later turned to rock. From the 
arrangement, it looks as if the fish were caught while swimming around. 


A STEP IN THE RIGHT DIRECTION. 

President Chiari has signed a decree whereby it will be unlawful to 
carry out of Panama any of the pottery and other archaeological specimens 
taken out oi the ancient “huaeas” or Indian graves. Only duplicates may be 
exported. In this way Panama will always have a complete collection of 
these invaluable objects, mute testimony of a race now no longer, yet who 
inhabited these lands and whose agriculture and culture was of a high level. 

Today, as in years gone by, many men do nothing but sack these 
Indian graves for gold on pottery. The craze for gold has been such that 
it! many cases the pottery was simply thrown out and broken. It is time/ 
that this government, took the step it has taken and stopped this thievery, 
tor it is only that, and preserve for itself and posterity these relics.

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GREAT COLLECTION OF SHOW BILLS. 

The Victoria and Albert Museum, London, has recently acquired, through 
i he gift of Mrs. Gabrielle Enthoven, her collection of playbills and theatrical 
programs, representing the active enthusiasm of many years. The collection 
contains many prints, autographs and architectural drawings as well as play¬ 
bills, and comprises over 50,000 items ranging from the beginning of the 
eighteenth century until modern times. The earliest bill is for a performance 
of “Comus” at Covent Garden in 1730, and the collection contains almost 
complete sets of the nightly playbills, beginning in the eighteenth century, 
of theaters such as Drury Lane, Covent Garden, the Haymarket, and others. 

The playbills hav.e already been of service in the identification of draw¬ 
ings of costume and scenery, and many of the bills have considerable literary 
and dramatic intex-est. The collection includes the announcement of the 
first appearance on the London stage of “a young lady” who was afterward 
to be known as Mrs. Siddons, and the bill for the first performance of “The 
School for Scandal.” There are 240 bills referring to Garrick, and almost 
complete sets for Peg Woffington, Keane and Macready. Mrs. Enthoven’s 
object, however, has not been to collect individual curiosities, but to make 
her collection as complete as possible in order that it may'serve as reliable 
material for the art of the theater, and for theatrical history, which in the 
past has been notoriously inaccurate because of the difficulty of finding trust¬ 
worthy records. 4 

The playbills are to be stored in the Department of Engraving, Illus¬ 
tration and Design. When the work of cataloguing and indexing the collec¬ 
tion has been completed the new material will be available in the Students’ 
Room of the department, which contains a steadily growing collection of 
designs for theatrical scenery, costume and architecture. 

The main portion of the Enthoven collection, up to the year 1870, has 
already been placed in the museum, and the work of continuing the collec¬ 
tion and of filling up gaps, particularly in connection with modern plays, is 
being carried on with Mrs. Enthoven’s generous help. 


RECEIVE MORE OLD RELICS FOR NEBRASKA HISTORICAL SOCIETY.

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UNUSUAL BOOKS. 

Mrs. Otto Frederick of Minneapolis claims to have the smallest dictionary 
iii the world. It is carried in a locket and contains nearly 1.3,000 definitions, 
being one and one-eighth inches long, three-quarters of an Inch wide and 
three-sixteenths of an inch thick. 

An opera singer of Eb'erfeld, Germany, possesses what is said to be the 
smallest book in the world. Its dimensions are one-quarter of an inch by 
eBe-half inch. It contains German poetry and is entitled “Almanac on 
the year 1837.” 

What is believed to be the largest scrap book in the world is kept by 
W. H. Martin of Tacoma, Wash. The pages are IS feet long and 30 inches 
wide. The fifty-fourth page has been completed. Pictures and news items 
on all subjects are preserved. Martin has worked on the book 25 years and 
placed in : f material collected from the 36 states in which he has lived. The 
book is classified into sections devoted to war, athletics, politics, art, crime 
and other subjects. 

What is said to be the oldest book in the world is a stone tablet about 
one and a half inches square. It was writen about 2350 B. C. and contains 
a brief statement of a butcher's bill for three lambs delivei ed to the temple 
of one of the Babylonian kings. 

' A valuable book is i Hebrew Bible in the Vatican library. In 1512 the 
Hebrews tried to buy it ol Pope Julius II for its weight, in gold. It is so large 
and heavy that two men can hardly lift it and iri would have brought one 
hundred thousand dollars. 

Dard Hunter, a Chillicothe, Ohio, man, is said lo be only man in the 
history of printing who lias by himself, completed all the operations 
necessary to printing a book. He designed his own type, then cut punches 
out of steel bax-s and stamped copper matrices with the*m, and with his own 
hands molded the type he had designed. Then he made his own paper, wrote 
his own “copy,” and when he had done all this, set the book up in type him¬ 
self and printed it on his own hand press, and bound it, with no assistance 
in the entire process. In his home, the mountain house on Carlisle street., 
Chillicothe, Hunter has a print shop that might have been used by Gutten- 
berg. The press is large enough to print two pages at a time of folio size 
or four pages of quarto size. The paper is put. in a frame and forced down 
upon the type by a hand-screw. His paper is wet when each sheet, is printed 
and it is hung upon racks to dry and printed on the other side when the 
drying process is completed. Hunter is of a family of printers, four of his 
direct ancestors, to his knowledge, having followed printing. His great- 
great-grandfather came to this country from Scotland and set up a shop, 
and the men of the family have worked with type ever since.

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ENGLISH COINAGE—THE FIRST LONDON MINT. 

Lieutenant Colonel H. W. Morrieson recently delivered a lecture on the 
coins of England, with special reference to London before the members of 
the London and Middlesex Archaeological Society, at the Bishopsgate Institute. 

He said that the first coins that could be attributed to London were 
those struck by the usurping Emperor Carausius (A. D. 287-293). Before 
that coins used in England came from the continent and were probably 
struck at the leading mints of Treves or Lyons. Having declared himself 
Emperor in Britain, Carausius established mints to show his authority. Hi6 
known mints were at London, Colchester and Rouen and he struck coins 
in gold, silver and copper. 

The lecturer traced the history of English coinage, and said that the 
reign of Edward III was marked by the permanent introduction of gold into 
the currency. 

Comparing the state of the Money Market in 1811 and now, the lecturer 
said that on November 22 last the gold depreciation of £1 sterling repre¬ 
sented by a currency note w'as 5.1 per cent, or roughtly Is. In September, 

. s LI, it was 3s. 8!£d. on the bank note for £1. After Waterloo the govern¬ 
ment set to work to remedy the coinage. In order to prevent the silver 
coinage ever being worth more as bullion, 66 shillings instead of 60 were 
ordered to be coined out of 11b. troy. At the end of the late war this idea 
was falsified, as the market price of silver rose above that of money. To 
meet that Mr. Austen Chamberlain debased the coinage by reducing the 
standard. If that process went on we should be reduced to using dirty silver 
mbney like that of Henry VIII and Edward VI which made our ancestors 
so angry. 

A KANSAS COLLECTION OF FIREARMS.—By George J. Remsburg.

Inf.; 1 45 Remington per., carried by 
a captain in Civil War; I Palmetto Armory S. C. horse pistol, picked up on 
Civil War battlefield; 1 Starr per. from an Indian chief in Indian territory, 
who claimed to have killed seven white men with it; 1 Whitneyville, 32 car¬ 
tridge revolver, claimed to have been used in the capture of Dalton gang; 
1 Arabian tlint lock pistol; 1 English flint lock pistol by Laugher, London; 
1 Bacon per. 31 cal.; 2 Manhattan 31, one picked up on prairie near Tipton 
Kas.; 1 Colt 31 caliper.: 1 Colt 36 cal, per., navy; 2 Sharps 4-shot; 1 Allen

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FIND INDIAN’S BURIAL PLOT AT VALLEY 

Excavations today uncovered on Chaffee av. in the Onondaga valley what 
they believe to be an old Indian burial ground. The pick of a workman 
passing through a round fibrous substance first uncovered a skull. 

As this was taken up, there followed a complete skeleton, the bones un¬ 
changed in shape having the texture of rotted wood. Beads, quills, old pipes, 
and a tomahawk followed. 

These curios gathered by J. A. Brent of Chaffee av. are believed by 
him to have been placed in the burial ground of the N. Y. Onondaga tribe. 

Similar recovery of beads and bones from excavations along the avenue, 
which have been going on for the past week, brings to light that on this 
east slope leading to the valley, was the happy hunting ground where the 
brave of the tribe received his reward as a courageous -warrior. 

One hundred and fifty years ago, scarce six generations, the wide open 
valley was the meeting place for the councils of the Six Nations. The valley 
bears out the description of James Fenimore Cooper where in famous con¬ 
clave the Six Nations were betrayed by English agents to battle the American 
revolutionists, in what the savages believed would be the final drive of the 
white man once again across the “big water.” 

Today as the weapons of life and the decorations of death emerge from 
the tomb, the visions of a great free race which roamed this section, comes 
again to light.—Sent by Young. 


Roscoe B. Martin, Forestville, N. Y., askes Philatelic West who has a copy 
of this paper or knows anything about it? From a Chautauqua Gazette, 
Fredonia, N. Y., August 10, 1819, is taken the following item: 

“From the Albany Plough Boy. 

“One of the last mails brought us the first number of the ‘Missouri 
Intelligencer and Boon’s Lick Advertiser.’ It contains numerous advertise¬ 
ments, the evidence of increasing population. What think you of a news¬ 
paper at Boon’s Lick, in the wilds of Missouri, in the year 1819; where in 
1809 there was not, we believe, a civilized being, except the eccentric char¬ 
acter who gave his name to the spot, who delighted in the dreary and awful 
solitude by which he was surrounded, and who has since travelled further 
into the wilderness, to avoid society and enjoy his favorite life of a hunter. 
The editor of this paper has been thought extravagant for having asserted, 
in a private circle, his belief, that in less than a century, we should in all 
probability, have a turnpike route from Albany to the Bhores of the Pacific. 
But such a consumation is not to be expected (couple of lines missing here) 
if years ago, that we should now see, on the wild and distant theater of 
Boon’s hunting exploits a printing press diffusing intelligence weekly among 
a numerous population. And now, we repeat, that Henry Homespun, Jr., is 
no prophet, or the second rising generation from the present will march 
forward on a smooth road, and through flourishing settlements, from Albany 
to Columbia river. The yellowstone expedition is already a grand link in this 
chain of communication. What a vast theater of the rise, decline and fall 
of human greatness.”

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WILDCAT DAYS NEBRASKA BANK SURVIVES. 

The recent removal of the banking records from the old to the new capitoi 
disclosed that one of the old banks that flourished in the wildcat days before 
Nebraska became a state still lives under a different name—and is the only 
one of them that survived the panic of 1857. 

The first territorial legislature of Nebraska in which deliberations and 
discussions J. Sterling Morton, then a young man of 27 or 28 years of age 
took a prominent part, granted charters to banks organized for the purpose, 
it was divulged later, of issuing notes to unsuspecting and trusting patrons. 
Mr. Morton and several other men in the legislature bitterly opposed charters 
granted on a basis which they considered unsound, but they were overruled, 
(he law was passed and the banks sprang up like magic ail along the river. 

Six of these institutions were situated in towns north and south of 
;>inaha. The Nemaha Valley Bank was at Brownville, the Platte Valley Bank 
at Nebraska City. Stephen F. Nuckolls, the “founder” of Nebraska City, was 
head of the local institution. In 1857 came the national financial crisis. 
Money tightened, credit was impaired, business fell off and file inevitable 
ciash followed. “Wildcat” banks in Nebraska failed, their notes were found 
to be valueless and those who held them had nothing to show for their in¬ 
vestments and ownership except some beautifully lithographed slips of paper 
with worthless “we promise to pay” written on them. 

AS1 failed but one. The Platte Valley Bank of Nebraska City, situated 
near the corner of Fifth and Main streets in the busy frontier town, weath¬ 
ered the storm. Nuckolls retrieved every note that had been issued by his 
bank and every liability which be had incurred was liquidated in full, dollar 
for dollar. The other banks crashed hard. The Waubeek Bank, situated in 
what is now known as Florence, a suburb of Omaha, had assets of $13, con¬ 
sisting of a few pieces of office furniture, when the smoke cleared away. 

History of pioneer banking days relates that in nearly every instance 
the “wildcat” institutions were owned by nonresidents, all except the 
Nebraska City Bank, the owner of which, although he had been credited 
with having been the first man to bring slaves to the territory, had a higher 
idea of financial ethics than his professional contemporaries and resolved 
to keep the promises he had made. The Platte Valley Bank continued in 
business for several years, later it was assimilated by another institution. 

Mr. Morton wanted the bills to bear the legend, "Billholders individually 
reliable,” but his fine sarcasm was- lost on his fellow’ legislators. They 
gave the bank power to issue notes, bills and other certificates of indebted¬ 
ness, to deal in exchange and do a general banking business.—N. Y. Paper. 

BANKERS DISAPPEAR. 

The picking was good for only tw-o years, as the panic of 1857 came 
along and wiped all but one of them out. Most of the bankers, w’ho came 
from Galesburg, Galva and Elgin, Ill., and some from Ohio, vanished. 

They left behind them worthless notes given for stock, and notes given 
for loans that were of equal value. The Brownville Bank left behind it a 
lot of the bright new money it had printed, and the only creditor who ever 
got his claim was a Brownvjlle man who hurried down to St. Louis with a 
pocketful of it and passed it off as good money. The sheriff had a difficult 
time of it finding any assets to levy on. The sale of the bank at Omaha 
disclosed that he had disposed of thirteen sacks of flour, one large iron 
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safe, one counter, one desk, one drumstove and pipe, three arm chairs and a 
map of Douglas county. 

Other wildcat banks started up without taking the trouble to incorporate, 
and newspaper files show that when one editor caJled attention to this 
fact, another reported than one bank was just as good as the other, since 
it was ail a question of whether the stockholders could redeem their paper. 
Only two of the banks issued bills of a denomination higher than $10, the 
idea being that bills of small amount would wander far away, and long 
before they could be presented for redemption the bank would be gone. 

The example spread. The city of Omaha issued $50,000 worth of script 
to finance the task of keeping the State Capitol in that city, and the city 
of Lincoln issued some for the purpose of getting it. Neither issue was 
ever redeemed. A hotel at Brownville was built the same way, and so ■were 
several toil bridges. 


RARE COLLECTIONS. 

A one-half-million-dollar collection of rare books and manuscripts should 
by all precedents go to the auction room. A host of bibliophiles will regret 
the fact that the Trowbridge library, valued at not far from that sum, has 
been disposed of by private sale instead to Dr. Rosenbach. It would be 
pleasant to see if his Kilmarnock Burns would bring in New York the price-- 
$0,000—that astonished everyone at the recent Carysfort sale at Sotheby’s 
in London. 

A high mark has been set by Stevenson rarities abroad, while a mere 
autograph letter has brought in New York $235; what would Mr. Trowbridge’s 
complete set of first editions, including "The Pentland Rising" and "Macaire,” 
fetch? Would Iris first edition of the “Pickwick Papers” be worth more than 
the $7,000 paid in London a few years ago, or his "Vanity Fair” more than the 
$1,750 bid at the Boyle library sale here in 1923? Above all, the auction of his 
First Folio would be an event of the keenest interest. The Burdett-Coutts 
copy brought $13,000 in London, and since the number of collectors steadily 
increases, while the number of folios remain stationary, ihe market, is always 
bullish. 

Mr. Rosenbach’s quiet purchase of this valuable collection is another evi¬ 
dence of the increasing power of the single buyer who unites capital with 
expert knowledge. Not long ago he bought one million dollars worth of 
books at one swoop in London, paying over $200,000 at one sale — the Britwell 
court sale—alone. 

Mr. Trowbridge, who died in 1914, was a collector who loved books 
more than renown, and really read his treasures. Yet many a bibliophile 
must take satisfaction in thinking of the noise that the auctioning of his 
booty will make after he is dead. Robert Hoe's name was rendered famous 
by his great sale and by the catalogue that remains a unique bibliographical 
and typographical work. Huth's name has been kept before the public for 
years by the slow alphabetical auctioning of his rarities. But securest of all 
is the fame of the collectors w r ho, like Morgan, Huntington and Wrenn, give 
(heir libraries to the public as a lasting benefaction and monument. — New 
York Sun.

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PAPERS ROOM WITH PROPOSALS. 

Among unique wall decorators the young heiress to a million who has 
covered the walls of her boudoir with the offers of marriage she has re¬ 
ceived since her debut certainly takes the lead. But the desire to escape 
from the hackneyed and commonplace sometimes degenerates into the 
grotesque, as these examples of wall papers which are not to be bought in 
the usual emporiums of hotise decorations will show. 

Among the Chinese there is a craze for postage stamp apartments, but 
the immensity of patience required before the four walls are covered in the 
minute squares renders it unlikely in the modern American fashion. A • 
Berlin beauty, however, had an idea akin to it, having her boudoir papered 
entirely in colored pictorial postcards, collected from every part of the world, 
and representing both landscapes and figures of every sort and kind. A 
mere charming originality is that of the traveler who, when he finally settled 
down, had his room arranged as if a cabin on board a yacht, with port poles, 
life buoys and everything he could think of to create the illusion of having 
still the great wide seas tearing past on either side of him. 

The singer, Mario, who became the prince of Candia, and who married 
the great Grisi, had a room covered with newspaper clippings containing 
enthusiastic notices of his wife. The King of Cambodia has hidden the walls 
of his palace with portraits of his wives. The longest part of the work was 
ihe photographer's. Eight thousand women make up the royal harems, and 
to stick the photographs on the wall was a comparatively simple process to 
satisfying the 8,000 ladies upon so nice a point as their own likenesses. 

Mme. Nillson, the great singer, has papered one room in her house at 
Madrid with the songs she has sung most successfully. A New York dentist 
has also hidden his w r alls in memories of his life work. But as he could 
hardly conceal the walls with embedded teeth extracted from his patients, 
he has replaced them by playing cards—one for each tooth drawn. He has 
already pasted 6,000 cards—“in memoriam.” An Englishman, on the other 
hand, has contrived a unique wall paper with traveling tickets—railway, 
steamer and street car. In order to keep the first two he had always to pay 
an extra sum, and even then many struggles ensued before he was at last 
allowed to issue triumphantly with his fragment of mural decoration. In 
ihe center of the room are the tickets of the collector’s honeymoon trip. 

Perhaps as an offset to the girl mentioned in the beginning a morose 
French eccentric papered his walls with the deep bordered invitation cards 
received to the funerals of friends and acquaintances.—Chicago Tribune. 


TO SEARCH FOR SECOND MILLION DOLLAR TOOTH. 

Another expedition has been sent to western Nebraska by the American 
museum of natural history to search for the twin of the so-called “million 
dollar tooth” found by Harold J. Cook on his ranch near Agate, Neb. The 
tooth has been held to be the only evidence in existence that a higher ape 
or sub-human type inhabited the North American continent one or two 
million years ago. 

The search fer the tooth will be carried on by digging parties near the 
place where the original tooth was found. Relics of ancient animals of all 
kinds will be sought in great deposits on the Cook ranch w'here the victims 
of ancient floods were believed to have been piled. Everything will be sieved 
and minutely searched over for teeth of all kinds. 
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PENNSYLVANIA INDIAN POTTERY UNEARTHED. 

Wilkes-Barre, Pa.—Forty-three different kinds of pots hare been made 
'.com 800 lragments of pottery unearthed by Max Schrabist, archaeologist 
rt f the Wyoming Historical Society, who has been making excavations at 
Mock Cabin, on Wyoming Mountain. The pottery was the work of the 
Lenape tribe of Indians which frequented this valley. The designs on the 
vessels vary’ on nearly every piece. 

Several Boy Scouts interested in Indian lore are assisting in the work, 
and Rock Cabin has proved a treasure trove of Indian relics. Mr. Schrabist 
believes that it was used as an Indian shelter rather than as a permanent 
habitation of the tribe, which many erroneously believed to be a tribe of 
the Delawares. 


AROUND THE BADGER STATE. 

Five complete skeletons, supposedly of Indians who once roamed in the 
primeval forests of this vicinity, were unearthed on land abutting Lake Win¬ 
nebago, near Neenah. The land where the skeletons were dug up is on the 
shore of the lake just south of the city and near a site where, according 
to historians, many Indian battles were fought. The skeletons were all 
buried face downward and in such manner as to form the shape of a star. — 
Sent by C. Prine. 


CALIFORNIA TO HAVE SPECIAL 5 CENT COINS. 

Washington.—Coinage of three hundred thousand 5 cent pieces com¬ 
memorating the seventy-fifth anniversary of California statehood was author 
ized today by the Senate. 

The coins are to be issued upon request from the San Francisco or Los 
Angeles Clearing House association.

STANDING OF SILVER DOLLAR EBBS AND FLOWS. 

Silver 
dollars were first coined in 1794, and for 10 years the government was kept 
busy filling the demandi In ISOS the demand suddenly ceased. Only a Tew 
were coined in 1804—so few that dollars dated 1804 are regarded by coin 
collectors as among the rarest of American coins. It was not until 1836 that 
coinage was resumed, and with the exception of five years following 1873, 
it was kept up until 1904, when preference for the paper dollar swept across 
the country from east to west. 

The West w'as the last to give up its fondness for "hard” money, but 
it is now nearly as prejudiced on the subject as the East.—Sent by Boers. 

INDIAN TOMAHAWK IS FOUND NEAR MARION, IOWA. 

Linn county’s history of long ago was brought vividly to the attention 
of three Cedar Rapids boys Saturday, when one of them found what is be¬ 
lieved to be an Indian tomahawk in a field north of Marion.

The trophy is almost perfectly rounded, with a blunt striking-point at 
either end, and a smoothly-drilled hole through its center. Near the 
center a narrow groove was carved by the redskin who presumably had 
made the weapon.

OUR ILLUSTRATIONS. 

Rev. E. A. Butler, whose picture appears on the cover is Rector of Bay 
St. George Parish, Newfoundland, the head-quarters of which is St. Georges. 
His parish extends for about 80 miles, and includes five Churches, and two 
school chapels, with combined congregations of 1,500 persons. Much of his 
time has to be spent in traveling from place to place, most of this being 
done by train. He was born at Kelligrews, near St. Johns, March 14, 1872, 
and was educated at Feild College, and Queen’s Theological College. 

About thirty-five years ago he began collecting stamps of the British 
Empire, specializing in Newfoundland. He has a big family of sons and 
daughters, (for all Newfoundlanders are rich in these), and several years 
ago began to spend his spare time in selling Newfoundland stamps to help 
provide funds for their education. Now he has no spare time, for when 
not about his parish duties he is in the midst of his stamps—of which he 
has the largest and most varied stock of any collector or dealer in the 
country. 

He now collects only Air Post Covers, and is longing for the day when 
he can use an “Air Ship" in traveling around his extensive parish. Look up 
Lis page ad. 

St. Georges is situated on the west coast of Newfoundland and is sur¬ 
rounded by ten of the best salmon rivers—for which the country is noted. 
Large numbers of sportsmen.go there every summer and salmon is abundant 
during the months of June and July. During the season of 1924 one 
sportsman caught over a ton of salmon with his rod, and the only charge 
that he had to pay w r as a rod tax of $.10.00 and the wages of a guide. The 
government is now spending two million dollars on a high-road, which will 
connect all these rivers, so that any sports, w r ho wish, can travel from 
Canada or U. S. A. in their motor ear, via North Sydney, cross the ninety 
miles of water (which separates Canada from Newfoundland) in a large 
comfortable steamer, and, then, after a "spin” of about sixty miles from 
Port aux Basque they will be at St. Georges, and in the midst of the salmon 
country. 

During the summer months tty* climate of Newfoundland is all that 
could be desired, for warm days are general, especially on the west coast, 
and the air pleasantly cool and invigorating. 


FORGED RELICS ARE SOLD. 

New* York. -In one of the Egyptian rooms of the Metropolitan Museum 
ol Art in New York stands a glass case with the inscription, “Modern 
Forgeries,” which contains carved scarabs, a model munny case, stone stat¬ 
uettes of gods and kings, and pieces of supposedly ancient attempts at glass 
making, none of which is genuine. There are in Egypt, and have been for 
years, tradesmen who make a business of forging ancient relics and selling 
them to the unsuspecting tourist. 


People who own old German marks may now exchange them for the 
new richsmarks which is supposed to be somew r here near the gold basis. 
However, as it takes one trillion marks issued before October 11, 1924, to buy 
one of the new gold marks it is safe to say that there will be no rush to 
make the exchange. It is cheaper to use the old marks for wallpaper than 
to pay the expense of sending them in.—Lincoln Journal. 
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STUDENT OF RACES, 75, IN NEBRASKA SEEKING RELICS. 

W. I). Wyman is considered one of the leading authorities of the country 
on archaeology and ethnology. He has made a special study of the ar$s and 
crafts of the American Indian and the pre-historfc races of Americas. He 
is said to own the best collection of prehistoric copper and stones ia the 
United States, and a remarkable collection of wamr/cm, stone pipes., and 
silver peace medals. 

"Five of the most perfect stone axes ever found in ^orth America came 
from Council Bluffs, so many years ago that I can’t remember the exact date,” 
Wyman said. “Workmen were building a sidiug for some railroad. The 
news reached me in Chicago and 1 immediately sent an agent to ldolt them 
up He found them in the homes of a number of the' railroad builders and 
gathered them up and brought them to Chicago. 1 regard them among my 
most valuable finds.” * 

Wyman has traveled in Canada, almost to the Alaskan border, in Mexico, 
New Zealand, Nova Scotia, and over European continent, always looking 
.for traces of an earlier civilization, and. in most instances he has found! it. 

‘The whole world is a store house of an earlier civilization,” Wyman, 
said. “As i stood in front of an Indian farm house on the Omaha reserva¬ 
tion, 1 stooped down and picked up a. round object. Polishing it and push? 
mg out some clay that was inbedded. ini the center, I found a stone bead.-of 
.an undoubted prehistoric period. I’ve a magnetic eye when anything like 
ahat is around.” 

He said he had spent a fortune buying individual pieces and collections. 

Wyman spent Sunday afternoon with Dr. Robert F. ‘Gilder at “Wake 
Robin.” He is at present studying the history of the Omaha and Winne¬ 
bago Indians, and hearing that she know: the history of these- bribes, lue de¬ 
sired to learn more about them from her.—Omaha paper. 

KENTUCKY YIELDS RELICS OF 6. DISTINCT ERAS OF P-RE-HISTORIC 

INDIANS, EXCAVATORS SAY. 

Lexington, Kv.—Hundreds of Indian skeletons of six different cultures 
and many relics of pre-historie people have been discovered in Kentucky 
by members of the faculty of the University of Kentucky. 'She group making 
these discoveries is composed of Dr. W. D. Ftmkhouser, Prof. W. S. Webb, 
Prof. A. M. Miller, W. J. Curtis and Victor Dodge. 

The six different cultures discovered by these men in Their excavations 
of graves are the cave dweller, cliff dweller, river people, mound builders,, 
stone grave people and ancient Oliickasaw s. 

The cave dwellers were found in Wayne county, ami indications are that 
they were a very ancient tribe. In the caves were found stone hoes of lime¬ 
stone, crude flints, polished bone implements, bone needles and awls. 

In the cliffs of Hardin and Hart counties were found the graves and 
homes of the cliff dwellers, containing shell ornaments and excellent Hints. 
“Hominy holes” were, cut out of the sides of cliffs for grinding and 

storing corn. 

The river people found in the Green river region of Muhlenberg county 
built enormous shell mounds in which their dead were buried. In the 
mounds were elaborately polished banner stones with religious symbols.-

Booneville, Ind.,—Tom Dillingham, Booneville mail carrier, is . a collector 
O' Indian curios and relics. Among this accumulation can be found arrow¬ 
heads, tomahawks, stone hammers, moccasins, baskets and sacrificial stones. 
The bulk of the relics come from the hills of southern Indiana, and mostly 
from Warrick county. The collection represents years of searching and 
walking in out of the way places in the valleys and hills of Warrick county, 
where “prehistoric dwellers made their homes.” 

But one arrowhead of the collection has begun to worry Dillingham. 
Several weeks ago a young son left it on the father’s bed, where it had 
rolled under the pillow. That night Dillingham dreamed strange dreams— 
dreams of Indian life, and of surroundings such as he had never knowm or 
read about. He witnessed gatherings of strange tribes; seemed to be pres 
ent; at sacrificial scenes. Heard their weird chants and watched their uncanny 
snake dances. In the morning he remarked to his wife that he “had spent 
a most miserable night among Indians.” 

In making up the bed the arrowhead was found, and Mrs. Dillingham 
wondered if there could be any connection between the arrowhead being 
under her husband’s pillow and his strange dreams. Without telling him 
she placed the arrowhead under his pillow again that night. Once more- 
Dillingham had dreams of Indians—but this time his life seemed in danger, 
and he narrowly averted being scalped. Again in the morning he told his 
wife of the dreams and she informed him of what she had done. 

That night Dillingham look another arrowhead from the collection and 
placed it under his pillow, but no dreams came, so, on the following night, he 
went back to the first arrownead, and the result was dreams -but more 
thrilling and terrible than any previous ones. 

Dillingham then confided in a friend and asked him to take the arrow¬ 
head and place it under his pillow. The friend did so, and secured the same 
results as Dillingham. Dreams—hair-raising ones! 

Then the arrowhead was passed around to other friends, and with ten 
^ests, eight of them brought the same result to all—dreams of the most 
blood-curdling and horrifying kind about savage redskins. 

Dillingham has decided that he is the possessor of a valuable Indian relic, 
one that, has come, down from ancient tribes and perhaps used by innumer 
able Indian medicine men. He has refused large offers to part with it.

Curator E E. Blackman, of the Nebraska historical society, has deliver¬ 
ed to the Arbor Lodge Museum at Nebraska City, sixteen plates containing 
Indian relics for exhibition in the Title room of the mansion. They will be 
encased under glass on the walls of the room and will add greatly to the cot 
lection of mementoes in the lodge. 
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SEEK TO LEARN IDENTITY OF AN OLD INDIAN MEDAL. 

A search through the pages of Indian history has been started by the 
Nebraska Historical society in an attempt to establish the identity of an 
Indian medal, found twenty years* ago on the banks of Goose creek, in the 
southeast corner of Cherry county. 

The medal, hand-carved, in brass, was lent to the society by L. Giles, of 
Elsmere, Cherry county, and is in the possession of E. E. Pdackman, curator 
oi the historical society. 

Mr. Blackman has assured himself the medal is genuine and was prob¬ 
ably presented to an Indian tribe by some trader in the pioneer days. If 
has the appearance, Mr. Blackman said, of being a special handmade medal 
to commemorate some special occasion or some Indian. 

On one side ot the medal is the picture of an Indian squaw with a pa¬ 
poose in a basket, and an Indian with a hatchet adorns the other side. No 
record of a medal similar to this has been issued by the government at any 
time, the curator said. The prized piece is about the size of a half dollar. 


RARER THAN RUBIES—300-YEAR-OLD BIBLE. 

What is perhaps the oldest Bible in the northwest is the prized possession 
of Alwin Kost, Seattle. The ancient book is printed in the German language 
snd weighs twenty-five pounds. It is said to be fully 300 years old, a product 
of Guttenberg, the famous German printer who first introduced the art of 
making woodcut prints. 

The Bible is illustrated throughout with woodcuts, which are thought to 
b< from the original cuts made by the ancient publisher, and printed from his 
original wood type. It is a Kost family heirloom. 

Some 300 silver coins, many of them dating back to Edward Ill. of Eng¬ 
land and Alexander ill. of Scotland, 12 4B-12R5, were found by a man while 
altering his residence at Section, near Knaresborough. Near the spot where 
they were found is the house of Guy Fawkes, of Gunpowder Plot fame. An 
inquest was held on the coins at the house which was previously the 
George IV'. Inn. The coins were admittedly treasure trove, and the coronet- 
seized them in ihe King’s name. 

The Colj Wm. F. Cody (Buffalo Bill) family which was recently incorpor¬ 
ated, will hold a meeting in Chicago in June to formulate plans and select a 
site for a Cody family museum. It is als*> proposed to place markers on the 
old Buffalo Bill scout trails. Gen. Nelson A. Miles and other notables will 
be present and make speeches. 

The first automobile in Kansas was owned by Dr. John Northington, a 
dentist of Emporia, a quarter of a century ago. The engine of the old car 
is still doing duty sawing wood in the Cottonwood valley.

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EARLY ROMAN COINS. 

The deterioration o(| the monetary art of Rome sets in shortly aftei 
Commodus, about the beginning of the third century A. D., and reaches its 
lowest standard at the tihhe of the so-called tyrants. Specimens of that period 
show a rudeness of workmanship and ti’eatment which is hardly equaled by 
ifae earliest issues, and may be compared only with the miserable series of 
coinage circulating in Central Europe during the Middle Ages. 

The last period or art worthy of note on the coins of Rome is the 
Byzantine which show T s a peculiar blending of Roman and Greek 
art possessing a certain charm which is very fascinating. The 
peculiarities of this style may be studied on the coins of Constantine and his 
^accessors, which show the Byzantine character of art in the careful and 
numerous folds of the drapery, the stiff positions of the figures and the minute 
inish of the most unimportant details. The influence of the Byzantine style 
was felt long after the Middle Ages, so deeply did Roman art, even in its 
latest and fallen form, influence that of the barbaric kingdoms that rose upon 
ihe ruins of the empire. 

Oh, that these ancient coins could speak. What a story they could tell 
of men and women of an age long gone by, who have lived and loved as we 
do of today, but who have been dead now for two thousand years and more. 
They have made history. They have lived in ages of high culture, developed 
from the crudest beginnings, and then again in such degenerate epochs as 
those that caused the dow-nfall of theC old Roman republic. 


NUMISMATIC NOTES. 

A collection of Saxon coins issued during the reigns of five Wessex 
kings, has been discovered in a cave^near Peakland, Derbyshire, England 
Human and animal remains found in the outer chambers of the cave indicate, 
according to antiquarians, that the cave was formerly the dwelling place of 
a personage, possibly of a Mercian ruler of more than a thousand years ago. 
Or that soldiers sought refuge in the cave from the Danes, and w T ere either 
killed there or starved to death. 

The coins so far identified date back to the time of Cenwulf, a Mercian 
king who ruled about 800 A. D. Articles of personal adornment were also 
found. 

The “cob dollar” was a Spanish dollar which at one time had wfide cir¬ 
culation in the United States. In 1778 when the Articles of Confederation 
were adopted, the cob or Spanish dollar was used in practically all business 
transactions throughout the colonies. Owing to its convenience it was 
adopted with slight changes as our standard dollar. Even the dollar sign 
originated on those cob dollars coined in Spain and her American colonies. 

In Central Africa money is not in use yet. There are three modes of 
buying and selling. The first is for exchange article for article, direct. The 
second is by using a useful medium of exchange, which w r e will call currency. 
The third one is the western method of using a useless object in exchange; 
this we will call money. 

In South Africa the natives use cattle as money, exchanging cattle for 
goods, and the same cattle changing hands tor other goods. More usually, 
however, there is barter pure and simple, ivory and useful objects to buy 
beads, trinkets, wire and other goods. 

Further north, in the Transvaal, there is actual money, in the shape of 
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home made wire, with a rough knob on the end. In the west, and in the 
Congo, we find H-shaped copper plates used as money. On the Upper 
Congo we find imitation swords serving the purpose, while lower down on 
the Stanley Falls we find the ax blade. In many South African tribes the 
hoe is used. In Sierre Leone they have amusing imitation knife blade money: 
one end is thin and twisted, the other widening to two points. The Basongo 
and Bankutu on the Congo use throwing knives. 

In Denmark and Norway have the silver coins been replaced by nickel 
coins, the lower denominations ’with a central hole, so they can easily be 
distinguished from the old coins. In reporting these coinages some papers 
have pointed out that the new- coins are not valid in Sweden. 

No. of course not. It was never intended they should be. In fact, that 
was the real and only reason for making the change. The old silver coins of 
the two countries only too willingly went to that country, to the great loss 
ol the countries of issue. It was to eliminate smuggling that coins in base 
metal were struck. / 

Some one has asked me for some data on the Charlotte, N. C., mint. In 
looking up its history I found the following: The assay office at Charlotte 
was established in 1837 and was closed on June 30, 1913, congress having 
failed to make provisions for its support beyond that date. Its equipment 
was shipped to other institutions of the service. It was discontinued for 
the reason that the receipts of bullion at that office w r ere insufficien to war¬ 
rant its continuance. This office was originally established as a coinage 
mint by the act approved March 3, 1835. The Charlotte office was designed 
to serve the gold producing districts of the southern Appalachian region, 
which at that time comprised the gold mining territory of the United States 
From 1838 to 1861 the Charlotte mint coined gold in denominations of half 
eagles, quarter eagles and dollars, to a total value of $5,059,188. After the 
Civil war the assay office at Charlotte was re-established by act of congress 
dat$d March 19, 1867, and was maintained until the close of the fiscal year 1913. 


An Indian arrowdiead, made out of a genuine ruby weighing 15 karats, 
terms part of a wonderful collection of ancient relics in possession of W. E. 
Snavely of Taylor, Tex. He found this arrowhead near there and what is 
< garded as most remarkable, he also found a large number of other arrow¬ 
heads, some rubies, some sapphires and some of ah unknown transparent 
substance. So far as known, these arrowheads of precious stone are the 
only ones of their kind ever found. How they came to be made of these 
stones instead of flint is not known. It is the general theory that the 
arrowheads of rubies and sapphires once belonged to some famous Indian 
chief. Expert jewelers have examined these relics and pronounce them to 
be 'genuine precious stones.—Sent by Schneider.

BEGAN WITH TOBACCO TAGS; NOW ONE OF AMERICA’S GREATEST 

STAMP COLLECTORS. 

Tobacco tag collecting was his hobby when he was 16 years old and now, 
Clifford W. Kissinger is the owner of one of America’s great stamp collections, 
containing 60,000 specimens of incomputable value. Kissinger just returned 
from a convention of stamp enthusiasts at Montreal and announced his in¬ 
tention to father an association of amateur collectors in Reading, Pa. 

He’s been aii officer of the Society of Philatelic Americans for nine years 
and in his collection he has an assortment of Argentine stamps which have 
been borrowed by foreign societies as standards for research. 

He smiles with satisfaction and with love when he talks of his Norwegian 
collection which is not duplicated. He has 4,800 of the first issue of 
stamps ever used by Norway and they are cancelled with the serial numbers 
of 480 post offices, each “surcharging,” as the collectors call it, every stamp 
with its own number. The Norwegian stamps alone are worth $10,000. 

“First I collected the old tin tags on tobacco plugs and the colored cards 
and ‘ribbons and flags which used to appear with cigarette boxes, then I w a- 
16 years old. The stamp ‘bug’ hit me about that time and for $7 I bought 
35 stamps. They were the black, New York 5-cent denomination and tin 
man I bought them from was pleased with 20 cents each. Now their price 
is $85 each and I’ve sold all but two of them.” 

Among his dearest possessions is a $5,000 denomination L. S. revenue 
stamp, of which only 12 were ever printed and only three now in existence 
It is the rarest revenue stamp in the world, according to Kissinger. 

"But also I have two $5 denomination proprietary revenue stamps found 
on an American bay rum bottle in a London warehouse. They are worth 
$5,000. 

“When we were both young, Horace S .Althouse, now assistant postmaster 
in Reading, and I collected stamps together,’ 'he said, “and I’ve been at it 
ever since. You know in those days some of the tobacco companies would 
exchange 25 of their collected cards for an album of cheap stamps. From tin 
tags to cigarette cards to stamps and now—iook at them!” 

In 18.94 he published the “Pennsylvania Philatelist,” one number, 200 
pages, and in 1898 the "Perforator.” In 1892 he was author and publisher 
of the “Collectors’ Hand Bock,’ ’and issued “Kissinger’s Philatelic Post Card,” 
1892-94. He was founder and first president of the Philatelic Sons of America, 
1894, and president of the Society of Philatelic Americans, 1913-22. While 
he headed the latter organization the membership increased from 300 to 
3,000. He is also a past officer of the American Philatelic Society, and a 
member of the Garfield-Perry Club, Philadelphia Stamp Club, Collectors’ Club 
of New York, and the Royal Philatelic Society of Great Britain.—Reading 
paper.

•dealers w'hich shortly followed it, and other such meeting have been arranged 
by the Belgian, Swiss and German stamp fraternity. Why not try in U.

PREPARING FOR NEW YORK. 

During the next month we should also have the lull prospectus of the 
iorthcoming great international philatelic exhibition in New York. The ex¬ 
hibition does not take place until October of next year, but it is none too soon 
to examine the prospects held forth in the prospectus and to make one’s 
Plans for exhibiting and for visiting the exhibition. America is counting 
upon the cordial co-operation of British and European collectors in sending 
ot their best, and, as I gathered during a run round several continental 
countries last month, European philatelists are taking a great interest in the 
New York enterprise. 

In Canada there is the Montreal Exhibition this October, which promises 
to be of very real interest, and to do much to instil new philatelic life in the 
Dominion. 1 am afraid our Canadian colleagues have been a little disap¬ 
pointed at not receiving more support for this exhibition from their Mother 
Country, and it is a great pity that some of our big collectors have not sent 
some choice things to Montreal. However, where the conservative collector 
at home has been backward, our friends of the Collectors’ Club of New York 
have.splendidly filled the gap, and Montreal will have no lack of fine material 
■for the Canadian philatelists and public to inspect.—Postage Stamp.

A “SCANDAL” ABOUT A STAMP. 

A “Scandal” that is probably by now forgotten was that which arose in 
1901 over the new stamp for King Edward VlI's accession. The commission 
lor the design was given by the King himself to Herr Emil Fuchs, a well- 
known Viennese artist and sculptor, but many people considered that work 
ci that kind ought to have been given to an Englishman. Questions were 
asked about it in Parliament, and cartoons and poems on it appeared in the 
papers. Fuchs has just completed his autobiography, “With Pencil, Brush 
and Chisel,” which Messrs. Putnam are publishing in the autumn, and in which 
I hear he refers to the stamp incident at some length.—Daily News. 
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POST CARDS FROM NORTH POLE TO FORT DODGfc 

Five post cards that traveled into the far north with Raold Amundsen 
during his recent attempt to reach the pole by aeroplane came to Fort Dodge 
la., from King’s Bay, where a few weeks ago the ice covered plane came 
winging out of the north after the pole seeker and his party had been giv¬ 
en up for lost. 

The cards are the property of O. H. Bohannen,, Fort Dodge numismatist, 
and the story that surrounds them is varied and interesting. It is a tale of 
a voyage from Oslo to Fort Dodge, and from Fort Dodge to King’s Bay 
Then there is the history of the dash to the pole that was one of the most 
successful failui'es in the history of polar exploration. 

In April, 1924, Mr. Bohannen, who is a 33rd degree sleuth on the trail of 
stamps and coins, learned that 6,000 postcards were to be offered for sale as 
a means of aiding the Amundsen polar flight expedition. The cards were 
to be given world wide distribution. Their buyers were ordered to sign them 
and retui-n them to Oslo. Later they were to be carried in one iof the 
Amundsen planes. Stamp collectors always on the track of something off the 
beaten paths of the postal ; world, saw the possibilities of a post card 
that had been to the pole and reached there by air, and snapped up the issue 
•of 6,000. 

Mr. Bohannen secured six of the cards. He mailed one of them to Oslo 
himself. The other four were sent by friends. That was over a year ago. 
The expedition that was to have started for the pole last summer failed to 
materialize and thf* Americans, who bought, and mailed the polar post cards, 
forgot about them. 

Then came the announcement that Amundsen had taken off for the pole, 
d r. Bohannen and the other 5,999 with a personal interest in the expedition 
followed its every move. When the planes had been missing for a fortnight 
they gave Amundsen up for lost and the cards with him. When the lone ship 
i ame out of the north they said that the pasteboards were surely abandoned 
with other material Infinitely more valuable. 

White Polar Bear. 

Last week, though the cards came drifting in. They bore a King’s Bay 
post mark and a stamp bearing a white polar bear. An accompanying 
dispatch said that while food and valuable instruments were left in the 
stalled plane, Amundsen had carried out his obligation to the 6,000 and brought 
back the sack containing the cards. 

As a souvenir of history making flight, the cards are valuable, but their 
cash value has already risen a hundred times in the stamp market. There 
Is a standing offer of $100 each for them in many cities, an offer that is not 
being taken. Stamp values have a habit of increasing in time. 

As far as is known Mr. Bohannen has the only examples of the polar 
cards in the state, and probably most of the very few in the west. Most of 
them w r ere snatched up by European collectors who had a better opportunity 
to secure them. 


One catalog of England lists 41,112 stamps; the total number in the new' 
< dition is 43,279, thus showing that 2,167 new stamps have been issued during 
the last twelve months. Of the granc^ total Europe has issued 12,895, Asia 
7,940, Africa 9,924, America 7,320, the West Indies 2,845, and that widely- 
scattered area known as Oceania 2,355. 
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THE SCHOOLBOYS’ EXHIBITION. 

The young collectors are at last to have an exhibition all to themselves, 
which wil be held at the Royal Horticultural Hall, London, from January 2 
to January 8, 1926. 

In the great philatelic exhibitions of the past few years the openings for 
the real junior have been all too limited, and the vast collections of the ad¬ 
vanced collectors have almost crowded out the albums of the young folk. 

For one glorious week school boys and girls are to have the Royal 
Horticultural Hall, Westminster, all to themselves. 

The Stamp Section is being arranged by Mr. Fred J. Melville, who is 
devising novel and interesting competitions within the scope of the collector 
of school age. 

A handsome challenge cup will be the premier award, but there will be 
numerous prizes in all sections of this stamp exhibition. 

The following is a preliminary outline of the scheme of competitions, 
etc. Further particulars will be published in due course, but meanwhile we 
trust our readers will do their best to arouse their young friends to make 
active preparation take part in the competitions. 

Stamp Section. 

*1.—The best arranged general collection. 2.—The best arranged and 
v.ritten-up collection of stamps of any one country or colony. 3.—The best 
arranged collection of stamps illustrating any one special subject, such as 
Aviation, Art, Enginering, Navigation, History, Geography .Religion, Sport, 
Mythology, Economics, Biography, or any subject with which stamps can 
be associated. 

Rules of Competition. 

1-—The competition is open to boys and girls under eighteen years of 
age. 2.—Collections in Section 1 may be on printed or plain, bound or loose- 
leal albums. Collections in Sections 2 and 3 should be on loose leaves or 
thin cards. 3.—First, second and third prizes will be given in each Section 
and consolation prizes at the discretion of the judge. 4.—The challenge trophy 
will be awarded to the competitor wriiose exhibit in any of the three sections 
is considered to be the most meritorious. 5.—The decision of the judge shall 
be final, and competitors must abide loyally by his verdict. 


COVERS AS AN I N VESTMENT.—By Rev. T. R. Kimball. 

A few r notes showing the increase in value on covers carried through the 
air. 1 lie French Nantes cover was priced in Champion’s catalog at $3.00 and 
is now marked at $30.00 and it’s almost impossible to find one at that price. 

The Bahama flights marked at $3.75 in 1922 while today it’s also $30.00. 
fhe man who flew most of these covers has only two left and it is generally 
regarded as un-obtainable at the $30.00 quotation. 

The Belgium Ghent cover is marked at $3.00 three years ago and it is also 
$30.00 today. 

The Canal Zone was priced at $10.00 and it’s w'orth $35.00 or more today. 

Toronto from New' York jumped from $3.00 to $40.00. 

The Danish Nevsted was $12.50 and today it’s worth $60.00. 

As for the early U. S. flights, the real Pioneers from 1911 to 1915, are 
very scarce indeed and are fetching all sorts of prices. 

These, are of course, a few sample selections. There are many other 
items that have increased several 100 per cent. 
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THE CRAWFORD, TAPLING AND T1LLEARD MEDALS. 

The announcement that the Council of the Royal Philatelic Society have 
awarded the Crawford Medal for 1925 to Messrs. Justus Anderssen and Henrik 
Dethloff makes pathetic reading, tor, as. recorded elsewhere in these columns, 
Tie latter passed away a few weeks ago. The award is in token of the pro¬ 
fundity of the work on the “Postage Stamps of Norway, 1855-1924,” in which 
Messrs. Dethloff and Anderssen collaborated. This is the second time the 
award has gone to joint authors, necessitating the preparation of two speci¬ 
mens of the gold medal; which fact prompts the “London Philatelist” to re¬ 
mark that the practice of joint authorship, “which might not even be limited 
to two persons, is not on.* which should be encouraged.” The previous 
holders of this medal, which represents the highest honor the Royal Philatelic 
Society has power to confer, are: 1920. Hugo Griebert; 1921, E. I). Bacon. 
C.V.O.: 1922, Charles Nissen and Bertram McGowan; 1923, C. Lathrop Pack; 
1924, Lieut.-Col. G. S. F. Napier. 

The Tapling Medal for 1925 has been awarded to Capt. C. J. S. Jewell for 
his paper on the “Plating of the Rivadavia 5c.. Plate Ilf and the Identifica¬ 
tion of each of the Four Plates,” and the TiHeard Medal to Mr. W. Doming 
Beekton for his display of “Afghanistan Sher Ali Issues, with special refer¬ 
ence to retouches.” The previous holders of these medals are: Tapling— 
-920, C. Lathrop Pack; 1921, W. Doming Beekton; 1922, R. B. Yardley; 1923, 
Herbert R. Oldfield; 1924, B. Goodfeliow.

Publishers, as a rule ,are only too willing to help the Post Office Depart¬ 
ment in every possible way, and do not object to a reasonable increase if it 
gets the Post Office employees better wages, but a jump to twelve cents can 
hardly be considered as “reasonable.” In the ordinary walks of life we would

Wouldn’t it be more lair to hav«* “split the difference” and made the rate 
.SIX CENTS instead of twelve. 

You, Friend Reader, can help tin publisher by jumping at your Senator 
for an extensive change in the postage ratings and conditions. Help the 
other fellow who is always helping you. Get at that Senator of yours, and 
make it “strong.” 

THE PRINCE'S POSTMARK. 

Mr. Bishop sends us a letter posted on the Royal train while it was 
standing in Durban Station, Africa, it bears a 2d. Union adhesive, which has 
a distinctive cancellation inscribed “SOUTH AFRICA” over “ROYAL TOUR,” 
in the upper part of an oval, in the center of which is the date (9 Jun 25), 
with the same inscription expressed in Dutch below it. Surmounting the 
oval is the Arms of the Union, but there is no town or other obliteration on 
this particular Envelope. 
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COLLECTING STAMPS ONLY FIVE YEARS, ALBANIAN’S EXHIBIT 

WINS FIRST PRIZE. 

Theodore Horton Jr., Albany, wa^ awarded a first prize tor his specialized 
collection at the International Exhibition at Montreal. More than 150 col¬ 
lectors from England, France, Holland, Canada and the United States com¬ 
peted. Many had been collecting stamps for twenty years. 

Mr. Horton, who is twenty-one, was the youngest exhibitor. His col¬ 
lection is a study of the first three cent stamp issue which was put out by 
the United States government in 1851. Mr. Horton catalogued more than 
twenty-eight varieties of this stamp; detected the plate defects that distin¬ 
guished them and arranged them in sequence. 

“I enjoy my collecting immensely and recommend it as a hobby that is 
bound to be satisfying,” says Mr. Horton. 

“My collection holds more than ten thousand stamps. My United States 
stamps number six thousand. And I have a specimen of practically every 
stamp that has ever been issued ov the United States government.” 

‘‘I do not own many really rare stamps, because they cost many thou¬ 
sands of dollars. But to be a stamp enthusiast one does- not need to spend 
large sums of money for rare and expensive stamps. It is just as much fun 
to study the more ordinary hinds.” 

‘I have concentrated my efforts on a special collection of three cent 
stamps issued by the government in 1851. There are twenty-eight major 
varieties of these stamps. I have sorted them, catalogued them and detected 
the various plate defects. There is a science about the study of plate de 
fects. Few people realize the detail there is in such work.” 

‘‘The newest development of my hobby is the special collection of air 
mail stamps. One that 1 value highly was carried by the Shenandoah on 
one of its three trips with mail. 

“There are a number of Albany people interested in stamps although 1 
was the only one from. The Capitol District who exhibited at Montreal. -Sent 
by Hettinger. 


We deeply regret to have to record the demise of a well known Norwegian 
philatelist, Mr. Henrik Dethloff, who passed away in Oslo on Juno 17 at the 
i.ge of fifty-eight. He had been ill for many months, and, although he man¬ 
aged pluckily to carry through his many duties in connection with the Chris¬ 
tiania Philatelic Exhibition last September, ho had to take to his bed im¬ 
mediately afterwards. Heart failure was the cause of his death. The Editor 
o: the “Stamp Collectors’ Fortnightly,” who knew him intimately, says that 
Henrik Dethloff was the most experienced philatelist in Norway. Although 
stamp dealing was a side-business, and he was the best known dealer in 
<'slo, he was much more of ihe student and stamp lover than dealer. He did 
much to encourage promising young philatelists to specialize in Norwegian 
stamps, and he was co-author with Dr. Justus Anderssen of the important 
standard work on Norwegian stamps. He was persona grata with the postal 
authorities, as a student of and authority on Norwegian stamps, and was 
admitted to the examination of the archives, and secured the official assist¬ 
ance in the recognition of the great work “Norges Frimoerker.” 

It is a cruel irony of fate that this gentle soul should be borne away 
just as the announcement is made that, as stated elsewhere in this number, 
he has been awarded the Crawford Medal for the present year. 
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STAMP COLLECTORS’ LATEST. 

There is money in air mail covers. The envelopes, with their duly can¬ 
celled postage stamps, that have covered communications carried by airplane 
in the first transcontinental flights and by airship in the first oversees flights 
have a money value. They have come bounding into philately as the most 
attractive productions in many years. Stamp dealers have eagerly picked 
them up. They are things that cannot be multiplied. Never again will any 
postage stamps bear the imprint placed upon the stamps attached to mail 
covers conveyed by the Los Angeles on her trial trips to Bermuda and 
Porto Rico. 

For the covers which * went out on the airship’s first flight to Bermuda 
the stamp dealers now charge $2 each. On her second trip the Los Angeles 
was given a big load of mail, 20,000 letters being put on board. Collectors 
and dealers had waked up, it seemed, to the opportunity furnished to them 
by the novelty of oversea air mail, and had made sure that there would be 
mail enough to satisfy their desires. But the supply was inadvertently made 
too large for the extent of a high-price demand, and 25 cents a cover has 
been quoted as the selling price. 

Thus the Los Angeles has done something in the way of making 
philatelic history. The Shenandoah has been out of it, being attached 
to the navy and unavailable for postal service. Transoceanic air mail, over 
the Atlantic or a major part of the Pacific, will probably be inaugurated by 
a test flight of the Los Angeles, before the projected giantesses, more than 
twice her size, are able to take to the air, and the prospect id that the 
envelopes carried on that voyage will fetch the highest figures in the market, 
unless the ship is swamped with an extraordinary load of mail. —Sent by Allen. 


Methods of arranging stamps are always of interest to collectors. The 
arrangement of a collection that will grace a Canadian library, being mounted 
by an American philatelist, will be carried out on an unique plan to show the 
international-aspect of philately. The collection in question belongs to Colonel 
Stuart Haskell, who gave it to the public library at Rock Island, Quebec, and 
Derby Line, Vermont (one name). The town itself is of interest because it 
lies in both Canada and the United States; in some of the stores the buyer 
in front of the counter is in Canada and the clerk behind the counter is in 
the United States, and in other stores vice versa. The Library, however, is 
» ntirely in Canada. The collection contains mainly British North America, 
United States of America, and British Colonials and will be displayed in 
a steel cabinet, specially' built at a cost of $500, with drawers, or slides, 28 
inches wide and 10 inches in length, so constructed that the sections con¬ 
taining them may be built up like a sectional bookcase.—Gossip.

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THE REACTION FROM SPECIALISM. 

Signs arc- nbt wanting of a reaction against specialism, which has now 
become as nearly impossible to the rank and file as the ambition of earlier 
days to make one’s general collection complete. Since the only excuse for 
specialism is thoroughness, general collecting is again coming into its own 
with the majority, to whom, indeed, it is the only means of collecting possible. 
Despite the critics, general collectors always did preponderate numerically, 
even at society meetings, although the specialists' made more noise. The 
quiet majority who have “nothing to show” are all general collectors, but 
their philatelic knowledge is often broader thari that of the specialist who 
often knows little outside his own furrow, and they are the backbone of the 
hobby. More power to the general collector!—Philatelic Magazine, London. 

BARGAINS AT BALTIMORE S. P. A. CONVENTION. 

Tuesday evening, August 11th, was “auction night” at the Maryland 
Academy of Sciences, when two hundred collectors gathered there to see 
657 seta of stamps sold under the hammer. It was also “bargain night;” 
great values were to be sacrificed so that Baltimore stamp fanciers could 
augment their collections. A few of the “bargains” are thus listed in the 
Baltimore “Sun:”—“Stamp issued by James Madison Buchanan, postmaster 
al Baltimore in 1845. Valued at §800, sold for $565. Black stamp (uncancel- 
ed) rare. Valued at $100, soid for $75.25. 24-cent stamp, ‘center inverted’—a 
copy of this standard rarity. Valued at $500, sold for *35h.” See cut sold by 
Oh 1 man. 

STAMPS OF THE RIFF? 

One of the Belgian papers recently published a photograph of a bank-note 
of the Riff leader, Abdel Krim. The inscriptions on this (apparently) en¬ 
graved note read “State Bank of the Riff. Five Riffans, equal to fifty English 
pence; bon pour cinq francs d’or.” After the bank-notes we may expect, to 
see the Riffs issue their own postage stamps. And, if there be any virtue in 
the reported treaty oi which the Matin gave details on August 5th, the 
autonomous State of the Riff” will clamor for a page in our albums before 
very long.—Fortnightly. 


FIRST ESPERANTO STAMP. 

Two new stamps have just been issued by Russia in commemoration of 
the work of Professor Popoff in wireless telegraphy research. The design 
shows a portrait of the professor, with wireless masts in the background. 
The inscription “Inventisto de Radio” is in Esperanto, this being the first 
time this language has been officially used on a postage stamp. 


ACTRESSES ON STAMPS. 

The news that Germany is to have a new issue of stamps recalls the 
little-known fact that it was Anna Fuhring who appeared in armour on all 
tne pfenning stamps from 1900 to 1921. She is probably the only actress 
advertised all over the world by stamps. — London paper. 

At a sale of stamps from ihe Ferrari collection in Paris a block of four 
unused one-franc vermilion French of 18 49, one pair being tete-beche, was 
sold for 200,500f. (about £2,300). A pair of one-franc carmine, tete-beche, 
fetched 35,000f. (about £400). 









THE PHILATELIC WEST 


WORLD’S EARLIEST STAMP ON DISPLAY. 

From Cleveland, O., Plain Dealer, is^ue of June 7, 1925: The first stamp 
the world ever saw was displayed at Public library in Philadelphia, June 27. 
It. belongs to E. S. Brown, who, with other members of the Garfield-Perry 
Stamp Club, tilled ten cases in the John G. White corridor with stamps 
worth thousands of dollars. 

“A British schoolmaster originated the idea of stamps,” Brown said 
yesterday. “Before there were any, the fellow who got the letter had to pay 
ihe postage. If he refused to pay the postage, the government had done 
it. work for nothing. 

“Separated members of families used to make agreement! to cheat John 
Bull. If Mr. Smith had to be away from his wife he would tell her before 
leaving. ‘When the postman brings you a letter from me and you see the 
address in the lower left hand corner, refuse to take it, for it only brings 
you word that I am well, and has no news. If the address is in the upper 
ught corner, pay for it, for it will be important.’” 

C. E. Burckel showed stamps of the Philippine issue during the Spanish- 
American war. He had one stamp which carried a letter sent from Manila 
by the American forces the day after Manila was occupied by Dewey. Other 
stamps were shown by W. W. McLaren, William Langdon, F. W. Grant, Robert 
Molitor. James Young, H. C. Allen and William Chamberlain. 

The exhibit was given in connection with a school stamp contest the 
same day. The club awarded a prize of 3,000 stamps mounted in a Scott’s 
1925 album to the winner in Class A, and a book of 2,000 stamps was given 
by the Western Reserve Stamp club to the winner in Class B.—Sent by Paige. 


STAMP COLLECTORS IN SESSION. 

Letter writers in 1856 who decorated their mail with stamps issued that 
year by the British Guiana government little dreamed that one of those very 
stamps would bring more than $30,000 sixty-six years later. 

A single stamp of 1856 w r as sold to Arthur Hind, a stamp collector of 
Ftica, N. Y., for $32,500 three years ago in Paris during an auction of the 
great Baron Ferrari collection. 

The story of the most valuable ^siamp in the world was told at the 
American Philatelic Society’s annual convention in Los Angeles. - 

Hind also has in his collection two Mauritius stamps which cost approxi¬ 
mately $50,000. These w r ere exhibited for the first time at the London 
International Stamp Exhibition in 1923. 

Valuable stamps often are discovered under peculiar circumstances. A 
stamp collector happened to be on hand during the wrecking of an old house 
in New York recently. A dilapidated trunk, stuffed with papers and old 
letters, was unearthed. The collector bought the packet of letters for $25 and 
on investigation found he had a group of stamps valued at $200,000. 

This year marks the fortieth anniversary of the Philatelic Society. 

One of West’s oldest readers was S. J. Jones, 71, of Santa Maria, CaliL. 
vho has been a stamp collector for 30 years, and J. Tardotton Armstrong, 77. 
of Beverly Hills, who has been gathering stamps since 1845, met at the 
American Philatelic Society’s convention at Los Angeles in August.

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A SUCCESSFUL FAILURE. 

On thi‘ occasion of the recent visit of the American Fteet, a social eve¬ 
ning was arranged, at the suggestion of the Melbourne Philatelic Club, by the 
Philatelic Society of Victoria, Prahran Philatelic Society and Melbourne 
Philatelic Club, to extend a welcome to any philatelists among the visitors. 
Arrangements were made through the State Reception Committee for due 
publicity to be given io this function among the Americans, but subsequent 
enquiries have proved that in this # respect “someone had blundered.” The 
gathering duly took place on Monday evening, July 27, at the Queen’s Hall, 
Collins street, and though local philatelists turned up in force, the visitors 
were conspicuous by their absence. The meeting, therefore, resolved itself 
into a combined social gathering of the Melbourne societies—the first of 
its kind to be held, excluding the various celebrations at the time of the 
Melbourne Congress. A number of choice collections were on view. In its 
amended form, the gathering was voted a pronounced success, and the sug¬ 
gestion was heard on all sidesj and openly voiced by Major F. L. Billinghurst, 
that such combined evenings should become a ■regular thing in future. At 
the least* the meeting has done much to bring members of the three societies 
inro closer harmony.—Victoria Record. 


FASHIONS IN STAMPS. 

In a paper read the other week before the London Society. Mr. Robert 
Ehrenbach descanted upon “Fashions in Stamps,” and spoke of the way in 
which certain countries are all the rage and certain other countries are left 
cut in the cold. “I will just mention a few,” said Mr. Ehrenbach, “which 
mighi repay anybody largely the trouble ot working them up—countries to 
suit every purse, and may it be hoped also everybody’s taste. Of the cheaper 
countries I should name U. S., Chili, Greece, Dutch Colonies, Egypt, Spanish 
and Danish West Indies. These are all very straightforward, and there is 
no humbug with surcharges or collectors’ issues about them. The Perkins- 
Bacon issues of Chili are as pretty stamps as any I could name, and their 
shades, paper and watermarks afford enough material for quite an elaborate 
study, considering how little is still known about them.”—S. C. F., 15'6195. 

A DANISH PERFORATION. 

“Can you, or your readers, give me any information about a stamp in 
my possession?” writes “Optimistic Philatelist.” “II is a Denmark 16 skilling 
gray and green, perf. 12%, 13. I have worn out three magnifying glasses and 
six perforation gauges over the thing, but still it comes out at 12%, 13. I can 
find no record of such a stamp, though I admit I can only read Hanciau in 
translation. I should be glad to send you the stamp for examination if you 
would return it insured for the £100,000, which I take to be its value. Why 
worry about Mauritius of British Guiana? Or perhaps you would buy it for 
15s. ?”— Stamp Collecting. 

The receipt of the new monumental work of the stamps of Denmark (re¬ 
viewed on another page by Mr. Nils Strandell) reminds us ol the great 
advantage Continental publishers have over English ones in their ability to 
illustrate stamps in color The edition de luxe contains two official reprints 
et stamps of the first type, neatly mounted on a plate with hinges in approved 
philatelic laehion. 
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U. S. SURCHARGES ENVELOPES WITH ONE-CENT STAMP. 

Washington.—Government economy has produced a new variety of post¬ 
age stamp which will be sought by collectors who have been busy rounding 
up specimens of the Norse-American, Lexington-Concord, and Pilgrim com¬ 
memorative issues and of those made necessary by the increased'postage rates. 

The new variety is a surcharged 1% cent stamped envelope. Large stock 
of the 1 cent stamped envelope, rendered useless by the increase of the 
third-class rate to 1% cents, will be surcharged in the center of the stamp 
imprint with the numerals 1V 2 and the 1 cent numerals will be obliterated 
with four vertical bars. When the first class postage was reduced from 3 
to 2 cents after the war large supplies of 3 cent stamped envelopes were 
surcharged 2 cents. 

Some 1 cent stamped envelopes will be kept by postmasters for drop 
letters at non-free delivery offices and for inclosing books and catalogues 
of twenty-four pages or more, still mailable at the 1 cent rate for each 
twenty ounces. 


JAMAICA'S MEDAL. 

Mr. G. C. Gunter, the Hon Secretary of the Jamaica Philatelic Society, 
favors us with photographs of the obverse and reverse of the medal which 
was presented by that society to the Third Australian and New Zealand 
Philatelic Congress and Exhibition for 1924. The medal rvas awarded for the 
best exhibit of Jamaica stamps, and was won by Mr. C. S. Fraser. The 
Jamaica Philatelic Society is anxious to encourage the collection of Jamaica 
stamps, and to this end is willing to offer a medal at recognized exhibitions. 
The present one is the first awarded by that society since the London Inter¬ 
national Philatelic Exhibition of 1923, v r hen it was won by the Rev. C. S. 
Morton.

Finland has followed the lead of other countries with a new cancellation 
mark exhorting the public to SUOSIKAA KOTIMAISTA TYOTA—i.e. “Sup¬ 
port Home Industries.” 

Meanwhile Guatemala has joined the coffee war, for Mr. W. Ward de¬ 
scribes a new postal propaganda mark of that republic, claiming (in English, 
and also in French) that “Guatemala coffee is the best in all the world.” 


$3,600 PAID FOR 30-CENT STAMP. 

New York. — An American 30-cent stamp of an 1861 issue sold for $3,600 
to Philip H. Ward, Philadelphia philatelist, at an auction today at the Col¬ 
lectors’ Club. The stamp w r as one which had been withdrawn from circula¬ 
tion for redesign and reissue after only a few had been released. Mr. Ward 
stated that he had purchased the stamp for a Philadelphia collector.—Sent 
by Mardon. 


The postmaster general finds that it will be impossible to place the head 
of Woodrow Wilson on postage stamps for some time to come. He has 
earned a place on an important stamp, of course, and his dignified and 
scholarly face will appear there at the first good opportunity.—Lincoln paper.

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EQUITABLE EXCHANGING—3y Carl O. Selander, Exchange Superintendent, 
Society of Philatelic Americans, Edgewater, Colorado. 

PART I- 

One of the most fascinating games that the collector can engage in is 
that of exchanging. Each circuit that visits an exchanger carries its thrill 
of anticipation. It is surprising to learn how many collectors there are who 
do not understand how a society exchange department operates. It is im¬ 
material to what society you may belong as a collector; if that society 
maintains an up to date exchange department with a competent manager in 
charge, you, as a member are a loser if you do not participate in its activi¬ 
ties. As modern exchange departments are now operated the exchanging of 
stamps is on an exact and equitable basis. 1 know of no other manner where 
a collector can dispose of surplus desirable duplicates to such advantage as 
through an exchange department. Its service is so broad and clientele so 
general that stamps from any and all countries can be moved with higher 
average results than through any other method. Years ago exchange de¬ 
partments failed with uniform regularity. At that time the popular idea of 
an exchange department w'as that it was a place to send the duds and culls 
of philately with the thought in back of the mind that maybe something 
good would be picked up in return. Modern exchange departments do not 
fail. The material appearing^n their circuits is of as fine a quality as will 
be seen in any sales circuit or over the. counter of any dealer. For years, 
as a member ot various philatelic societies and clubs, I have been an ardent 
supporter and participator of their exchange departments. Each year I 
have added many hundreds of dollars catalog value of stamps to my col¬ 
lection by offering desirable stamps tor exchange and expecting as good in 
return. 1 have had exceptional opportunities to study the operation of ex¬ 
change departments and have managed the department for other national 
societies. New ideas have been carefully studied, methods tried out until 
gradually the operating of an exchange department has become my hobby 
xv ith collcting a side line. For two years 1 have been so busy working the 
exchange department that I have not had time to open my albums or mount 
a stamp' in any of my collections. All exchange departments function on 
similar principles, any differences being merely in minor matters of detail. 
In this series of articles I will explain to you what these principles are. 
Specific comment is directed to the exchange department of the SOCIETY 
OF PHILATELIC AMERICANS of which I am at present the manager. 

\ our society provides departments which every member is privileged 
to use and expected to use. A society composed of members using the 
various departments is a live society and it is my personal opinion that no 
cne should belong to a society who does not avail himself of the services 
his society provides. The membership of a national society is diversified, 
all classes of collectors are enrolled under its banners from the boy beginner 
to the millionaire specialist. We have the general collector and practically 
all classes of specialists. The exchange department is the mutual meeting 
place. Here the general collector can enter stamps of interest to other 
general collectors and possibly the specialist. Here the specialist can enter 
stamps that always interest the general collector and in turn see books of 
his specialties. # The society must and should be behind the exchange de¬ 
partment and work for it. The membership has obligations to its manager. 
Use the exchange department fo the limit of your duplicates. Interest your 
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collector friends in your society and its exchange department explaining 
how the department works. With co-operation of this kind the exchange 
department, of any society cannot help but be a huge success which will re¬ 
flect back to the benefit of the entire society and membership. An ex¬ 
change department cannot be a one sided affair, all society or all manager. 
If it is failure would be ordained from the start; the society or the manager 
would loose interest and a change would be inevitable. 

The success or failure of any exchange department is dependent on the 
interest and work which the manager will put into his job. It is a real job 
with money to handle, books and records to keep and much valuable property 
to look after. In a national' society where a great nsany members avail them¬ 
selves of the services of the exchange department much detail work has to 
b; done. Every day brings its quota of mail. Members and prospects 
arc writing tor information. Orders for new books are received. New 
entries roll in which must be examined, entered in the records and indexed 
for th 1 ' circuits. Members wanting to know how books already in are doing. 
Special attention requests are irequently received. Circuit report sheets 
(low in which must be entered in the ledgers and filed. Circuits are being 
returned which must be checked up and perhaps the books therein will have 
to be retired. New circuits are being steadily sent: out to members having 
credits coming. There are (he monthly reporj^ to make up that consume a 
great deal of time. The manager has to carry on interdepartment corre¬ 
spondence with the other officers to keep things going smoothly. To top it 
off there are a host of other matters that take time, work and attention 
which must be tended to. I have often wondered why certain members are 
always so lacking in consideration of their society officers in the extra 
work they require them to do through their carelessness. An exchange 
department operates on well defined rules so simple all can understand. If 
ile se rules are followed all goes smoothly; if not the manager finds there 
is extra work to do. Save your manager this extra work by observing the 
rules that you agree to when you begin to use the service. It will save his 
time so he will be able to give you better attention on more important mat- 
t“rs. These multitudinous matters coming before the manager must be 
tended to promptly to keep Ihing.s moving smoothly; the fellow writing in is 
serious and to hold his interest his query must be tended to no matter what 
it is. The society having an exchange manager that will give these matters 
Lis full ateention is indeed fortunate; such a manager is a valuable asset to 
any society and in a large measure .will have much to do with the society’s 
success. The manager of your exchange department always gives these 
matters attention to the best of his ability and time available and has never 
knowingly slighted a letter. A love of the sport of philately has prompted 
him in developing the job and h“ is trying to do his share in popularizing 
cur most fascinating hobby. 


This is the first time in the history of the United States that half cent 
postage has been in use. The half cent stamps have been common in Canada, 
and the half penny stamp in all of the British possessions, for many years. 
They were first used in Canada in 1868: The half penny stamp was used by 
British colonies as early as 1852 but it was not until 1S7P that the mother 
country first used them. The half penny stamp of Great ^Britain and her 
colonies is equivalent to the one cent stamp of the United States. 
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SWEDEN. 

Sweden by the union of Calraar in 1397 was brought under one joint- 
sceptre with Denmark and Norway. 

In 1532 it emancipated itself from the Union with Denmark, and made 
its deliverer Gustaf Vasa, whose portrait we see on the stamps Scott's Nos. 
143 to 145, its king. 

Historians do not report that in his time any organized postal service 
existed in Sweden but it is recorded that under the reign of Gustavus 
Acjolphus a regular postal service was established between Stockholm ami 
Hamburg in the year 1620. 

In 1920 it was 300 years since this postal service commenced to function. 
Stamp No. 126 showing Gustavus Adolphus was issued to commemorate 
this 300th anniversary. 

Count Treffenberg in 1323 made a proposal in the Swedish Government 
of having stamped paper for payment of postage. This did not find approval. 

When in England Sir Rowland Hill published the pamphlet “Post Office 
Reform” the matter of having stamped paper was repeatedly taken up in 
the Swedish Chamber, but every time defeated. 

Only in 1855 was a bill to introduce postage stamps passed, and the 
first Swedish stamps, the skilling Banco stamps w r ere issued. 

The number printed of this first issue w'as small. The remainders wer* 
destroyed w'hich explains the high rarity of these stamps. 

In our offers on next pages w r e have made some notes about the issues 
we offer. 

Here we wish to mention that the numeral type (Scott’s Type A5) being 
vet cheap adapts itself with its varieties in shades, perforations and the 
. “posthorn on the back” variety very w r ell to an inexpensive specialism. With 
little money a fine display of several pages can be produced. 

The Gustaf V type (Scott’s Type All) makes a page in your collection, 
which if complete, outdoes many other pages of European issues by its 
dignified beauty, and can be had for a few dollars. 

The issue of 1920 and the various stamps issued since then up to this day 
including the official stamps, which latter’s use was discontinued on June 30, 
1920. should come in for attention. 

Among the stamp issues of the last five years are quite a few which by 
ail means should be added without delay to one’s collection. The time 
intervals, between the issues with their varying designs, colors, papers and 
perforations were, as the catalogue shows, very short and from this can be 
deducted that the numbers issued and used could not have been large. 

It is these stamps with cut short existence that will be exhausted soonest, 
and as we all know that short supplies make for high prices, nothing suggests 
itself more clearly defined, than to buy now. 

This to “Buy Now^” policy is a policy which seems with many of us so 
hard to adopt. Yet we know' the longer we defer its adoption the more 
we will have to pay—in the majority of cases—for our stamps.—Emco circular.

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NEW ISSUE NOTES.—By F. H. Hawley. 

(We are indebted to the Editor ot the West for many of the following 
notes of interest.) 

Abyssinia—The 6 guerches light blue and orange of the 1919 issue has 
been overprinted by a lg. provisional stamp, the surcharging being in Amharic 
and Roman characters. It is also reported that a definitive series of stamps 
are now being prepared. 

Alaouites — The 2, 3, 5, and .2Op stamps of the pictorial issue o*f Syria 
surcharged “Alaouites” in red have been surcharged again vertically “Avion” 
(Airpost) in green. » 

Antiqua—The 3p purple on yellow, script wink, has been issued on new- 
yellow paper. 

Argentine Rep. — The 5 pesos has been issued with the wmk. R. A. in suns. 

Bechuanaland Protectorate—The current 2d stamp of Great Britain with 
’he new- wmk. has been overprinted for use in this country (The Bazaar, 
London). 

Bulgaria- The 10s stamp of the new issue of this country showing the 
heraldic Lion of Tirnova in an oval has been issued. 10s red and green. 

Canal Zone- The current 3c and 14c stamps of the United States have, 
been overprinted CANAL ZONE, the overprinted on the 3c stamp is some¬ 
what larger than on the 14c and it remains to be seen whether or not there 
will be two types of this overprint on all of the other values of this series. 

China—The 7c re-engraved stamp of this country has beam issued in a 
deep purple shade somewhat darker than the previous issue. 

Ecuador—The 10c stamp of the present issue has been issued in a new 
color, 10c green. 

Esthonia—Francis J. Field, Ltd. informs us that the 1924 set of triangular 
Air Post stamps appeared perforated about July 14, last, the issue consisted 
of between 30,000 and 50,000 sets. (Mekeel’s Weekly.) 

Great Britain—The *4d postage due stamp has been issued on the new- 
w mk. paper. Printed in complete unbroken sheets of 240 wmk. sideways, top of 
crown to the right. (Stamp Collector.) 

Hong Kong — The $5 on emerald has been issued on script wmked. paper. 

Hedjaz—A complete new definitive issue of stamps for the Hachemite 
Government at .Jeddah has been printed by the Survey of Egypt at Cairo in 
a series of Arabesque designs approximated to those of the first Hedjaz 
stamps of the 1916-17 issue. They appear to be lithographed on semi-trans¬ 
parent paper and are perforated 1114x12 m. m. single line. A specimen of 
the 1% piastres value shown us by Messrs. Bright & Son, Ltd., is overprinted 
*v ertically with tw-o oblong panels containing an Arabic inscription in black. 
The new- series is composed as follows: V£pi. brow-n, (4pi. blue, %pi- rose, 
3pi. green, l%pi. orange, 2pi. gray green and the 5pi. orange brown. (The 
3'azaar, London.) 

Iracq—The 2 Rupee stamp has been issued in a new color, both for 
postage and “Service,” 2 Rupee bistre. 

Liechlenstien — A new 10 rappen stamp, printed in green on granite paper 
wmked. with a cross, pert. 11 K mm showing a view in Vaduz has made its 
appearance. (The Bazaar London.) 

Mauritius-—The 8c orange, arms type has been issued on script wmked. 
pa per. 

Mozambique—It is reported that the 30c and 60c stamps type of 1914 
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have been overprinted with the woid “PORTEADO” and then surcharged 
again with a new value as a postage due stamp, 20c on 30c slate-green, 50<: 
on 60c deep blue. (The Bazaar London.) 

New Guinea—The following high valued stamps of the new set have been 
issued, Ish. gray green, 2sh. carmine, 3sh. bistre and lOsh. pale rose. 

North West Pacific Island—From Whitfield King & Co. we learn that all 
the Australian stamps surcharged “N. W. Pacific Islands” have been with¬ 
drawn from sale. 

Papua—Two new bi-colored stamps have been issued for this country, 
1 !£d. brown and pale ultramarine, lOsh. pale ultramarine and green. 

Portuguese Guinea—The following stamps of this country have been 
issued in new colors, 2c gray and black, 24c bright blue, 25c. chocolate and 
black, 50c mauve and black, 5E ochre and black. IDE rose pink and 
black, 20E turquoise and black. (The Bazaar, London.) 

Salvador—A new 6c stamp with the view of a bridge in the center, the 
picture being inscribed “Puente sobre el Rio Lempa” has been issued. The 
color is blue. 

Samoa—The 3sh. value of New Zealand, queen’s head type has been 
surcharged “Samoa” in red for issue in this country. 

Spain—The new 10 pesetes stamp, king’s head type has been issued in 
brown. 

South-West Africa—The %d. postage due stamp has been printed locally 
on unwmked. paper, there are two settings of this surcharge, one being 16 
mm long and 14 mm between the two lines, while the other is 16 mm long 
and 12 mm between lines. (The Bazaar, London.) 

Syria—The 2, 3, 5 and 10 pi. stamps of t,his country have been surcharged 
“Avion” (Air Post.”) 

Tonga—A new value in aniline print has been issued, lOd. rose and black 

1 unis—The following parcel post stamps have been overprinted “Pro¬ 
tection de L’Infance” in three lines and then surcharged “POSTES” and new 
value for use as charity stamps, values are the lc on 5c brown and red, pink, 
ze on 10c brow r n and blue, yellow, 3c on 20c red violet and rose, lavender, 
5e on 25c slate green and rose, bluish, 5c on 40c rose and green, yellow, 10c 
on 50c violet and blue, lavender, 10c on 75c green and olive, greenish. 25c 
on Ifr. blue and green, bluish, 25c on 2fr. rose and violet, pinkish and the 
z5c- on 5fr. red brown, lemon. (The Bazaar, London.)

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GREAT FIND OF OLD STAMPS IN MAYFAIR. 

Philately has had its share of sensations, and many famous specimens 
Might be described as square inches of romance. A “Brattleboro” was dis- 
*o»ered by a ragpicker, and a mere boy first set eyes upon the world’s 
rarest stamp, the unique 1 cent magenta of British Guiana. Other great 
rarities owe their preservation to the white-haired old lady with a ribbon- 
bownd packet ot letters that stirred the tenderest emotions of her spring 
lirae The blue “Alexandria” was thus handed down to posterity on a love 
letter, which its recipient kept from profane eyes for sixty years. 

A new and sensational find of rare stamps has just been made in London, 
news of which will set philatelists of the old and new worlds agog with ex¬ 
citement. It presents some features entirely new to the annals of stamp 
nun l ing. \ youth spent $150.00 on stamps in 1864, and the stamps have lain 
forgotten or lost until now. A titled lady having occasion to turn out an 
attic of her town mansion in Mayfair has just discovered the cache of 
treasures and an approximate estimate of their present value is $50,000.00. 

An extraordinary feature is that the find consists of scarce old stamps in 
original and complete sheets. The schoolboy, grandfather of the present 
holder of a distinguished title, sent remittances of from $5.00 to $25.00 to 
Colonial and foreign postmasters in 1863 and 1864 asking to be supplied with 
camps. The postmaster of Ceylon sent two sheets of the rare %d. lilac 
stamp. 240 stamps in all; from Queensland came a sheet of the Id. orange- 
verinillion, and large parts of sheets of the 2d., 3d., and 6d. stamps of the 
t-arly and beautiful Queen’s head types. Similarly sheets were received from 
British Columbia. The Ionian Islands, Western Australia, and from the old 
German postal monopoly of Thurn and Taxis. 

The lucky finder of the stamps took counsel with a London expert and 
auctioneer of Bond street, in whose office we have inspected and verified 
the stamps described. It has been decided to sell them by auction early in 
the coming autumn, when the sale will attract world-wide attention. The 
■ arrival of such rare old stamps in sheets affords some unhoped for op¬ 
portunities of settling many scientific points and problems concerning which 
philatelists have long been in doubt.—Victoria Record. 


WILSON STAMP MAY BE NEXT. 

The next new stamp issued by the postoffice department will bear the 
likeness of Woodrow Wilson, if admirers of the late .waV president have 
their way. 

Nev stamps thus far this yeai . have been the Norse-American centennial 
i and 5 cent varieties, showing a picture of the sloop Restaurationen; the 
Lt xington-Concord 2 cent and 5 cent stamps, bearing, respectively, pictures 
o; the battle of Lexington and the Concord Minute Man; the 1 cent stamp 
of Gen. Washington taking.the oath under the elm at Cambridge; the Nathan 
Hale c-mt stamps and the President Harding 1% cent stamps. The last 
two were made necessary by the new postal rates which went into effect 
April 15. 

Many 1 cent stamped envelopes made useless by the new rates for third- 
mass matter are being surcharged in the center of the stamp with the 
numerals “1%” and four vertical bars to eliminate the numeral “1.” 

This is similar to what was done with 3 cent envelopes after the war¬ 
time rate on letters was reduced to 2 cents.—Sent by Gilkison. 
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STAMPS OF THE NEXT YEAR 

* (Continued from the last issue.) 

A set of three particular postage stamps in symbolical designs was widely- 
circulated as souvenirs of the Olympic Games meeting in Paris. The jubilee 
or.' the Universal Postal Union gave rise to commemorative stamps originating 
in Germany, Sweden, Switzerland, and Salvador. The German issue bears a 
portrait of Dr. Stephan, founder of the world’s postal parliament; that of 
Sweden contrasts ancient and modern methods of communication; the Swiss 
commemorative stamps have a vignette of the old State Rathaus at Bern, 
wherein the first convention was signed; while Salvador contributes a singb 
stamp overprinted with an appropriate inscription. Another set of Swedish 
commemorative stamps, showing a view of Stockholm, marked the assembly 
in that city of the Eighth Postal Union Convention. 

In connection with the celebration of the tercentenary of the landing 
of the first Huguenot and Walloon settlers, the American post office issued 
in May a supplementary set of pictorial stamps depicting the good ship Niue 
Nederlandt which brought the Walloons to Manhattan, the landing at Fort 
Orange (now Albany, N. Y.), and the memorial at Mayport (Fla.) to the early 
Huguenot colonists who w-ere massacred by the Spaniards. 

The cpntenary of the confederation of the Equator, which raised the 
standard of revolt in Brazil on July 2, 1824, was likewise the subject of phil¬ 
atelic commemoration in the form of a 200 reis stamp printed in red,-blue, 
yeilow r and black, with a representation of the Republican flag. Centenary 
stamp issues were made in Costa Rica in connection with the acquisition 
of the province of Nicoya, and in Nicaragua upon the anniversary of the 
founding of the cities of Leon and Granada by Spanish‘adventurers in the 
16th century. •’ 

Stamps of the Hedjaz overprinted in Arabic “Souvenir of the Khali'ate- 
Shaaban, 1342,” in gold, signalized the investiture of King Hussein as Caliph, 
in succession to the ex-Sultan of Turkey. Afghanistan issued a special stamp 
of 10 paisa in honor of the sixth anniversary of the Ameer’s ascension Italy 
provided distinctive stamps lor use by the crews of Italian warships touring 
the South American ports. The celebrated historical episode of Garibaldi’s 
putting out his tongue at the Austrians across the frontier is faithfully por¬ 
trayed upon some postage stamps of San Marino, which commemorate the 
visit of the liberator to the miniature Republic of the Apennines in 1850. 
(he final passing of the disputed port of Fiume to Italian rule was the 
occasion of two commemorative overprints being applied to the stamps of 
the former autonomous administration. 

Separate postage stamps for Algeria replaced those of Fiance, formerly 
current in the North African dependency, in May, although for tin- present 
they are of a temporary character. A single issue of postage stamps over¬ 
printed “Afrique Equatoriale Francaise” has replaced the three series hith¬ 
erto in use in the colonies of Gaboon, Middle Congo, Oubangui-Chari, and the 
territory of Tchad. New' rates of postage were responsible for the surcharg¬ 
ing of a large number of redundant French Colonial stamps with the uniform 
value 25 centimes. Under the mandate of the League of Nations, contem¬ 
porary stamps of the Belgian Congo are now overprinted “Ruanda-Urundi,” 
for use in the former German provinces thus named. 

The art of the postage stamp reaches a high level in the additional 
values of the new Belgian Congo series, designed by M. Emile Vloors, illus- 
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trating native industries, such as rubber, palm oil, ivory and woodwork; and 
in Professor Calcaquadoro’s design for the stamps of Lybia, which incor¬ 
porates the Michael Angelo group of the Lybian Sibyl from the Sistine Chapel. 
Of considerable artistic merit also are the pictorial stamps for the Spanish 
colonies engraved by Snr. Vaquer, representing an Arab with his camel on 
the edge of the desert (Spanish Western Sahara), and a native village with 
canoes putting off from the shore (Spanish Guinea). 

Stamps of the Air. 

Development of the air post service all over the world is reflected in a 
group of special stamps for exelushe use in franking air-borne letters to 
the number of 56, emanating from Austria, Danzig, Germany, Esthonia, Lith¬ 
uania, Russia, Hungary, Syria, Switzerland and Uruguay. The motifs of the 
Hungarian and Swiss series in particular, with their symbolical figures of 
I- light and Icarus, are most appropriate and pleasing. 

War-widows and orphans, child-welfare associations, the Red Cross and 
llie Lifeboat Institution are amongst the charities which benefited through the 
i; lu ‘ of 46 charity postage stamps sold at a premium in Austria, Switzerland, 
Portugal, Lithuania. Holland, etc., during the past 12 months. 

New Freeh Exhibition Stamp. 

The first of a set of four particular postage stamps intended to advertise 
i he forthcoming Exihibition of Modern Decorative Arts and Industries in 
Paris next April has just been released by the French post office. Of the 
denomination 25 centimes, claret in color, and surface printed in oblong form, 
it shows a potter putting the finishing touches to an ornamental vase, after 
the. design of M. Becker, which gained the first prize in an artistic contest 
lecently held by the Ministry of Commerce. There remain to be issued in 
whs series stamps of 5, 10 and 50 centimes. They will be valid for postage 
only until December, 1925. 


The new Buffalo Stamp Club with which the Buffalo Collectors’ Club 
recently was merged, has elected the following officers; President, Adolph 
Sfeeg; vice presidents, James Storer and F. J. Sleght; treasurer, H. C. Flierl 
and secretary. R. E. Towmsend. 

Stamp collecting is growing in popularity in Buffalo, and within a few 
weeks after a campaign for members for the club had started, there were 
sixty names placed on the loster. Formation of the club is expected to in¬ 
ti ease interest in the city, and the membership, it is expected, will grad¬ 
ually increase. 

< lub rooms in the heart of the business district have been secured. 
They have been tastily decorated and furnished, and weekly meetings are 
now being held there. 

A junioi branch ol the Buffalo Stamp Club will be formed in the near 
iuture. An out. of town auxiliary is also being formed. It will include phila¬ 
telists from western New York and northwestern Pennsylvania, with head¬ 
quarters in Buffalo. 

Hundreds of persons, of all types and ages, stopped to gaze at the large 
end unusual philatelic display in the Main street window of Ulbrich’s, 
stationer. The entire window had been turned over to the stamp display, 
which had been supervised by James Storer, T. J. Gundlach. Warner Bates,’ 
W. H. Fedders and H. C. Flierl. 
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MOST COSTLY POSTAGE STAMPS. 

Under the title, “The Postage Stamp in Peace and War,” Mr. Percy Seif- 
fert, a member of the Liverpool Philatelic Society and of the Manchester 
Rotary Club, gave a highly interesting address to the Liverpool Rotary Club 
on philately—“the king of fireside hobbies,” lie called it. He waxed enthusi¬ 
astic about the educative joys of stamp collecting—a form of armchair travel 
which enabled its devotees to acquire a vast amount of knowledge of the 
history, customs and industrial activities of many lands. 

From $1.50 tc $37,000.00. 

Speaking of famous stamps which fetched large s\ims on changing owner¬ 
ship, Mr. Seiffert said the rarest of all was the only known copy of the 1 cent 
Magenta British Guiana of 1856, recently sold at auction in Pans to an 
American collector for $37,000.00. This same stamp changed hands in is7^ 
lor 6s and a few years later was bought by a Liverpool dealer foi LI20. 
The most complete and unique .collection of stamps was got together by 
Baron ‘Ferrari, an Austrian who lived in Paris. He died in Switzerland in 
1917, and his collection (bequeathed to the German Reichs Post Museum, 
Berlin) was seized by the French Government, broken up and sold by auction. 
So far it has realized over £300,000, and the sale was not complete. 

In many countries any excuse was seized to issue a set of commemora¬ 
tive stamps. Uruguay recently celebrated the triumph of its leading football 
team by an issue of special stamps. If British cup winners were thus im¬ 
mortalized, the stamps would be very popular in some .quarters. Men of 
distinction in letters, art and other spheres had been honored with com¬ 
memorative stamps — Byron in Greece, J. W. Bourchier in Bulgaria, Pasteur 
and Ronsard in France, Columbus in the U. S. A. and Chili, and Don Quixote 
in Spain, in a series illustrating the adventure of Sancho Panza and his 
master. Portraits of famous musicians were found on some of the stamps 
of Austria. 

Advertising on Stamps. 

Commercial advertising on stamps hitherto had played but a small part. 
Pet ween twenty and forty years ago advertisements of soap and other com¬ 
modities appeared on the back of some British and New Zealand stamps. 
There were now commercial and national advertisements in our books of 
stamps. Italy issued her stamps with colored advertisements attached. 
National advertisements by means of slogan postmarks or cancellations had 
long been a feature of British and many foreign postal services, and probably 
the day was not far distant when our moving letters would bid us “eat more 
fruit.” Speaking of the post-war collapse of the German mark, as reflected 
in postal charges, Mr. Seiffert produced a German stamp of the face value 
of 50 milliards of marks. With the exception , of Great Britain and many 
of our colonies, the bulk of the world's stamps were issued in decimal cur¬ 
rencies—Sent by Clarke. 


SPITZBERGEN STAMPS. 

New stamps have just been issued by Norway to commemorate the taking 
ever of Spitzbergen by that country. 

The stamps are of similar design tu the current stamps of Norway, show-' 
ing the Lion of the Norwegian arms, but the inscription “Svalbard 1925” has 
been added, Svalbard being the Norwegian for Spitzbergen. There are four 
stamps in the new series, the values being 10, 15, 20 and 45 ore. 
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PHILATELITIS."—By Herbert Howell Goose. 

Although this is not a Medical Journal, a treatise on the above “disease" 
may prove interesting to those who, like myself, became inoculated with the 
Philatelic germ very early in life. 

To begin with “Philatelitis" is a lever, of a very infectious nature, whole 
families, in some cases, being subject to its influence. I have seen young 
children, and octogenarians too, eagerly searching for “specimens" to satisfy 
their feverish anxiety to complete sets. This complaint does not affect all 
people in the same way.* • Whilst it is an indisputable fact that there are but 
few men—and women — living today who have not, at one time or another, 
been seized with this malady—yet there are comparatively few who get 
“Philatelitis" in a severe form. 


Some lads, quite early in lite receive an alburn and some stamps from 
a fond parent, and, for a time, are content to “Stick-in" and “take out" their 
little scraps of paper, but they very soon willingly “swap" the lot for a pair 
of guinea-pigs, or some other like object, and their “Stamp Fever" is gone 
ior ever. The late guinea-pig owner, in his turn, however, finds after a 
few weeks experience, that it is much more profitable to preserve “New 
Guinea Stamps" than old “Guinea-pigs." His latest possessions, moreover, 
cost nothing to keep or feed—rather, the longer they are kept the" more 
valuable they become to their owner. There are many degrees of “Phila; 
p iitis." First there is the general collection—or “one-of-each-kind” stage. A 
little First Aid is helpful here. The symptoms oi this stage are generally 
r ore marked in young children, especial anxiety being caused by the “young 
patient" when the Foreign Mail arrives for Daddy. The best treatment is the 
‘ Variety Packet" taken in weekly doses, on a Saturday or on the mid-weekly 
holiday. This usually quietens the “patient" and steadies the nerves of those 
who come into contact with him. 

The second stage is known as U. S. and British Colonial stage, and is 
usually found amongst older lads and those shortly going to the Colonies. To 
satisfy this stage of the fever, very good results are obtained by presenting 
to the “future colonist" packets of mint Colonial stamps—say twice a year— 
at Christinas and on the “patient’s" birthday. 

The third and final, stage which I propose dealing with is known as the 
“Specialized" or “Block" stage, and usually attacks the older generation. 
This is generally an expensive fever. The best medicines for this stage 
are Blocks of Mint Stamps—“Control letters"—valuable specimens in varying 
shades and perforations-—loose leaf albums—magnifying glasses, and such 
like accessories. Owing to expense, however, this treatment has usually to 
be administered by the “Specialist" himself. 

Although, as has been previously pointed out, “Philatelitis" is highly in¬ 
fectious, it is strange that persons affected are constantly meeting one 
another and exchanging “germs," thus spreading the “fever" to many other 
willing recipients. 


“Philatelitis" is easily the most popular and fashionable “complaint" of 
the present day, and, like appendicitis is “patronized by Royalty." The 
respected and much beloved King George is an enthusiastic collector of the 
tiny “scraps of paper," which really have made and moulded the history 
o. the world. 

To be in the fashion, therefore, let us follow loyally the King’s lead, and 
catch “Philatelitis." — Philatelic Magazine.

“PICTURE-STAMP” COLLECTING—By Owen C. Limmer. 

The “picture gallery,” or “educational,” collection, although derided by 
the vast majority of collectors, has, as a side-line, much to recommend it. 

Most of us have, at one time or another, met with the “philatelic zoo” 
and such-iike abominations; mere accumulations of “stickers” brought to¬ 
gether without any attempt at classification or explanation. I have even 
seen “zoological” stamps ranged in little cages made of cardboard and pins. 

—-f th;ng is certainly not philately, and it seems doubtful if it 

would attract many recruits to the hobby. Rather would it tend, I think, to 
lend color to the assertion of most non-collectors—that philatelists as a 
class border on lunacy. 

On the other hand, a carefully chosen and well written-up “picture” 
collection is (as I have proved to my own satisfaction at least), of consider¬ 
able interest both to the collector and also to the outsider. 

I should like to emphasize one point in favor of this type of collecting 
(which I have never yet heard mentioned by its votaries), and that is the 
vast amount of general philatelic knowledge which is gained from a collec¬ 
tion of this kind. In these days when few of us are really “general” col¬ 
lectors, it is to be feared that, getting wrapped up in our own pet countries, 
ve learn little or nothing of the designs, methods of production, etc., of 
the stamps of the rest of the world. By taking up a side-line on the 
principle now being dealt with, the semi-specialist will soon find that be 
has added considerably to his claims to be called a philatelist. 

Again, such a collection provides (so 1 find), a welcome tonic after the 
intricacies of specialism, and one returns to “serious” collecting all the 
better for the change. 

The choice of subjects is large and varied—geography, history, arch;- 
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lecture, zoolog}, heraldry all these haA e been dealt with elsewhere at 
vaiious times, whilst many others will occur to anyone who cares to glance 
through an illustrated catalogue. Hut whatever subject is to be attempted 
should be read up and mastered, and the collection arranged according to 
some definite plan. In this lies the whole secret of sustained interest. 

Should you decide to lonn a "zoo, classify your stamps according to 
the types of animals pictured; read up all you can lind upon the subject 
oi these animals, their haunts and habits, and embelish your mounted col¬ 
lection with neat notes concerning the same. Dozens of other collections of 
au educational type can be treated in a similar way. 

Vou will be surprised at the amount of enjoyment to be had in studying 
ihe designs in this manner, and looking up the history thereof, and the 
amount ol knowledge gained in so doing. But do not try to form an 
• educational" collection by accumulating a lot of “pretty” stamps, and leaving 
yourself (and others) to guess what they all mean. 

Personally, 1 have a partiality for the sea (either from the fact of being 
a fellow-countryman ol Lord Nelson, or else because, living at Southend, I 
catch an occasional glimpse of the briny, when the tide is in), and therefore 
my own pet craze is “ship-stamps.” From these I have endeavored to trace 
ihe progress-of navigation from earliest times, and, really, until I started 
leading up the subject, I had no idea that my ignorance of ancient history 
was so colossal. 

Is it too much to say that the majority of philatelists, whilst carefully 
studying the technical details ol' their treasures, are appallingly ignorant as 
to the subject ot the designs thereon? Judging by the writing up (or lack 
ot it) in some ot the specialized collections at the exhibitions I should say not. 

Finally, as I have said before, do not neglect the purely philatelic side 
ol the business. Study the stamps themselves, as well as their designs, and 
whatever form your “picture-gallery” takes, you will never regret the time 
spent in forming it - -Stamp Lover. 


In an interview, published in a daily paper, Mr. Jones is quoted as say¬ 
ing: Stamp collectors are all. to a more or less degree, specialists. Some 
go in tot United States stamps exclusively, other devote themselves to the 
Island ot \ap, tor instance, or Somaliland, or Kamchatka. Only a few 
make <1 general collection oi stamps from all parts ot the world. Of course, 

there is a great variety in stamps, but I am inclined to believe there is an 

< ven greater variety in cancellation designs. This is a matter that is often 
leti to the discretion ot the local postmaster, who gets up some mark that, 
suits his fancy. My collection contained all sorts of designs, from razorback 
hogs to locomotives. The kicking mule was one of the most interesting, 

end was used in the postoffice at Goleta for a short time over forty years 

Why it w'as adopted I don’t know, but stamps bearing this cancella¬ 
tion are among Ihe rarest in this country.” 


Have been asked it postmarks showing dates ot the various legal holidays 
are more valuable than those of any other date. • Undoubtedly they are but. 
just how much more valuable must depend wholly on the issue they appear 
on, the “town,” and other facts in connection with their use. Personally any 
stamp that is postmarked “Feb. 29” of any year appeals more strongly to 
me than a stamp with a holiday date. 
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TRADES AKIN TO STAMP-LORE. 

Au expert tailor well versed in pressing p-a-n-t-s should exerise his 
particular art in pressing stamps. A collector with perhaps 40% according 
to psychologic tests makes known that there is a way of removing paper from 
the back of stamps printed in fugitive colors without defacing or discoloring 
the stamp. Here is where the tailor has an inning. Put the stamp face 
down, holding the stamp with the pincer on one corner, apply a moderate 
hot iron gently but firmly, and the paper will detach itself, leaving a perfect 
stamp. To make a perfect job you have to be a perfect tailor. An absolute 
honest method, and may lead a collector to become a press-agent. 

If I was a. dealer I would go shy on the trades of printer, painter or 
paperhanger. In the first place the printing press would be too handy to 
create surcharges, and in the second place the paperhanger could easily 
apply a corner to a rare stamp and his friend the painter fill out artistically 
so it will match the opposite corner, and should a potentate have lost an 
eye by abrasion skillfully replace it. But it may be consolation that experts 
are scarce. Now here is a chemist who delights in making changelings, 
and invertendly change an obpect only a few cents in so many round wheels, 

often called dallas. 

& 

There are all kinds of engineers, and as a rule a wide awake bunch. 
Here is one. His business takes him to many small places for weeks at 
ihe time, and he carries a pocket full ot continentals, and near a school he 
scatters a handful and watches the boys picking them up and listens to 
those who can tell where some of the stamps come from and makes friends 
with those embryo collectors. The profession of teaching is divided in the 
Question of merit of stamp collecting as a means of education, but a teacher 
with her heart and soul in her work to uplift her Mexican class in a large 
southern city says that her two best scholars are interested in stamps. 

Many business places carry stamps as a side line with no particular 
knowledge, except to make a dollar. The fellow who knows gets the best 
ot it, an ignorant beginner quite often gathers worthless junk. Study the 
stamp trade, but leave room for the .joy and pleasure you derive.—By Weary 
Wiuie.

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A notable form of Christmas charity, which has attained a considerable 
vogue upon the European continent in recent years, is that of issuing postal 
charity stamps, to be sold at a small premium, during the festive season in 
aid of charitable organizations. 

Stamps ol this character emanated last year from both Holland and 
Switzerland, in accordance with annual custom, the proceeds in either ease 
benefiting child-welfare institutions. 

This agreeable practice originated in Switzerland eleven years ago, 
when a 5 plus 10 centimes charity stamp was put on sale at post offices 
throughout the country from the beginning of December to the end of Feb¬ 
ruary, 1913-14, in a design by Auguste Grasset, the famous poster artist, 
representing a Swiss peasant girl in national costume. As a result of the 
sale of this stamp a sum of 149,132fr. was handed over to the Pro Juventme 
Foundation at Zurich for use in its campaign against the white scourge. 

In view of the more pressing claims of war-time charities no such 
;, amp was put forth in the following year (1914), but the Yuletide of 1915 
saw the commencement of a series of designs by Wilhelm Balmer, of Berne, 
illustrating types of Swiss children from various Cantons, which were con¬ 
tinued in 1916 and 1917. Three years later was inaugurated a series of arms 
of the Swiss Cantons by Rudolph Munger, a Bernese heraldic artist, three 
of which form the subjects of the set of children’s charity stamps that was 
issued December 1 of the present year. These show* respectively the es¬ 
cutcheons of Appenzell (5c mauve and black), Solothurn (10c red, white and 
green), and Schaffhausen (20c red, yellow and black). A fourth stamp of this 
series, viz., 30 centimes red and blue, bears the Swiss Federal shield, em¬ 
blazoned with a white cross upon a red ground, and supported by two 
mail-clad figures of the period 1476, when Berne and her allies inflicted 
heavy defeat upon Charles the Bold, Duke of Burgundy. These stamps will 
continue to be valid for prepayment of international postage to the extent 
of their nominal values until April 1, 1925, although they will cease to be sold 
over post office counters on the last day of the old year. By 1923 the annual 
income derived from the “Pro Juventute” stamps had risen to 350,000 francs. 

Last year the colony of Jamaica tried to emulate this excellent example 
by creating child-welfare stamps in denominations %d., Id., and 2%d. 
Adorned with portraits of native children, they were sold from November 
to January at a premium of M>d. upon face value, and were available for both 
postage and revenue purposes; but, curiously enough, they were not well 
received by the public, and it seems unlikely that the experiment wdll be 
repeated. 

Holland has so far two issues of Christmas charity stamps to her credit, 
with a long interval between them. The first of these made its debut on 
December 23, 1906, in the interests of the Amsterdam Society for the Pre¬ 
vention of Tuberculosis, v r hose title is inscribed round the sides of the 
special stamps incorporating the attributes of Hygeia, designed by the 
artist Der Kindern. The set of three values (lc., 3c., and 5c.) remained on 
sale at double face value until January 3, 1907, after w*hich it was with- 
drawn from circulation. In December, 1923, Christmas stamps were re¬ 
introduced by the Dutch post office with the avow*ed. intention of making an 
annual issue. Two values only appeared, in bizarre impressionist designs 
symbolical of the giving of alms by Jean Toroop, the premium of 5 cents 
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Per stamp going to the succor of destitute artists. This year’s issue con¬ 
sists of Three values, 2.714 or 10 cents, in a design by S. Rueter, showing the 
smiling face of a child watched over by two ministering angels, with the 
words VORR HET KIND beneath. 

Charity stamps of a like nature were sold in Germany during Decem¬ 
ber. 1922, and January, 1923, on behalf of “infants and the aged,” the de¬ 
sign which figures on both values, viz., 0 plus I marks blue and 12 plus 8 
marks red, depicting a young girl planting a sapling what time she gazes 
upward toward the Star of Hope that radiates in the sky. It is the work 
of Professor Cissarz. 

Actually the first Christmas charity stamp hailed from little Denmark, 
hut, unlike those previously described, it had no postal validity. It rep¬ 
resented, however, a voluntary contribution of 2 ore to a fund for the 
erection of a sanatorium for tubercular children, under the patronage of 
the late Queen Louise, whose likeness it bore, and to such excellent purpose 
'did the people of Denmark stick it on their Christmas cards and parcels 
that no less than £7,000 was collected by this means. Norway, Sweden 
ami Austria have also produced Christmas charity stamps of a non-postal 
character at different times. 

ilLach >eai since I90i the American National Red Cross has derived a 
substantial income from the sale of Christmas stamps, which are largely 
used as letter seals by the great letter-writing public of the United States. 

The only instance -of a regular postage stamp bearing the magic word 
• Xmas” is afforded by a 2 cents postage stamp of Canada issued on Christ¬ 
mas Day, 1S9S, to commemorate the institution of Imperial Penny Postage, 
in which the Canadian P. M. G. (Sir William Mulock) had been a prime 
mover. It is familial to every stamp collector, and shows a map of the 
British Empire, with the legend “Xmas, 1898,” boldly written across it. Be¬ 
neath is the line from Sir Lewis Morris’ “Ode to Empire” — “We hold a 
vaster Empire than has been!”—The Bazaar. 


STAMPS FOR SPITSBERGEN. 

The growing commercial importance of these Arctic islands has induced 
the Norwegian Government to prepare distinctive postage stamps for circu¬ 
lation there. Oi similar design to the contemporary stamps of Norway, 
they bear the name “SVALBARD” (Spitzbergen), and come in the denom¬ 
inations 10. 15, 20 and 45 ore. Until now the Norwegian stamps employed 
Ij the post offices at Advent and Green Pays have been recognizable solely 
by means of the local cancellations. 

Old-time philatelists will recall the curious bogus stamps ol Spitzbergen 
which were circulated about thirty years ago by the proprietor of a tourist 
rest-house at Advent Bay, one of which bore the design ot a hunter shooting 
a polar bear, and the other a large shield with the figure of a bear between 
two stars.

Mr. George J. Re ms burg has kindly sent me the following interesting item: 
in the early days of Kansas Territory one of the promising towns was 
Palermo, in Doniphan county, on the Missouri river. It was founded in 1856. 
The town has long since vanished. In a history of old Palermo in a historical 
edition of the “Kansas Chief,” published at Troy, Kas., 1915, I find the fol¬ 
lowing of numismatic interest: 

Some of the real wise ones undertook to establish a banking business. 
One of them was supposed to be a short card shark on the river steamboats, 
who had been outlawed for crooked work, and a span of others were under¬ 
stood to be his pals in any Kind of a game. This trio of financiers undertook 
to circulate bills that bore the name of Leavenworth as the headquarters of 
the bank, but the good people of Palermo became suspicious and refused to 
trade. Only very few of the bills were ever put in circulation. Twenty-five 
years ago a citizen of Palermo showed a stock of the bills to a few close 
friends. He never told how he came into possession of them. They were all SI 
and $2 bills, and looked like wild cat currency, if there ever was such a thing. 

It has been throwed up to us by people in Europe that we are a young 
nation without a history. This is true—but only to a certain extent. Of 
course, we are young, but we have been making history, sure enough, only 
vre have been too busy to record much of the history we made. This is de¬ 
plorable. Many interesting details in local history are not recorded any 
place. The pioneers are fast passing away, taking with them much interest- 
ing history, which will be lost forever. 

Once more I was reminded of this last winter when I happened across 
a fine specimen of old Iowa currency, which I up till that time had no record 
oi. It was a note for $3.00, issued by the Dubuque, Marion & Western 
Railroad Co., dated Dubuque, Iowa, June 15th, 1861. 

Another old note, not recorded, was showed me some time ago by Mr. 
John W. Wright, Knoxville, Iowa. It was a $1.00 bill ,issued by the Linn 
County Bank, Marion, Iowa, dated April 5th, 186J. This bank was operated 
by Winslow, Stephens & Co. 

On the back of my bill, the one issued by the Dubuque & Western Rail¬ 
road Co., is the following information: “Receivable only for D. M. & W. Rail¬ 
road Freight and Passenger Fare at Stations west of Springville.” 

Iowa can not boast of very much early currency, and very little of the 
wildcat” class. The field has been scouted diligently for early currency, and 
unknown issues turn up now and then. This only proves that w r e make 
history, but did not find time to record it. 
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STONE MONEY SHOWN AT NUMISMATIC MEET. 

Caesar and Justinian and Alexander the Great, remade into dust and 
history lessons by the ages, and misty figures of ancient Aztecs and long 
perished Chinese walked in arm with the phantoms of Old Testament money¬ 
changers; the Counts of Schlit.z and Pope Hadrian had their say; there was 
great whispering They babbled of money. And such money it is—or was. 

A treasure in coinage was being assembled and placed in cases under 
police guard for the opening of the American Numismatic association, which 
is the national coin-collectors’ organization of the United States. 

Millionaires in shirt-sleeves, and other not millionaires, rolled in the 
bullion. 

We noted: 

A United States bill printed in error—-a $2 bill on one side and a $1 
bill on the reverse. 

The first and last bill printed in a TJnitel States ?1 series—the first 
numbered D-l, and the othei D-100,000,000. 

The first diamond jubilee half-dollar of California—-Congress authorized 
ihe coining of 1,000,000 of them this year—to reach the city. They are of 
strikingly bold design, with a miner on one side and the bear of California’s 
state flag on the other. 

Two-color United States bills with one color put on correctly and the 
second design printed upside down. 

A Colonial note printed by Benjamin Franklin and bearing the warning, 
"To Counterfeit Is Death.” 

An early note issued by the State of Massachusetts in 1780, the purpose 
of which was to finance the state’s quota of the Continental Army. 

“Pay 250 pounds on the first day of March,” reads the note, “both princi¬ 
pal and interest to be paid in the then current money of the said state in 
a greater or less sum according as five bushels of corn, 68 4-7 pounds of a 
part of beef, ten pounds of sheep’s wool and 16 pounds of sole leather shall 
then cost, more or less than 130 pounds current money at the then current 
price of said articles, the same being 32 Vi times what the same quantities 
of tlie same articles would cost at the prices affixed to them in a law of this 
state in the year of our Lord 1777.” 

There is a copper plate of Sweden. It weighs six and a half pounds, 
measures 10 inches square, and is a half-inch thick, and it passed for $4 in 
Sweden up to 1730. 

There is the stone money ot ihe Island of Yap. It is yellowish lime stone 
roughly hewn and resembling an imperfect grist mill stone or grindstone. 
The ordinary stones, three foot high, would buy a pig. The largest is-about 
eleven foot high. They are not used for pocket-pieces. 

Coins of Greece and coins of Borne, the medium of exchange when those 
countries led the world, fiil large cases, and there are coins called pitis from 
■the independent state of Kalantan in Malacca. They were cast in tin and 
arranged like so many leaves on a vine. When you wanted to use one, you 
broke it off the main stem. 

There is paper money galore—Canadian $4 bills, private bank notes for 
S9, $11, 830 and other unusual values, notes issued 'by the Bank of Cape 
Fear, Greensboro, N. C., in the denominations of $6, $7 and $8, a whole sheet 
ot uncut United States $1 bills, the money of Sing Sing prisoners, company 
money used on East Indies tobacco plantations, salmon- packers’ currency. 
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a 9 cent piece minted by the City of Atlanta in 1905, a “strawberry token” 
issued in Oklahoma and taken for 10 cents at any Oklahoma bank. 

Another interesting feature of the 1925 convention is the simultaneous 
issuance' at this time by Howard R. Newcomb, president of the Newcomb- 
Edicott company, of a pioneer work on the cent issues of the United States 
of 1801, 1802 and 1803, something never before attempted and the result of 
four years’ exhaustive study. 

It is an accurate description of all dies, cracks and failures and is re¬ 
garded by experts as a remarkable contribution to numismatic literature. 

Newcomb’s cent collection of the United States is considered one of the 
finest in the world. Incidentally, we are told that a complete collection of 
the United States cents, if such a thing could be achieved, would cost more 
than $25,000. A collection of the country’s gold, it is said, could be assembled 
at considerably less cost.—Sent by Boers. 


VIKING RELIC ON EXHIBITION. 

A Viking treasure trove—a reminder of the time when England paid 
“reparations” to free its territory from the victorious Northmen’s army of 
occupation—has this summer been put on public exhibition in the Swedish 
National Museum in Stockholm. 

It is composed of not less fhan 2,000 silver coins, most of English origin, 
which a country grave digger struck with his shovel not long ago in the 
old parish cemetery of Igelosa, near the city of Lund in Sweden’s southernmost 
province, Scania, which was once a part of Denmark. 

How r did these thousands of English coins of the Anglo-Saxon period, 
prior to the Norman invasion and long before Christopher Columbus was 
born, come to be buried in Swedish soil? 

The law requires all Anders of such antiquities to offer them to the stall- 
for redemption, and the country’s leading archaeologists, numismaticians and 
historians have come to the conclusion that this And must have been part of 
the historic ransom of 72,000 pounds, by weight, in silver which the Danish 
Xing Canute exacted in 1016 from the defeated Anglo-Saxons. While he 
personally decided to remain in England and rule the country, though already 
king of both Denmark and Norway, he demanded this sum for sending his 
army of Vikings, which included Danes, Swmdes and Norwegians. 

The practice of paying invaders for leaving the country alone had L.-en 
begun by King Ethelred II. nicknamed the “Unready,” meaning literally 
“planless,” as early as 991, when he paid off the Norwegian King Olof 
f ryggvesson, and again in 994, but the Danish invasion was a “reprisal” ot 
ihe most modern kind, for on St. Bricius day, November 13, 1002,'the English 
King had caused to be slain treacherously a large number of Danes recently 
settled in the county of Wessex, and there was no League of Nations then 
to settle the dispute. Later King Canute married the widow of King Ethelred 
and ultimately became more English than Danish. 

The present money value of the treasure found in the Swedish cemetery 
is not over $100 (the Ander was paid 500 kroner of $135 but a thousand 
years ago silver was much more valuable than now and must have represented 
quite a fortune. As a historic souvenir it is of course beyond price. The soil 
of Sweden has also yielded in recent times a large number of Roman and 
Byzantine coins, as w r ell as German, French, Arabic, presumable part of 
rhhe booty brought home by Vikings from their shore raids. — Sent by Kigas. 
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LONDON TOKENS.—By E. Beresford Chancellor. 

How many, one wonders, who pass up and down Tokenhouse-yard, near 
the bank, which is silently rebuilding itself within the classic walls of Soane’s 
contriving, realize that it was there that were first issued those Royal London 
tokens which are today regarded as curiosities, but formerly possessed an 
intrinsic value and occupied a subsidiary place in the coinage of the country. 

It w r as in 1558 that, owing to a shortage of small copper coins, Queen 
Elizabeth consented to the issue of private trade tokens; but it would seem 
that in the following reign the opportunity of enriching the Royal Exchequer 
by similar means first presented itself to the authorities, and, in consequence, 
a Royal Proclamation of 1613 forbade the use of private trade tokens, and 

a patent was granted to Lord Harrington for the exclusive right of issuing 

.such things, half profits being divided between the patentee and the Royal 
Exchequer. 

Four years later the patent was transferred to the Duke of Lennox and 

the Earl of Bedford, who, in a letter to the Lord Mayor, informing him of 

the fact, state that they had authorized Simon Chambers and Thomas Garrett 
to represent their interest in “a convenient place in Lombard street.” 

In 1625 a new patent was granted to the Dowager Duches of Lenox 
and Sir Francis Crane of Mortlake tapestry fame. This patent was to con¬ 
tinue for seventeen years, during which time the patentees were to pay one 
hundred marks yearly to the Crown for the privilege. Th chief trouble they 
seem to have experienced arose from the activity of counterfeiters, whose 
depredations were such that it was found necessary, in 1633, to threaten them 
with exemplary punishment. This took the drastic form of a £100 fine for 
every token counterfeited, and setting of the delinquents in the pillory at 
Oheapside, and whipping them through the streets to Bridewell, w'here they 
were to be “kept at work,” and whence they could only emerge on finding 
sureties for their future good behavior. 

Nor was this the only trouble produced by the issue of tokens; and, in 
1644, the Corporation formally petitioned the House of Commons to take 
steps towards their abolition. The result was that a sum of £5000 was 
raised for the redemption of these unsatisfactory pledges; although as it 
was estimated that there was then no less than y £ 100.000 worth in circulation 
throughout the kingdom, the sum allocated could have gone but a little way 
towards the alleviation of the trouble and even distress caused by the issue 
ef these tokens. 

With the coming of the Commonwealth, the authorized issue of such 
things as substitutes for regular coinage was discontinued. But vexatious as 
they proved to be in this connection, they were often convenient enough for 
individual tradesmen, and as a consequence the seventeenth century witnessed 
the beginning of that flood of private trade tokens which existed till 1672, 
when a Royal Proclamation again put a stop to them, and authorized 
farthings and half-pence began to be issued. But the counterfeiters were 
not slow at getting to work on the new coins, and to counteract their activ¬ 
ities a farthing made of tin with a copper center was issued in 1684, just as 
halt a century earlier such coins had been made of copper with a brass 
center as a like precaution. 

In the British Museum and the Guildhall Library are fine collections of 
these seventeenth century trade tokens. Apart from the interest they must, 
awaken in anyone interested in past manners and customs, they have a 
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special value, since they often form the sole means by which we are able to 
identify tradesmen of long ago with particular London localities. All kiads 
oi people issued them, but it is the tavern-keepers whose names and premises 
are chiefly remembered by such means. Evelyn recognized this: “The tokens,” 
he sa>s in his “N'umismata,” “which every tavern and tippling house pre¬ 
sumed to stamp and utter tor immediate exchanges . may, happily, in 

after times come to exercise and busie the learned critic what they should 
signify.” 

What they signily is obvious; and just as the signs on the shops from 
v ‘ hich they were issued indicated emblems of every kind, so these tokens 
help to recall the names and habitats ot those who carried on the trade oi 
London in Jacobean and Caroline days. — London Paper. 


ROOSEVELT MEDALS FITTINGLY BESTOWED. 

One of the most interesting provisions made by the Roosevelt Memorial 
Association tor the stimulating of endeavor in keeping with the outstanding 
Roosevelt policies is that for making annual awards for distinguished service 
o! this kind. These awards may he made for service in any one of ten fields 
or effort. The medals of this year have been most fittingly bestowed. Each 
ot them recognized definite accomplishment in a cause dear to the Roosevelt 
heart and clearly set forth in his progressive program. 

Governor Gifford Pinchot of Pennsylvania, chief forester in the Roosevelt 
auministiation, not only was the expert adviser of the President, but he has 
been the leading exponent of national conservation for many years, a close 
observer ot national policies, has been alert in discovering aggressions of pri- 
v ale interests on the public domain, and in his own state has done more 
than has been accomplished in any other commonwealth tor forestry and kin- 
tired resources. 

Recognition of the services ot Miss Martha Berry is particularly gratify¬ 
ing, practically and sentimentally. For twenty-three years Miss Berry has 
given her services gratuitously to the instruction of children of the mountains 
ot Georgia, where dense ignorance had prevailed. The Berry schools com¬ 
bine manual labor and study, and while broadly practical, they prepare lor 
more advanced schools those inclined and competent to extend rlieir eduea- 
lion. Colonel Roosevelt was so interested in what Miss Berry was doing that 
Jii- \isited the region she was lifting out of the darkness ot illiteracy and in 
many ways manifested his sympathj with her work. 

George Bird Grinnell, business man, scientist and writer, has devoted 
touch of his life to the study of the North American Indian and all the 
problems relating to the red man. Much of his writing has been about Indians 
and outdoor life related to the tribes among whom he lived a considerable 
lime. As editor for many years of Forest and Stream he became widely 
Know n as a general authorit y on out-door life. One w ould not need to be 
Lold that Grinnell and Roosevelt were intimates and that each found much 
ij the other to foster natural inclination. In three books they were collab¬ 
orators. Mr. Grinnell fairly won the distinction the Roosevelt award has 
given him. 

There are medals and medals of course; but it is something quite out 
ot the ordinary to be recognized by the Roosevelt Memorial Association 
lor distinguished service of the kind that Roosevelt himself gave to his 
country. 
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EXPLORERS OF POSTAGE STAMPS. 

The portrait of many of the illustrious personages who have benefited 
mankind will often be found upon the face of postage stamps, writes B. S. N. 
Grant, F. R. P. S. L. 

Some of the most famous of these are those who have discovered new 
lands and contributed towards the world’s history in the past. Among these 
rank such names as those of Captain Cook, Jean Sebastian Cabot and 
Christoph *1 Columbus. 

Captain Cook is so honored by New South Wales and New Zealand, both 
countries having given, us stamps upon which he appears, in the latter case 
by means of a handsome oblong label which depicts his landing. His portrait 
s also to be found upon some of the current stamps of the Cook Islands in 
the Pacific. * 

Jean (or John) Cabot discovered Newfoundland in 1497, and it is of 
interest to observe that he was rewarded by Henry VII. with the sum of $50. 
His association with Newfoundland was the occasion in 1897 of a handsome 
pictorial commemorative series of postage stamps comprising 14 values, 
upon one of which appears his partrait with a quaint inscription, “Hyin that 
tound the New Isle .” Cabot's ship, “The Matthew Leaving.the Avon,” forms 
another interesting subject on one of the remaining values. 

Although Cabot’s ships were the first to reach Canada in 1497, it is to 
Jacques Cartier, the French navigator, we have to look for the opening up oi 
that country in 1534, and his memory is perpetuated by a Canadian stamp 
healing his likeness issued in 1855. \ asco da Gama, the Portuguese navigator 
and discoverer ot the Cape route to India, has also received the distinction of 
being portrayed on the stamps of Portugal. 

Discovery of America. 

Postage stamps connected with the discoverer of America, Christopher 
Columbus, have been many, and one country in particular. Chili, from 1853 
10 boi ’t' his head on all its issues. Owing io the postal laws of 1858. 

ike portrait of Columbus was obliged to appear on all Chilian stamps. This 
lave rise to considerable discontent, resulting in a movement for the aboL : - 
vion of his features, but is was not until 1911 that the reformers succeeded 
in securing the passage of a new law which resulted in Columbus being rele¬ 
gated to the lowest value of the new series. Cuba. Colombia and Salvador 
all have some Columbus stamps. 

The well-known series of the United States issued in 1893 comprised 1* 
values giving an' historical survey of the events with which Columbus is 
associated, and is doubtless the greatest effort which has been made to per¬ 
petuate this famous event. Yet, curious to relate, the appearance of these 
stamps at first gave rise to much criticism, although for excellence of design 
they are difficult to match. His flagship, the landing, his fleet announcing his 
discovery, Columbus in chains and his restoration to favor are all recorded. 

Some oi the West Indies were also discovered by Columbus., and the 
current stamps oi St. Kitts-Nevis are notable for a remarkable anachronism, 
inasmuch as they show Columbus looking through a telescope a hundred 
years before telescopes were invented.—Sent by Butler. '

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INDIAN RELICS FOUND NEAR PORTERVILLE, CALIF. 

When a small mound in a field on the mountain ranch of Jerry Becker, 
nc-ar Spriagville, a soda spring resort, just east of Porterville, Calif., was 
being leveled recently, it was found to contain the remains of Indians. Among 
the relics unearthed was a steatite or soapstone pot and portions of several 
granite mortars. Mr. Becker notified the archaeological authorities at Berkley, 
who will make further investigations. In the same vicinity is a mountain 
known as Battle Mountain, on which the last battle between white men and 
Indians was fought in that. section. Many relics have been found on this 
mountain and in a oeve near by where many of the Indians were buried 
after the fight.

HUB COIN EXPERT TELLS HOW U. S. REFUSED $100,000 FOR RARE $20 

GOLD PIECE. 

What is considered one of the rarest coins, in one sense, in the United 
States, has recently come to light in the collection of a Boston business man. 

J. R. Peck has a silver half dollar that was minted by the Federal mini 
at Philadelphia out ot silver taken from the ruins of the Boston Masonic 
temple, which was burned April S, 1864. 

This was the first coin ever struck by the government on a regular die, 
lor a private citizen, on the citizen’s own metal. 

bor over 40 years this coin had been laid away and was practically for¬ 
gotten until Mr. Peck acquired if. 

Oddly Stamped Gold. 

The coin was originally presented 1o Benjamin F. Brown, a well known 
Boston resident of fifty years ago, by Dr. Winslow Lewis, also of Boston, 
who took the silver to the mint. Dr. Lewis had considerable influence with 
the mint officials at that time. 

The coin bears the date of 1864 and having never been in circulation still 
retains much of the mint luster. . 
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It was presented to Mr. Peck by a nephew of the original recipient, Mr. 
Brown. 

Also in the collection of Mr. Peck are two one-dollar “Bechtels.” These 
are gold pieces stamped on one side with the weight in grains of the metal. 

The gold in them came from Carolina and Georgia. The latter piece 
war from a gold mine which once operated in the state of Georgia and 
stamped by the mint that was once operating in that state, along in the 
early ’50s. 

In the day£ ot‘ 1849, and for a few years after, & person might have his 
old gold assayed by the government, and in the form of bars or pieces could 
have the weight, etc., stamped on it by the government. 

California was full of these pieces, of all shapes, which were used in the 
place of the regular federal coins. • \ 

Mr. Peck tells some very interesting anecdotes about coin collecting in 
general. He has been for a long time a collector of coins and stamps, al¬ 
though he has given up this practice in later years. 

“Some remarkable incidents happen in this fad of colecting these coins 
and stamps,” said Mr. Peck. 

“I recall, a number of years ago, how King Edward was keen for rare 
coins. One appeared in London at a sale It was a one penny piece from 
British Guiana. This coin had sold previously for $32,500 and the king was 
bid against by a millionaire from Utica. N. V., at the London sale. It was 
knocked down to the American for $50,000. 

“After the American found out who his competitor was he immediately 
offered the coin to the king as a present, but King Edward, a sport to the last 
minute, gracefully declined the gift. 

“There is in the mint of the United States government a $20 gold piece 
of 1849. This was the only one coined of that year and was never placed 
in circulation. The government has refused $100,000 from a collector for 
this coin. 

“As the years go on ihe coins and stamps rise in value. There are 
millions of dollars in stamps laying around in the old attics of the country. 
Old letters are hoarded and treasured without a thought of their value to 
collectors. 

“Years ago 1 started collecting stamps and eventually gave them to 
my nephew as a present. In this collection there were many stamps that 
were worth one, two and three cents at that time, that are now worth hun¬ 
dreds of dollars.”—Sent by I. F. Verry. 

CENTENNIAL HALF DOLLARS SOLD BY SEATTLE BANKS. 

Coincident with the celebration of the centennial of the founding of the 
city of Vancouver, Wash., distribution is being made through the banks 
in Seattle and other cities in Washington and Oregon of 50,000 specially coined 
half dollar silver pieces. 

The coins come from the mint in San Francisco, where, they were pro¬ 
duced by authorization of an act of congress. On the face they are marked 
with the words: “Vancouver Centennial Celebration, 1925; Vancouver, 
Wash., Founded 1825 by Hudson's Bay Company.” 

The coins are being sold at local banks for one dollar, the proceeds to 
go to the Chamber of Commerce in Vancouver to help defray expenses of 
the pageant and celebration. 
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STORY OF BATTLE WRITTEN IN FLINT. 

Fertile, la.—Spring thaws recently unearthed further signs of what is be¬ 
lieved to be evidence of a bitter battle, unrecorded by historians, fought long 
ago in the hill country of northern Iowa between Sioux and Winnebago 
Indian tribes at a point six miles from where the present village of Fertile 
is situated. 

In Indian tradition the fight is known as the Battle of Shungkahdah. 
and while the early historians failed to record it, the story of'the warfare 
is written on the battlegrounds, now a field, in letters of flint. 

Apparently shot front the taunt string of powerful bows, large numbers 
of arrow heads lie buried deep in the soil and every spring when the snow 
has melted the alternate thawing, freezing and heaving of the frost tends to 
lift them to the surface, where, when the summer show'ers have washed the 
hillsides clean, they are readily glimpsed. 

On the extreme eastern margin of the field rows upon rows of arrow 
heads have been found, all pointing to the northeast. With a few exceptions, 
they are of the whitest Wisconsin flint, the favorite stone of the Winnebago 
lapidarmist, and w r ere, it is believed, brought from that state which was the 
original range of the early Winnebagoes. Perfect in contour, needle-pointed 
and with serrated edges competent to pierce the body of horse and rider, 
their workmanship is a high tribute to savage skill. Their posftion in even 
row's in the soil would indicate that they had been shot in whistling volleys 
by the Winnebagoes from a point to the southwest and that the Sioux warriors 
were fighting under cover of a leafy ambuscade. 

To the west, unlike those found in the timbered portion of the field, the 
arrow heads are scattered about as if shot at random. For the most, part 
they lie with the point toward the southwest, showing that they were shot, 
irom the direction of the thicket where the Sioux are assumed to have been 
iu ambush. With few exceptions, the arrow heads found in this part of the 
field are of almost transparent chalcedony, a stone prized highly by the 
tiioux arrowsmith of a hundred and fifty years ago. 

On this section of the old battle ground, eighty rods due w r est of the 
thicket, also the ground is laterally white with flint flakes, partly worked 
arrows, culls and countless fragments of churt, a fact which leads to the 
belief that the spot was once the site of an early Indian “arsenal” where 
arrows were made in quantity production. The brunt of the battle, it would 
appear, was waged at this point, where the attacking Sioux apparently 
stormed the rude work shop of the Wdnnebagoes. 

Shungkahdah is the W r innebagoes’ name for the numeral “1” and is one 
of the few euphonius words in that gutteral tongue. W'hen the warrior 
ot a 150 years ago spoke morosely of the Battle of Shungkahdah, he meant 
to designate the first battle fought in the rolling hills of northern Iow r a. 


COLLEGE GETS ANCIENT COIN. 

The great coin collection started by the late Thomas Coates of thread 
lame in England, has been given by his family to the University of Glasgow. 
It is valued at over $50,000 and contains 5,000 coins from Greece, Rome, 
British possessions, England proper and the oriental countries. Glasgow' 
University also has other famous coin collections, in eluding the Hunter cab¬ 
inet of 30,000 pieces, valued at $100,000 more than 150 years ago —Sent by 
Mardon. 
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FOSSIL TREE FOUND AT AKRON IN MUSEUM COLLECTION. 

Part of a fossil tree, found on the plains near Akron, Colo., 20 inches in 
diameter and 4 feet in length, has recently been added to the collection in 
the Museum of the University of Colorado. 

The tree, which is believed to be an old pine, originally about 40 or 50 
feet in height, was found last spring on the farm of Oscar McDonald near 
Akron, Colo., when he was plowing in an open field. Mr. McDonald was 
working in the center of a large field when the plow struck something hard 
which he took to be an ordinary boulder. Upon investigation it was found 
to be a fossil tree, the remaining 20 feet in length and for the most part 
badly broken into pieces usually two or three inches in length. Two large 
pieces were intact and the larger is the one now in the museum. It weighs 
1.088 pounds. 

The fossil belongs to the tertiary period, according to Prof. Russell D. 
George, head of the geology department of the university and head of the 
State Geological Survey. The fact that the tree was found 110 miles from 
the forests, on an open stretch of almost treeless country, adds interest to 
the find. 

The evidence would lead one to believe that the tree was carried there 
from a great distance by glacier or flood water and that the conditions 
Mere favorable for its fossilization. Around the tree was a thick layer of 
hard rock-like substance which hecame decreasingly softer as one got away 
from the trunk itself. This is evidence that it was fossilized on the spot and 
later partly uncovered by erosion. 

The tree was a dicotyledon, according to Dr. Francis Ramaley, head of 
the biology department. This is evidenced by the rings of growth which 
can be seen in the specimen. The bark, which had partly decayed before 
fossilization, can be seen on all parts of the trunk. 

Two other things just received by the museum are a birch bark canoe 
sent from Colorado Springs by Ralph Hubbard, a former member of the 
biology department, and a Swiss army rifle from Claude Hathaway.' The 
canoe was obtained in the East and is a very unique piece of work. — Sent 
by Beals. , 


STONE AXES MAY BE OLDEST U. S. RELICS 

Two stone axes which may prove to be among the earliest antiquities 
thus far found within the limits of the L T nited States have been brought to 
the Smithsonian Institution at Washington by H. L. Sraight, a brick manu 
facturer at Adel, la. 

These ancient implements are crudely shaped and were discovered under 
twenty-five feet of apparently undisturbed clay, according to the informa¬ 
tion given to Neil M. Judd, archaeologist of the United States National 
Museum who is investigating the find. The digging of a trench for the 
laying of a narrow r -guage railway in the clay pits used by Mr. Straight led 
to the unearthing of the tools. 

On account of the possible importance of the discovery, the Smith¬ 
sonian Institution is planning to send a geologist to make a careful study 
of the site to determine whether the axes are as antique as the depth of 
burial indicates. Mr. Judd pointed out that before the extreme antiquity of 
the axes could be determined the report of the geologist showing geologic 
age of the strata in which they were buried must be received. 
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FLORIDA SHELL MOUNDS.—By A. M. Woodhull, Gulfport, Fla. 

On the Florida coasts, on the islands and mainland, are found the strange 
and marvelous, centuries old, shell mounds. These mounds are known the 
world over for their skeletons, crude implements of stone and bone, bright 
•olored beads, very crudely made, and their curious, oddly shaped pottery. 
The beads were worn around their necks and arms. The wrists were sur- 
ro*nded with strings of small white beads, while larger ones of brighter 
hoe6 adorned their necks. The pottery is of clay, resembling the Indian 
pottery found in other states. 

The mounds are thirty feet and more in height and are composed of 
conch shells and shell wTiich was formerly conch shells ground down through 
the years by erosion and sun. They now contain enough vegetable matter 
and soil to support large tropical trees known as, gumbo limbo, also Spanish 
bayonets and numbers of other tropical vegetation grow on the mounds. 

Their origin is not known. The Seminole Indians, settlers here before 
the white man, can only say it was many moons before their time. The most 
plausible and widely believed theory of their origin, as set forth by scientists, 
is that they were built by a conching eating people who had community 
piles for*throwing the useless shells after the animal was eaten out. (The 
Florida waters abound with Conchs.) 

These mounds were presumably community burying places for their 
dead. They were buried in a standing position, with all of the ornaments 
and probably robes, that he possessed. Very close was placed his* necessary 
equipment, bow and arrows, food in pottery dishes and hatchet, that he would 
need on his long journey to the happy hunting grounds. Arrow heads of 
flint and stone have been found of various sizes and shapes. 

These mounds are fast disappearing. The known ones have long since 
been robbed of their treasures and the shell is being hauled away on huge 
barges and trucks to be mashed beneath the road rollers on the public 
highways of this fast settling state. 


FIND FISH SKELETON THOUGHT TO BE SIX MILLION YEARS OLD. 

Sioux Falls, S. D.—The South Dakota school of mines has been pre¬ 
sented with the fossilized skeleton of a huge prehistoric fish, w'hich, accord¬ 
ing to estimates of President C. C. O'Hara, president of the school of mines, 
and other experts, lived in w r hat now' is w'estern South Dakota nearly six 
million years ago The skeleton was presented to the school by Glenn Jepsen, 
LeMoyne Cook and James Rupp, sludents of the institution. 

In point of ages it is said to be older than the famous White river bad¬ 
lands of w'estern South Dakota. The total length of the skeleton is twelve 
feet, eleven and seven-eighths inches. It. is estimated that when living the 
gigantic fish w'eighed not less than tw r o thousand pounds. Its tail fin 
measures thirty-four inches in w'idth, while its skull is thirty inches long. 

It took the three students one month to dig it out and prepare it for 
shipment to the school of mines. The skeleton w'as unearthed from a hundred 
foot shale bank in the “brakes” of the Cheyenne river, six miles southeast 
of Hot Springs. That the deepsea monster w'as carnivorous is proved by the 
finding of six shark’s teeth in the region of its digestive tract. The fish lived 
when this part of the globe was submerged' under ocean waters. 

So far as known this is the only skeleton of the kind ever found in 
South Dakota. 
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TO EXPLORE ANCIENT MOUNDS ON TUGALO AND SENECA; OLD 

RELICS IN GRAVES, BELIEVED. 

An expedition is being organized here for the purpose of exploring the 
great mounds on Tugalo and Seneca rivers, which are said to have been 
built by a race of people who inhabited this section of the state before the 
time of the red man. 

Andrew Todd of this city has examined the exterior of several of these 
mounds and is of the opinion that their interior is hollow, where skeletons, 
pottery, weapons and other relics of an ancient race lie waiting for the ex¬ 
plorer’s pick to bring them to light. 

Some of the moundfe, especially along the Tugalq river, are so large that 
(hey cover about three acres and are approximately a hundred feet high. In 
view of the fact the Indians are opposed to doing any more manual labor 
ihan is necessary, it is the opinion of many that the mounds were built by 
People of a more industrious race. 

During the great floods of 1908 a large mound near Calhoun Falls was 
completely demolished and all kinds of relics have been found on the banks 
el: the river miles below where the mound once stood. Practically all of 
the fragile articles were broken, but two beautiful water jars have been 
lound intact. Both of these jars are now in possession of Anderson men, one 
b< ing owned by John Hubbard and the other by Calhoun Harris. 

The piece owned by Mr. Harris is especially interesting. Moulded on the 
jar is the figure of a man in a sitting posture, but the bottom of the jar is 
round and will not sit squarely up. By leaning it half way to the front so the 
balance is formed by the figure, it will stand but is easily tilted over. 

In 1902 members of a government enthnological survey visited a mound 
just below Calhoun Falls and made an exhaustive examination, digging into 
if and taking out many articles buried away. A report was made on the 
result of the search, but there lias always been a question as to whether the 
mound was built by the s^ed man or the people of another race. 

There are still many mounds in this section which have never been ex¬ 
plored and it is the intentions of the local expedition to begin excavation 
about May 1. 

The personnel of the expedition has not yet been announced, but it will 
piobably include several archaeologists from colleges in this state. Efforts 
an - a ^ so being made, it is understood, to secure a government expert from 
Washington. 

It is possible that this section of the state was once the home of a race of 
people more ancient than the cliff,dwellers or sun worshipers and if the ex¬ 
pedition meets with success historical information of great value may be 
brought to light. 

The Tugalo and Seneca rivers run together and make the Savannah. 
They are the line between South Carolina and Georgia. 


FIND WAR TIME RELICS. 

Omaha, — Relics of war days were found Sunday on the site of old Fort 
Atkinson, a mile east of Fort Calhoun by E. G. Perley and Cecil Grange of 
Omaha. Fort Atkinson was abandoned in 1827. 

They explored the old site, now a cornfield, after Jack Faulk, farmer, 
found a Spanish dollar dated 1784. Perley and Grange found twenty buttons 
Dorn soldiers uniforms, a small lead cannonball and an army belt buckle. 
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TWO RARE CANADIAN COINS IN TORONTO COLLECTION. 

Only Ten $20 Gold Pieces Ever Minted—Never in Circulation. 

The Canadian Bank of Commerce has two most interesting coins and both 
have a definite place in the story of Canada’s past. The cabinet in which 
these coins are kept is securely locked and the drawers contain numerous 
specimens of other coins which tell, in a graphic manner, the growth of the 
metallic currency in this country. The other coins are interesting, but might 
be found in the possession of any average collector. 

“The two coins are among the rarest in the world. One of these is the 
holy dollar of Prince Edward Island and the other is the twenty dollar gold 
piece of British Columbia, of which but seven are known to be in existence. 
The last recorded sale of one of these gold coins in 1911, when at a public 
auction in London, one changed hands at twelve hundred dollars. That was 
fourteen years ago, and it is very doubtful if one could be bought today for 
youble that amount. 

“The holy dollar was of Spanish origin. The Spanish milled dollar was 
the standard of exchange in Canada in the half century following the death 
of Wolfe. There was very little British money in the country. The Spanish 
dollar was received in Halifax at a value of six shillings and in Prince Ed¬ 
ward Island at but five. With such a heavy premium against the coin it was 
hard to keep them in circulation on the Island. The governor obtained a 
number of these coins and punched ,a piece out of the center. The mutilated 
coin was to be received for five shillings and the punched piece for one 

shilling. The punch was too large and a thrifty Scot of the day gathered in 

as many center bits as he could and sent them to London for sale as old silver. 
The ship w r as never heard of again. A gentleman in Vancouver has one of 
two of the rarest coins in existence, both Canadian, w r hich are in a Toronto 
collection in a downtowm office of the Canadian Bank of Commerce. One 
is the “holy dollar” of Prince Edward Island, punched in the center. The 
other is Canada’s rarest coin, a $20 gold piece, only ten of w hich were ever 
made. They are now r worth at least $2,000.—Sent by Butler. 

ROBINSON CRUSOE’S GUN. . • 

A quaint, old-fashioned fow ling piece, said to have belonged to the man 
upon whose adventures Daniel Defoe based his story of “Robinson Crusoe,” 

was sold in London recently for 215 pounds, a little more than a thousand 

dollars in United States money. This price was considered exceedingly 
cheap by authorities, in view of the enormous sums that are paid for old 
books, manuscripts, and other curios. 

On the butt of the gun was rudely carved, “Alexander Selkirk, 1701.” 
Selkirk it was who provided Defoe with the material for his immortal book. 
They met at the home of a friend in Bristol, England, and Selkirk recounted 
the story of his actual exile on an island in the South Seas whither he had 
sailed with a man named Dampier in 1703. He also turned, over his papers 
to the novelist, and in 1719 was published the famous book which has since 
been translated into nearly every language. 

It is supposed that the old musket which Selkirk brought back with him 
from his island passed into other hands at his death in 1721, and was probably 
lost in some dim attic or second-hand hop, until now, 203 years later, it 
reappeared and created something of a sensation.— Classmate Clipping. Sent 
by Moore.

Up to that time they were redeemed 
m the rate of one reichsmark, gold mark currency, for one trillion marks, 
votes under 10,000,000,000 must be put up in packets, the value of which 
is divisible by that amount. Until yesterday a trillion old marks were worth 
in Berlin 23.SS cents. — Philadelphia Public Ledger, June 0. 

The Denver mint is at present turning out 100,000 $2.50 gold pieces tor 
the Christmas trade, Grant said. When this is done, the mint here will start 
making $20 gold pieces. The mints oi the country are working lull time, 
he said, to supply the country with pennies, nickels and quarters, for which 
the demand Is great and the supply low. Halt a million pennies and from 
200,000 to 300,000 nickels are minted daily in the country. In commenting 
upon the popularity of the silver dollar, Grant said it cost onlv seven-tenths 
of a cent to coin the iron men, and that it cost a cent to make a papei dollai.

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MAY BE SITE OF INDIAN VILLAGE. 

The site of the Pawnee Indian village once inhabited by more than 1,500 
Indians, and which served as the northernmost camp of the discoverer of 
Pike’s peak in 1S06, is belived to have been located on the farm of A. T. Hill 
*bout 6 miles east of Red Cloud on the south side of the Republican river. 

It is to this village that Zebulon Pike is believed to have come on his 
visit to the north section of the Louisiana purchase to make treaties with the 
Indians. For years the site of this camp has been in controversy, both Ne¬ 
braska and Kansas claiming the distinction of having it within their borders. 

Pike had with him silver medals and flags, and as was customary in 
those days when making- treaties with the Indians, he offered them to the 
Indian chiefs as he told them about the great white American father whom 
they were henceforth to- serve. 

The Spanish medal found in the chief’s grave by Mr. Hill in May of this 
year is believed to be the very medal mentioned in Pike’s notes. It was 
wrapped in cloth, fragments of which still clung to the corroded medal, 
which was very evidently not of Indian manufacture, and it is believed that 
it may have been the Spanish flag which Pike ordered down and replaced 
v* ith the American stars and stripes. 

The n\edal bears the date 1797, and by reason of its engraving, which 
is evidently not the work of a master and which combines Indian motifs 
with the Spanish crown, is believed to have been made by silversmiths in 
Sante Fe some time between 1797 and T806. See cut in next issue. 

FIND MORE INDIAN RELICS. 

More chan 200 people were gathered at the celebrated Pawnee Indian 
buiying giound six miles southwest of Guide Rock, September 6, to watch 
A. f. Hill of Hastings, Neb., dig for Indian bodies and relics. Two more 
skeletons were unearthed. 

The hill is said to be the resting place of large numbers of Indians, many 
of wlrom w ere killed in a war with the Spaniards about the year 1805. Many 
bodies are found with the heads severed, which indicates that the braves 
were killed in battle. One body was found to be lying face downward, with 
the skull resting on its back between the shoulder blades. 

Mr. Hill owns the farm on which the burying ground is located and 
spends each Sunday exploring in the Indian village and burying ground. He 
has unearthed several valuable n^edals which English and Spanish traders 
and government officials had presented to tin* Indians. Ore Spa; ish medal 
bore the date oi 1797.

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S. D. INDIAN FORT RIVALS SERPENT MOUND IN OHIO. 

South Dakota boasts evidence of the existence of the ancient Indian 
mound-builders fully as striking and unusual as the famous Serpetine mound 
in Adams county, Ohio. 

Thirty miles north of Chamberlain, in Buffalo county, has been discovered 
an ancient fort whose Stone Age builders also showed the same predisposition 
in favor of the figure of a great snake. 

This fort was discovered by H. E. Lee. See his Ads^ He also established 
the existence of ancient flint mines on Cowboy Hill; near Rapid City. 

Striking similarities exist between the Mound of the Great Serpent in 
Ohio and this ancient South Dakota fort near Chamberlain. 

The great Serpent Mound is located on a ridge, between three livers 
which unite. As its name indicates, it is serpentine, or snake-like in shape. 
Its length is 1,348 feet. Archaeologists announce that it was built by an¬ 
cestors of the Indians during the Stone Age. It is generally accepted as 
among the oldest evidences of Indian life in the United States. 

The Great Serpent Fort, north of Chamberlain, likewise lies on a ridge. 
At the time it was built it is believed it lay between three rivers—the Mis¬ 
souri river and Elm and Crow creeks- a point probably designated by the 
Lewis and Clark expedition as Three Pavers. At the present time it lies 
between two rivers, as Elm creek now follows the flood plain of the Big 
Muddy and flows into Crow creek. The serpent is longer than its Ohio 
counterpart, being 1,500 feet, or nearly a third of a mile, in length. The two 
creeks have banks varying from 20 to 75 feet in height and with the ridge, 
form an excellent fortress. 

The Serpent, itself, is a winding ditch which even now, despite the years 
of erosion and filling in, exceeds five feet in depth and is 16 feet in width. 
The ditch was originally 10 feet in depth and constituted a formidable barrier 
to an enemy, Mr. Lee believes. Probably the builders of the fort constructed 
a palisade of sharpened sticks on the edge of the Mitch, thereby unknowingly 
imitating the custom of the people of the Middle Ages in building a wall 
and moat around their castles. 

Within the enclosure made by the huge ditch and the two streams is a 
large flat on which are evidences of an ancient Indian village. Fifty-one 
depressions, or house sites, were found by Mr.. Lee, in company with 
O. D. Adams, living at Chamberlain. Digging down within the house circles 
disclosed charcoal and the remains of corn cobs, indicating that the inhabi¬ 
tants knew of fire and raised the Indian “maize.” 

The ridge occupied by the giant ditch is fully 100 feet above the flat 
and enables a view' for miles around from which the inhabitants could early 
detect the approach of an enemy. Outside of the fortress are located three 
large mounds, undoubtedly burial mounds. 

Within each curve of the serpent-ditch are still other mounds, now four 
or five feet iu height, which were important features in the plan bo repel 
invaders. 

What peculiar superstition, or religious belief, caused the aboriginal in¬ 
habitants of this fort to construct the third side of their “castle” in serpentine 
shape is the query that must remain unanswered. The labor involved was at 
least doubled by adherence to this plan. A rude spade, made of quartzite 
stone, a granite maul, a polished granite hatchet, and a nine-inch quartzite 
knife, found by Mr. Lee in his excavations around the fort, are proof that the 
*

builders of the fort did not possess the knowledge of metals. The knife is 
believed to be one of the rarest finds of Indian relics in South Dakota. 

That possibly citizens in Buffalo county believed the huge ditch to be a 
dry creek bed is the explanation advanced by Mr. Lee for the failure, thu^ 
;ar. of South Dakotans to know the existence ol this archaeological curiosity. 
It is located above Fort Lookout, one the east side of the Missouri river, into 
which Crow creek now flows. In surveying terms its location is Township 
106 North, Range 71 West. 

Probably the fort was built by the same tribe of Indians who constructed 
ihe Serpentine Mound in Ohio. Forced westward by incoming eastern tribes 
which drove them from their hunting grounds in the Ohio valley, the mound- 
builders of serpentine frame of mind undoubtedly sought the free lands of 
the west. 

The Mandans and Arickaras (Rees) are known to have come from the 
Ohio valley, and one tribe or the other probably built South Dakota’s oldest, 
as well as newest archaeological marvel. They were peace-loving Indians 
and did not fight unless attacked. The fort was the result of a conviction 
lhaf they must protect themselves from other incoming war-like tribes. 

Bodies of Indians, found in Ohio, reveal that it was the custom of the 
prehistoric aborigines to bury their dead in a sitting posture. The Rees, 
<•; South Dakota, also followed the same practice. 

So tai as is known, the Buffalo county fortress is one ot only two know'll 
Indian structures in South Dakota built in serpentine shape. Other forts 
lave been found along the Missouri river but they are all nearly square or 
round.—Rapid City Journal. 


RELICS TO BE EXHIBITED. 

Vancouver, Wash.—One of the leading attractions of the 1 925 centennial 
exposition will be the exhibition of Hudson’s Bay company relics and pro¬ 
ducts, covering the period of the company's existence, more than 200 years, 
said Leonard Clark, secretary- of the centennial committee. The exhibit 
'’•d. be displayed in a building 40 by 60 feet in size, located within the old 
stockade, and men will be on hand through the entire month to care for and 
explain the different articles exhibited. Adjoining the Hudson Bay building 
will be the buildings occupied by tin- Washington and Oregon Historical 
societies. Souvenir 50-cent pieces with the head of John McLoughlin on 
one side and a picture of the obi stockade on the other, will be on sale. The 
coins will be minted in San Francisco and will be distributed, sent by Namen. 


BUYS RARE BOOKS. 

London. — Philip M. Rosenbacli of Philadelphia L on his way home with 
*00,000 pounds worth of rare books purchased in private deals and at auction. 
Before sailing on the Majestic yesterday, the collector told interviewers he 
bad spent 2,000,000 pounds on old books and manuscripts in Europe during 
the 1 last seven years.

The man whose face adorns the ten-dollar hill is that of Michael Hillegas, 
first treasurer of -the United States. Some of us are. not very familiar with 
lhat face because our $10 bills don’t remain with us long enough to get 
well acquainted. 
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COLLECTOR HOLDS OLD BANK NOTES. 

Heavy insurance has recently been taken out in London to safeguard the 
most astonishing collection of its kind in the world. It consists of 27,000 
historic banknotes, the property of a business man whose office is near 
Temple Bar. The face value of the notes is no less than $3,000,000,000,000. 
What the actual vhlue is no one can tell for a similar cailection has never 
come into any auction room. 

A remarkable fact about the collection is that only six people apart from 
the collector has ever seen it. 

The collection was begun by the grandfather of the present owner. The 
son continued it, and the grandson has thrown himself into the work as a 
hobby. He regarded it as a private matter until recently he happened to show 
the collection to a friend, a lawyer. 

The lawyer instantly impressed on the collector the need of insuring the 
collection, a point whith had never occurred to him. He also brought the 
manager of a London bank to see the notes. The bank manager was so ex¬ 
cited that he stayed until midnight going through the albums. According 
to this expert, none of the great banks of the world possessed anything 
like the rare specimens of this collection, and that to a banker the notes 
were beyond price. 

Among the notes are some issued in China 600 years ago and printed on 
paper made from mulberry leaves. There is a whole series of forged Bank 
of England notes, including a note of the kind for making w r hich two women 
were executed at Newgate in the reign of George III. 

The earliest British note is one for One Hundred Pounds issued by the 
Bank of England in 1713. 

There are hundreds of the notes issued by English private banks of 
Georgian days whose names have since been forgotten. The collection 
holds a note issued by every bank that has failed in this country. 

War notes are a feature of the collection, ranging from those printed 
during the French revolution to samples of every town and national note 
issued in Germany, Austria, and France during the great war. Some of the 
German notes are engraved on leather, white kid, silk, linen and cotton and 
many of them bear caricatures of John Bull.—Stamp News. 


Mr. A. T. Hill was down and soon dug out on the Hill farm a medal that 
only serves to prove further that the Webster County, Nebraska, Pawnee 
Indian Village is the village visited by Zebuion Pike in 1S06. The face of the 
coin bore face of Carolus III and words “Dei Gratia; Hispan et. Ind Hex M 8 
R. F. F.” and dated 1778. The opposite side bore a shield surmounted by a 
crown, the shield containing two Lions Rampant two castles, and fleur de 
lis in the center On either side are pillars with the partly eligible inscrip¬ 
tion: “PI—s U—tra.” The coin is about the size of our silver dollar and had 
been used for a pendant on a long string of beads. 

Several collectors of Superior had the privilege of viewing this ancient 
medal. We hope to show cuts of this and some rare medals next issue.

INDIAN TOMBS YIELD PREHISTORIC SECRETS. 

Ten prehistoric stone tombs containing richly sculptured copper orna¬ 
ments and plates, together with traces of beautiful feather mantles, woven 
fabrics and matting preserved by contact with the copper, have been un¬ 
earthed from an ancient Indian mound near Cartersville, Ga., by the depart¬ 
ment ot' archaeology of Phillips academy, Andover, Mass. Two of these 
sarcophagi, made of neatly fitted thin limestone slabs, have been received by 
the Andover museum and will be set in earth and the objects taken from 
them replaced within them as found. 

The explored mound is part of the famous group of eleven mounds, situ¬ 
ated on the Etowah river and supposed to be part of an ancient large Chero¬ 
kee town, where Ferdinand De Soto, the Spanish explorer, fought with he 
Indians. There is no trace of Spanish influence, however, in the two thousand 
implements of stone and clay, the four thousand beads or the copper plates 
and other objects uncovered. 

Twenty burials were found, ten of which resembled tombs rather than 
the ordinary stone slab burial graves commonly found. In some of these, 
large fiagments of copper plates remained, and the salts in the copper 
through oxidization preserved traces of the hair, fabrics in which the bodies 
were clothed and even traces of feather mantles and some matting. One of 
the copper ornaments is globular in form, surrounded by a serpent done in 
relief. In the first grave opened was found a chipped flint implement twenty- 
six and one-eighth inches long. 

Excavation at this same city site in 1884 led to the discovery of similar 
copper plates stamped with costumed human figures similar to portraits of 
Aztecs and Mayas.—K. C. Star.

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OLDEST PAPER IN THE WORLD. 

The Oprechte Haarlemsche Courante, published for the first time as the 
Weecklychke Courante van Europa (Weekly Paper in Europe) January 8, 
1656, and since that date continuously until the present day, is the world’s 
oldest newspaper in existence. 

Abraham Casteleyn, who possessed a printing shop called “De Biijde 
Druck” (The Glad Press), initiated on the above mentioned date the plan to 
publish the principal news of the world, and to that end every Saturday he 
issued two small pages. This publication was apparently a success, as in 
1658 he added another weekly edition of the first., called the Haarlemsche 
Courante, Vhich after some time absorbed the first publication. 

The international character of the paper was already evident in its first 
issue. That issue of two pages had about 270 lines of foreign news, but only 
ten lines of home newsc Special foreign correspondents were placed in all 
the capital towns of Europe—London, Rome, Frankfurt, Cologne, Brussels, 
Paris, Venice—while the editors had excellent relations with the official 
circles in The Hague.

GENUINE PIPE OF PEACE MADE OF POTTERY CLAY AND HAS 
PLACES FOR SIX STEMS. 

We have often heard the expression, “Pipe of Peace,’ but we never saw 
a real peace pipe until last month a man giving his name as G. Bailey from 
Tennessee, came in the Tugalo, S. C., Tribune office with two old relics, dtae 
was a pipe of peace and the other was an old time clay pipe, the bowl of 
which was three inches long and the neck about the same length. The pipe 
of peace was made of pottery clay and had places for six stems so as many 
could smoke at the same time.
